increased From this summary it will be seen that there was a total in 

numbers, crease of 202 during the year, the corresponding increase for 
the previous year having been 656. It is gratifying to record 
that this is the smallest increase which has taken place since 
1893, when the increase amounted to 152. An increase took place 
in all the Institutions save the Workhouses, which show a de- 
crease of 340. There was also a decrease of six in the number of 
Chancery patients in unlicensed houses. 


The numbers in District Asylums increased by 521 ; those in 
Private Asylums by 21 ; and those in Dundrum Asylum by 6. 

The total increase for the year was 454 less than that for the 
previous year, and 332 less than the average for the past ten 
years, which was 534. 


Inquiry _ The Report on the increase in the number of the registered 
increase* 0 } nsaile which was referred to in our last Annual Report is now 
in the hands of the pi'inter, and will shortly be presented to Your 
Excellency. 

Table I. (page lvi.), giving the number and distribution of 
all lunatics under care on the 31st December of each year from 
1880 to 1904, shows that in this interval of time an increase of 
10,014 has taken place in the total number ; the inmates of Dis- 
trict Asylums have increased by 9,948 ; the criminal lunatics in 
Dundrum Asylum have decreased by 18 ; the patients in Private 
Asylums and Institutions have increased by 172 ; while the 
pauper lunatics in Workhouses have decreased by 193. These 
figures show, that the main increase has been in the population 
of the District Asylums, the patients in Private Asylums and 
Institutions having only increased by 172 in a period of twenty- 
four years, or an average of only 7 per annum. 

Insane in It is satisfactory to note- that the decrease in the number in 
Workhouses, Workhouses which had been taking place since 1899 ; but which 
was not maintained in 1903, has again continued, so that the 
number now remaining in these Institutions is the lowest which 
has been reached in the series of years shown in the Table 
referred to — being 193 lower than in 1880, which was hitherto 
the lowest in the Table.

As the following Table shows the ratio of the insane in District JXbS&Sfta 
Asvlums to the total number under care has steadily increased institutions, 
since 1880, while the corresponding ratio in the case of Work- 
houses has continuously fallen.

From this table it will 
be seen that the total admissions for 1904 showed a decrease ot 
52 as compared with the numbers for the previous year. 


It is satisfactory to note that a decrease took place in the 
admissions to both District and Private Asylums, the decrease in 
the former being 40, and in the latter 12. 


The great increase in the number of admissions which was 
recorded in our last two Reports has, therefore, not been con- 
tinued in 1904. 


The admissions to District Asylums in 1881 numbered 2,502; in 
1904 they had increased to 3,910. Similarly, m Private Asylums 
the numbers for 1881 were 145, and for 1904 they had increase 
to 225.

Prom this Table it will be seen that the number of the insane 
under care has increased from 250 per 100,000 of the population 
m 1880, to 522 per 100,000 in 1904. 

If, to the number of the insane under care on the 31st Decem- 
ber last, be added the number of lunatics and idiots at large, 
according to the last census, the total (20,864) represents 610 
per 100,000 of the population. 

The lunatic inmates resident in the various institutions 
throughout Ireland on 31st December, 1904, were supported 
from the following sources : — Of the 18,615 patients resident 
in District Asylums, 687 contributed wholly or partly to theii 
support ; 145 criminal lunatics were maintained out of Imperial 
funds ; and the remainder were maintained partly out of the 
Government Grant and partly out of the Local Rates. The

794 patients in Private Licensed Houses and Institutions for 
the insane were supported entirely out of private funds ; 159 
inmates of Dundrum Asylum were maintained at Government 
expense ; whilst the 3,320 insane residents in Workhouses were 
supported entirely by the Poor Rate.

Asylums. 

Legislative Changes. 

No measures affecting the lunacy administration of Ireland Legislative 
were Xduced durhj the year 1904. Regulations for the — ' 
o-overnment and management of the Asylum were submitted and 
have recently been approved by Your Excellency, under the pro- 
visions of the 9th Section (Sub-Section 6) of the Local Govern- 
ment (Ireland) Act, 1898, in only one case, viz., Ballmasloe. 

Statistics, &o. 

There are 24 District Asylums in addition to the Auxiliary Statistics, &c. 
Asylum at Youghal, but Portrane is a second Asylum for the 
same District as the Richmond, and it is, therefore, included 
under the statistics for the latter. A list of the District Asylums, 
giving the name of the Resident Medical Superintendent m 
each case, will be found in Appendix G. 

A full report on the condition and management of 
each institution, and the treatment of the patients 
therein, -will be found in Appendix E. 

On the 31st December, 1904, there were in these institutions 
18,615 patients (10,089 males and 8,526 females). The numbers 
r emaining on the 31st December, 1903, were -.-Males, 9,791;

It is satisfactory to note that the admissions, which showed a 
great increase in 1902 and 1903 as compared with previous 
years, decreased by 40 in 1904-. 

The first admissions were 22 less than in 1903, and the re- 
admissions were 18 less. 

That the first admissions, so far as they may be considered as 
first attacks, show a decrease for the past two years, goes to 
refute the opinion, so generally entertained, that insanity is 
rapidly increasing in this country. 

In fifteen of the District Asylums there was a decrease in the 
number of admissions as compared with those for 1903, whilst in 
nine Asylums the numbers increased. 

Table X. (Appendix A.) shows the authority for admission to 
District Asylums during the year. Of the total (3,910), 1,425 
were admitted under the forms prescribed by the Statutory 
Rules; 3 were transferred from Dundrum to the Asylums of 
their districts, and 39 were transferred from Prisons by Your 
Excellency’s Order ; while 2,417 were admitted under the pro- 
visions of the Act 30 and 31 Vic., c. 118, s. 10 ; the Army Act, 
1881, sec. 91; and the Naval Enlistment Act, 1884, sec. 3, as 
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dangerous lunatics. Twenty-six were admitted from Scotland 
under warrants, in pursuance of the 6th Section of the Poor Law 
(Scotland) Act, 1898.

Discharges. 

The total number of patients discharged during the year was Discharges. 
194*0, viz., 1,067 males and 873 females. Of these 1,418 (759 
males and 659 females) were discharged recovered; showing 
a decrease of 30 on the number for the previous year. _ The 
percentage of recoveries on the admissions was 36'3, being -4 
per cent, lower than that for the previous year. 

The numbers removed by friends or sent to workhouses 
amounted to 522 (308 males” and 214 females), a decrease of 75 
on the numbers for the previous year. 


Deaths. 

The number of deaths during the year was 1,449, of which Deaths. 

752 were males and 697 females. This shows an increase of 50 
on the numbers for the previous year in the case of the males, 
and of 10 in the ease of the females, the total increase being 60. 

The death-rate per cent, of the daily average number resident was 
7-8, viz., 7'5 amongst the males, and 8'2 amongst the females. 

The general rate was the same as that for the previous year — 
the rate in the case of the males being '2 higher, and in the case 
of the females -2 lower. Four of the deaths were by suicide ; 
four resulted from misadventure ; and, in two cases (a male and 
a female), the patients were killed by fellow-patients. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
in each District Asylum during the years from 1895 to 1904 
will be found in Table IX. (Appendix A). From this table it 
will be seen that the highest death-rate during 1904 was 12' / per 
cent, in Sligo, and the lowest, 51 per cent., in Kilkenny Asylum. 

The highest rate was '6 per cent, less than the corresponding 
rate in the previous year, which was 13'3 in the Londonderry 
Asylum, while the lowest rate was '4 lower than that for the 
previous year, viz., 5'5 in the same Asylum— -Kilkenny. 

In 286 cases the cause of death was verified by post-mortem Autopsies, 
examination, as against 288 for the previous year. We legiet 
that the number of these examinations still continues to decrease. 

In two Asylums, viz.:— Castlebar and Monaghan, no post- 
mortem examinations were made during the year ; and in eac i 
of the cases of Clonmel, Kilkenny, Killarnoy, Maryborough, 
and Sligo only two were made.

It may be observed that certain forms of nervous disease are ol 

becoming more common in Ireland, e.g., General Paralysis of the flinmi 
Insane, the proportionate number of deaths from which, as the the Wne. 
above table shows, has increased greatly since 1890, although the 
actual number of deaths from this cause remains small. This is 
a disease which, once it comes under official, cognizance, readily 
lends itself to statistical annotation. It is a disease from which 
recovery is unknown, so that in asylums the number of deaths is 
practically a record of the number of cases. Moreover, it is 
easily recognised, its course is short, and, as a general rule, 
patients suffering from it, when once admitted to an asylum, 
remain there until death takes place. It is one of the diseases 
which, as a cause of death, is least likely to be inaccurately 
recorded. 

The statistics of all civilised nations demonstrate that General 
Paralysis of the Insane is a disease of urban life— the product of 
dissipation and immorality, which go hand in hand with over- 
crowding and contempt of the laws of sanitation. Although this 
disease is increasing in Ireland, the past history of the asylums 
shows that this country was, up to a few years ago, peculiarly 
free from it, Even yet, it is almost unknown in the rural 
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districts, and in the cities, although it is undoubtedly increasing 
the proportion of cases is much below that recorded in other 
civilised countries. 

In view of the extreme liability of the insane to tuberculosis 
a liability which is apt to be increased by the conditions of 
asylum life, especially where there is great overcrowdiug, 
the question of the treatment of cases of this disease in isolation 
hospitals has of late occupied much attention. In dealing with 
the insane in asylums it is not possible to follow the course 
adopted with ordinary patients in a hospital. The habits of each 
insane patient must be taken into consideration, as some are too 
dangerous or degraded to allow of their being treated on the 
lines now followed in cases of tubercular disease. There are, of 
course, many patients who might be treated in isolation hospitals, 
and it is to be hoped that, in time, special provision for the 
treatment of such cases will be made at all the District Asylums. 


Table VII. (Appendix. A) shows the percentage of the re- 
coveries on the admissions, and of the deaths on the daily aver- 
age number resident in each of the District Asylums during 
1904, while Table VIII. gives similar percentages, and also 
the percentage of recoveries on the daily average number in all 
the Asylums, from 1893 to 1904. 

From these Tables .it will be seen that the percentage of 
recoveries on admissions during 1904 was 3(13, viz , 35'9 amongst 
the males, and 36'8 amongst the females ; while the percentage of 
the recoveries on the daily average number resident during the 
year was 7'7, viz, : — 7'6 amongst the males, and 7'8 amongst the 
females. 

Table V. (Appendix A) shows the duration of disease on 
reception in the admissions, discharges, and deaths during 1904; 
Table VI. the length of residence in Asylums of the patients who 
recovered, and of those who died during the year ; Table XI 
gives the ages of patients in quinquennial periods ; Table XII. 
their educational condition ; and Table XIII. their social con- 
dition as to marriage. 

Table XIV. gives the pi'obable causes of insanioy amongst those 
admitted in 1904, and Table XV. the forms of mental disease in 
the admissions, recoveries, and deaths during the year. 

Suicides and Deaths from Misadventure in District 
Asylums. 

The number of deaths under this heading during the year 
was 10, viz. : — four from suicide, four from misadventure, and 
two from homicide. 
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The injuries which caused death in two of the cases of suicide, 
however, were inflicted prior to admission to the Asylum, so — 
that the ’total number ol fatal casualties which occurred in these 
institutions, during the year, was eight, as compared with seven 
in the previous year, when there were three from suicid e, three 
from misadventure, and one from homicide. 

The particulars of each of the eight cases are as follow : — 


SUICIDES. Suicides. 

At Limerick Asylum, on 13th January, a male patient Limerick. • 
(J G.), acred 37, managed to elude observation when on the way 
to dinner with a number of others, and, proceeding to a timber 
shed, he there hanged himself by a piece of sash-cord fastened to 
a beam. This patient had been suicidal on admission, but had 
apparently so much improved that he was allowed to work in the 
carpenter’s shop. A coroner's inquest was held, and the jury 
found that the patient had committed suicide by hanging himself, 
and exonerated the attendant in charge from blame in connection 
with the matter. We also held an inquiry on oath regardingthe 
case, and although we saw no reason to differ from the finding of 
the coroner’s jury, we made some suggestions for the better 
supervision of the patients on their way to and from work, and 
also as regards the locking of the workshops and sheds. 

At the Sligo Asylum, on the morning of the 10th August, a sll s° 
male patient (J. C.), aged 55, who slept in a single room, hanged 
himself by his sheet, which he had fastened to the cord of the 
window sash. This patient was known to have suicidal 
tendencies, and the attendants had been ordered to keep a special 
watch on him. A coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury 
returned a verdict that the patient “ came to his death ■ by 
hanging himself by his bed sheet, suspended from the window- 
cord in his room.” We also held an inquiry on oath, and, in oui 
report on the case, we called attention to the necessity for an 
observation dormitory, in which such cases could he kept under 
continuous supervision, and we pointed out that there was no 
tell-tale clocks or other means of recording the watchfulness of 
the night staff, in use. We also found that there had been some 
negligence on the part of the attendants in charge. 


Deaths ekom M isadvbnture. ™ 

At Ballinasloe Asylum, on the 18th February, a male patient 
(B. O’D.), aoed 80 years, who was in feeble health, was found Ballmasioe. 
lying on the floor of a dayroom — his right thigh bone having been 
fractured. It was believed that the fracture had been caused by 
a fall, but no definite information could be obtained on the point 
He died seven days afterwards, as the result of the shock and 
collapse following the injury. The Coroner did not consider 
an inquest necessary in the case. 
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At Kilkenny Asylum, on the 4th November, a male patient 
(M, L.), aged 59 years, who had been suffering from phthisis and 
was very feeble, was observed to be choking when taking his 
dinner. Medical assistance was at once summoned, and, although 
the Medical Officer succeeded in removing the bread, which was 
causing the obstruction, from the patient’s throat, he did not rally 
and died in a few minutes. The coroner was duly notified but 
decided that an inquest was not necessary. 


At Limerick Asylum, on the 23rd January, a female patient 
(A. M H.), aged 36 years, who was in a padded room in a highly 
excited state, during a struggle with the nurses, managed to 
obtain a brooch belonging to one of them, which had dropped 
when they were endeavouring to restrain her. She at once put it in 
her mouth and swallowed it. On the 9th July it was found 
impacted in the rectum, and removed, but on the 31st July the 
patient succumbed to peritonitis, doubtless due to the irritation 
caused by the brooch in its passage through the intestines. The 
facts were duly reported to the coroner, who did not consider 
an inquest necessary. 

At Sligo Asylum, on the 24th December, a male patient 
(M, W,), aged 59 years, who was on parole, and acted as messenger 
between the asylum and the town, was found lying insensible on 
the floor of a dayroom, about 11.40 o’clock, p.m., with vomited 
matter beside him. On the arrival of the Assistant Medical 
Officer, who was at once summoned, the patient was found to be 
dead. A coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury returned a 
verdict that death resulted from alcoholic poisoning, and they 
added a rider that the asylum attendance and supervision were 
bad. The patient had been in the town on the evening of his 
death (Christmas Eve), and had apparently obtained alcohol 
there. We held an inquiry on oath regarding the case, 
and in our report thereon, we animadverted strongly on the 
conduct of two of the attendants, who, there was reason to 
believe, were themselves under the influence of alcohol, and who 
were guilty of gross neglect of duty in not noticing the patient’s 
condition, and summoning medical assistance before his death. 
We also called attention to grave irregularities in the manage- 
ment of the institution as regards (1) the conditions under which 
patients were allowed out on parole ; (2) the practice of allowing 
patients and attendants to go over the boundary wall or through a 
small wicket, instead of passing through the main gate; (3) the 
use of looks of antiquated pattern which could he opened by the 
same key on the male and female sides of the institution, and 
the possession of pass keys by patients ; (4) the absence of any 
means of recording the watchfulness of the night staff; (5) the 
incompleteness of the Case Books so far as old residents in the 
asylum are concerned ; (6) the inadequacy of the supervision 
exercised by the medical staff ; and (7) the insufficiency of the 
medical staff during the absence of the Resident Medical Superin- 
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tendent, owing to illnesa. As the result of this inquiry, the District 
general condition and management of the Asylum were brought 
under the special notice of Your Excellency. 


Deaths prom 

Deaths from Homicide. homicide. 

At Cork Asylum on the 28th September, (P. S.), a male patient, Cork ‘ 
aged 41 years, was killed by a fellow-patient (J. T.). These two 
patients slept together in a small dormitory intended for four 
patients, but which, owing to the overcrowding in the institution, 
contained six. Between one and two o’clock on the morning of 
the date mentioned, the night attendant, hearing an unusual noise 
in the dormitory, which he had visited a few minutes previously, 
went in and found patient S. lying on the floor, his face and head 
covered with blood, while patient J. T. was out of bed, and in a very 
excited condition. On the arrival of the Medical Officer, who 
was at once summoned, patient S. was found to be dead. The 
fatal injuries had apparently been inflicted with a chamber 
utensil, which was found smeared with blood. A coroner’s 
inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict that the patient 
died from shock, the result of the injuries inflicted by patient 
J. T„ adding a rider, that delf chamber utensils should not be 
used in the asylum, and that indiarubber utensils should be 
substituted. We also held an inquiry on oath regarding the case, 
and in our report thereon, while we found no reason to question 
the sufficiency of the night staff, we suggested the advisability 
of having two attendants to visit the dangerous patients together, 
instead of only one. We also called attention to the insufficiency 
of the proportion of single rooms on the male side. With 
reference to the suggestion of the coroner’s jury regarding the use 
of indiarubber chamber utensils, we stated as follows : — 

“In former times it was considered necessary to treat the insane 
‘'with such precautions as restraining their limbs, covering 1 the fires 
“and windrows with iron bars, giving the patients nothing but spoons 
“ with which to eat their food, and taking away surroundings of civilisa- 
“tion — such as tumblers, knives, forks, and plates. Nowadays 
“the furniture of an asylum is made as 1 homelike as possible, with the 
“ result that the insane of to-day are not, as a rule, as dangerous as the 
“madmen of old, and accidents, such as formed the subject of this 
“inquiry, are extremely rare. 

“ Owing to their effect on the minds of the insane — accentuating, as 
“they do, t«he revulsion to asylum life, indiarubber chamber utensils 
“ are objectionable, and are, therefore, never used now, except with 
“ very dangerous or destructive patients. 

“ Further, it is found practically impossible to free them from the 
“objectionable smell of urine, and they are, for that reason, considered 
“ unhygienic. 

“ The disadvantages of their general use are, for these reasons, con- 
sidered to outweigh the comparatively little security against danger 
“ which they afford, except in rare cases. 

“It may be added that a certain amount of risk has necessarily to^be 
“run in the use of such articles as plates, cups, knives, forks, working 
“tools, furniture, &c., which is, generally speaking, practically as great as 
“that involved in the use of delf chamber utensils. 

c 
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“As already stated, accidents of tills nature are nowadays extremel 
“ l-are in asylums, and there is, in the opinion of the Inspectors n 
“sufficient reason why, as the result of this regrettable oceurrence’-ih 
“modern and enlightened methods of treating the insane should he 
“departed from, or looked upon with disfavour.” 

Patient J. T. was brought up for trial, and, being found insane 
on arraignment and incapable of pleading, was ordered to be 
detained during Your Excellency’s pleasure. He was thereupon 
transferred to the Criminal Lunatic Asylum at Dundrum. 

At Monaghan Asylum on the 11th May (L. S.), afemale patient 
struck another female patient (C. E.), on the face. The latter 
who was 73 years of age, had only been a few days in the 
institution. Although two nurses witnessed the occurrence the 
attack was so sudden that they were unable to prevent it. 
Patient F. bled considerably and became unconscious. She at 
once received every attention which medical skill could afford, 
and rallied somewhat for a time, hut eventually sank and died 
on the 14th May. 

A coroner’s inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict 
that death was caused by “ a blow on the face given by the 
fist of patient L, 8., on Wednesday the 11th instant, producing 
death from shock, and no blame is to be attached to any of the 
attendants.” 

We did not consider it necessary to hold any further inquiry 
into the matter, as the facts of the case were so patent. 


Insanitary Conditions and Outbreaks of Zymotio 
Disease. 

The following are the particulars of tire insanitary conditions 
and outbreaks of zymotic disease which were reported in the 
different Asylums during the year : — 

In Antrim Asylum, there were 2 cases of enteric fever 
amongst the females in July, but both recovered. 

In Armagh Asylum a male patient was attacked by facial 
erysipelas in the spring, and another case occurred on the 
female side in the autumn. Both recovered. 

Although the death rate in the Ballinasloe Asylum was 
low (being 5.8 per cent, of the average number resident), the 
number of cases of zymotic disease which occurred during 
the year, was, as usual, very large. There were 18 cases of 
dysentery on the male side (including a member of the staff), and 
6 on the female side. Of these, two of the male cases, and 1 of 
the female cases ended fatally. Sixteen males (including 2 of 
the staff) and 7 females suffered from diarrhcea. which proved 
fatal in 1 of the male, and 4 of the female cases. In addition 
to these, 3 females were attacked by erysipelas ; 3 males and 3 
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females by enteric fever ; 2 males by scarlatina ; and District 
12 males and 3 females by influenza, but, save the cases A3YL ™ 8 - 
of dysentery and diarrhoea above referred to, none of the 
cases mentioned had a fatal termination. Twelve male members 
of the staff and 1 female also suffered from influenza. 

In Belfast Asylum, 10 cases of cellulitis and erysipelas Belfast, 
occurred amongst the males, and 5 amongst the females during 
the spring, and there were also 16 cases of influenza on the 
male side, and 2 on the female side throughout the year. None 
of the cases, however, proved fatal. 

In Castlebar Asylum only 1 case of zymotic disease was Castlebar, 
reported, viz : — enteric fever, which attacked a female patient in 
February, with a fatal result. 

In Clonmel Asylum 6 males and 1 female suffered from Clonmel, 
dysentery during the year, while 4 males and 4 females were 
attacked by enteric fever. There were also 5 cases of influenza 
amongst the female patients in January, and 1 amongst the 
female staff, but none of the cases of zymotic disease ended 
fatally. 

A very serious outbreak of enteric fever occurred in Cork Corl,; * 
Asylum during the autumn and winter, no less than 100 patients 
(50 of each sex) having been attacked. There were also 12 cases 
amongst the male, and 9 amongst the female staff! In 18 cases 
the disease had a fatal termination, viz : — 9 male and 7 female 
patients and 1 of each sex amongst the staff. Every effort was 
made to trace the cause of the outbreak — the drains were 
thoroughly tested, and the milk and water were analysed. The 
drains were found to be in good order, but the analysis showed 
that some of the sources of water supply were far from being 
pure. Every precaution was then taken to have the water 
boiled before use, and, save for isolated oases, the outbreak was 
practically over by the end of the year. 

In addition to the enteric, there were 22 cases of dysentery 
(18 on the male and 4 on the female side), 2 cases of 
erysipelas, and 24 cases of influenza amongst the females, but 
none of these eases ended fatally. 

In the Youghal Auxiliary Asylum, 4 females were attacked Auxiliary, 
by erysipelas, and one male by varicella, towards the end of the 
year. There were also 4 cases of influenza, 2 on the male 
and 2 on the female side, but all the cases of zymotic disease 
recovered. 

The efforts to stamp out dysentery in the Downpatrick Downpatrick. 
Asylum have unfortunately, so far, been unattended with success. 

During the year, 25 males and the same number of females were 
attacked, with a fatal result in 1 of the male, and 10 of the 
female cases. A member of the female staff also suffered from 
the disease, but recovered. 
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District Four cases of erysipelas (3 on the male and 1 on the female 
Asylums, an( j 30 cases 0 f influenza (11 on the male and 19 on the 

female side) were reported. Five members of the staff were also 
attacked by influenza, but, save the deaths from dysentery, there 
were no fatal cases of zymotic disease. 

Elmis- In Ennis Asylum one male and eight females were attacked by 

erysipelas, and five males and one female by enteric fever. The 
■latter proved fatal in the cases of three of the males. There 
were also three cases of influenza on the male side and two on 
the female side, none of which ended fatally. 

EnniscorUiy. I n Enniscokthy Asylum there was one case of erysipelas 
amongst the females, and two females and four males suffered 
from influenza — with a fatal termination in one of the male cases. 

Killamey. j n jjillarney Asylum a number of cases of enteric fever 
occurred on the female side— eleven patients and two members 
of the staff having been attacked, with a fatal result in the cases 
of two of the female patients. There was also a fatal case of 
influenza on the female side. 


Letterkenny. I n Letterkenny Asylum six male and one female patients, and 
a member of the male staff', were attacked with enteric fever, 
which proved fatal in the cases of three of the male, and one of 
the female patients. Three male and six female patients suffered 
from erysipelas, and two male patients and a member of the male 
staff from influenza, but none of these cases ended fatally, 

Limerick. In LIMERICK Asylum one female and two male patients were 

attacked by enteric fever, but all recovered. The death rate in 
this asylum was only 56 per cent, of the average number resident 
during the year. 

Londonderry. The only zymotic disease which appeared in Londonderry 
Asylum was enteric fever, which attacked a member of the 
female staff, but did not prove fatal. The death rate in this 
asylum which was 133 per cent, of the average number resident 
in 1903, fell to 6-0 per cent, in 1904. 

Maryborough. p n MARYBOROUGH Asylum also, the only form of zymotic disease 
which appeared was enteric fever, which attacked a male patient 
and a female attendant, and one of the Matron’s children. All, 
however, recovered. 

Monaghan. j n Monaghan Asylum there were two cases of erysipelas and 
twenty-six of influenza on the male side, and a case of enteric 
fever on the female side. None of the cases ended fatally. 
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The sanitary condition of the Mullingar Asylum: shows an distmct 
improvement. During the year only three cases of enteric fever ' VsT, ' UMS ~ 

occurred a male and a female patient, and a member of the Mullingar. 

male staff having been attacked, but all recovered. No other 
form of zymotic disease appeared in the institution, and the death 
rate during the year was only 5 '4 per cent, of the average number 
resident. 


In Omagh Asylum 2 male patients were attacked by enteric 0ml =' b ' 
fever ; a male and a female by erysipelas, and a female by 
cellulitis. There was also a case of scarlatina amongst the male 
staff. The only case which ended fatally was one of enteric 
fever. 


In Richmond and Portrane Asylums the following cases Richmond and 
were recorded during the year : — Erysipelas attacked 18 male '■’wtrane. 
and 5 female patients, and 2 members of the male, and 1 of the 
female staff, all of whom recovered. Enteric fever attacked 4 
female patients, and 1 of each sex amongst the staff, but none of 
the cases proved fatal. There was 1 fatal case of colitis on the 
male side ; 3 males and 5 females were attacked by dysentery, 
with a fatal result in two of the female oases ; while 10 males 
and 26 females suffered from diarrhcea, but all recovered. Eifty- 
one males and 48 females are returned as having been attacked 
by phthisis, which is shown as the cause of death in 31 male, and 
36 female cases. Thirteen males and 10 females were attacked 
by pneumonia, which proved fatal in 10 male, and 7 female cases. 


The number of cases of enteric fever which occurred in Sligo S >£». 
Asylum showed a considerable reduction in 1904 as compared 
with 1903, viz. from 17 to 9. Pour patients of each sex and 
a member of the female staff were attacked in 1904, with 
a fatal result in the cases of a male and a female patient. 
Although this was the only form of zymotic disease which 
appeared in the institution, the death rate was even higher 
than in 1903, being 12.7 per cent, of the average number 
resident. This was the highest rate recordedamongst the 
District Asylums during the year. 


In Waterford Asylum the only cases of zymotic disease Waterford, 
which appeared were 1 of erysipelas on the female side, and 
2 of enteric fever — 1 on the male and 1 on the female side 
but none of the cases ended fatally. 


No cases of zymotic disease occurred in Carlow or Kilkenny Cadow^nd 
Asylum.

Under this heading our observations are based on the Finmnnl 
Statistics shown in Tables XVJII to XXI (Appendix A). 

Prior to the passing of the Local Government (Ireland) Act 

1898, the financial year in District Asylums ended on 31st 
December, so that up to that time the statistics relating to the 
patients, &c., covered the same period as those relating to finance 
In pursuance of the provisions of the above-named Act, however 
and the Orders issued thereunder, the financial year in District 
Asylums now ends on 31st March. We have, therefore, since 

1899, published in our Annual Reports, the financial statistics for 
the financial year ending on the 31st March following the 31st 
December of the year covered by the other statistics, Con- 
siderable difficulty has, however, been experienced from year to 
year, in obtaining the financial statistics sufficiently early to be 
incorporated with our Report, and the presentation of the Report 
has, therefore, been unavoidably delayed. 


In the English Public Asylums the financial year also ends on 
the 31st March, and in the Scotch Asylums on the 15th May, 

The Lunacy Boards for England and Scotland, in their Annual 
Parliamentary Reports, publish the financial statistics for the 
year ending 31st March, and 15th May, respectively, falling 
within the calendar year covered by the other statistics. 

In order to obviate delay in the presentation of our Report, 
we therefore purpose, in future, adopting the practice followed 
by the Lunacy Boards referred to. 

As this Report contains the financial statistics for the year 
ending the 31st March, 1905, our next Report (for the year 1905) 
will, therefore, contain none of the usual financial statistics, and 
in the following Report (for the year 190G) will be published the 
financial statistics for the year ending 31st March, 1906. 


The expenditure incurred in the maintenance of the patients 
in District Asylums during the financial year ending 31st March, 
1905, is shown in Table XVIII. (Appendix A). 

From this Table it will be seen that for the maintenance of 
an average number of 18,220 lunatics, including the repayments 
in respect of loans for building works, purchase of land, and other 
capital charges, a sum of £544, 157 17s. lid. was expended during 
the year. 

Excluding the loan repayments above referred to, which 
amounted to £91,770 14s. 0 d., the gross amount expended on the 
actual maintenance of the patients was £452,387 3s. lid 
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The receipts during the year were as follow : — £324,067 6s. 8 d. i>wmur 
was paid out of Local Rates ; the Imperial Government paid 8 T, ' t,M S ’ 
£181,691 10s. id. out of the Local Taxation Account, by way of Receipts. 
Capitation Grant, in pursuance of the 58th section (sub-section 
(2), (c.) ) of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898 ; and a 
further Imperial contribution amounting to £5,110 Is. fid. was 
made in respect of the full cost of maintenance of Criminal 
Lunatics, during the year 1903-4 in pursuance of section 3 of the 
Act 1 Ed. VII., cap. 17. In only one case, that of the Richmond 
and Portrane Asylums, were any sums (amounting to £55 15s. 9d. 
in all) received from private sources in relief of the vote for the 
maintenance of such lunatics. Miscellaneous receipts, such as 
sales of farm and garden produce, sales of offal and old stores, 
fines on attendants, interest allowed by Bank, &c., produced 
£9,774 15s. 2d., while sums amounting to £11,867 2s. 0 d. were 
contributed by the relatives of patients, or out of their private 
property. 


All the foregoing figures refer to the District Asylums, and do T ° tal expmuii- 
not take into account the Auxiliary Asylum at Youghal, which 
contained an average number of 356 patients during the year, including 
and the receipts and expenditure on behalf of which are shown Auxiliary 
at foot ofTahleXVIII. (Appendix A). When these are taken, into • “ m ' 
consideration, the total expenditure, including the repayments of 
loans for building works, etc., amounts to £552,128 19s. 6 d., and 
the net expenditure on maintenance, excluding the loan repay- 
ments referred to, amounts to £459,542 17s. lid. 


Similarly, the addition of the sum levied off the District for 
the Auxiliary Asylum (£8,439 4s. Od.) raises the tota.1 amount 
paid out of Local rates to £332,506 10s. 8d. ; the addition of the 
Capitation Grant paid out of the Local Taxation Account in 
respect of the patients in the Auxiliary (£69 2s. Od.) raises the 
total amount of the Grant to £181,760 12s. 4d., and the addition 
of the Miscellaneous Receipts in the case of the Auxiliary 
(£298 14s. 9d.) raises the total of these receipts to £10,073 9s. lid. 
Save in exceptional cases, when the cost of small works is 
defrayed out of money provided for current expenditure, the 
actual sum expended on building works, purchase of land, &c., 
the cost of which is met by a loan obtained for the purpose in 
each case, does not appear in Table XVIII. ; as it is only when 
these loans come under repayment that such works involve an 
outlay of Asylum Funds. 


It is satisfactory to record a further increase in the amount 
contributed by the relatives of patients or out of their own 
private property, the total sum received during 1904—5 being 
£1,140 0s. 4d. in excess of the amount received in the previous

The highest gross average cost per patient in the District 
Asylums, including loan repayments, was in the case of the 
Richmond and Portrane Asylums, where it amounted to 
£37 9s. 6d., and the highest net average, excluding loan re- 
payments and deducting receipts from paying patients, and other 
miscellaneous receipts, was in the case of Ennis Asylum, where 
the amount was £26 16s. 5 d. 

The lowest average, gross cost in the District Asylums, includ- 
ing loan repayments, was in the case of Clonmel Asylum, in 
which the amount was £24 Is. 8 d. ; and the lowest net average, 
excluding loan repayments, and deducting receipts from paying 
patients, and other miscellaneous receipts, was in the case of 
Castlebar Asylum, the amount being £19 8s. 9d.

Asylum Farms. 

Table XVII. (Appendix A) shows the quantity of land in Asylum 
connection with each Asylum, and how it was utilised in the MEMS 
year 1904 

During the year additional land was acquired at the following 
Asylums : — 

Belfast (Purdysburn Estate), 54 acres 0 roods 4 perches 1 
Clonmel, 22 acres 2 roods 26 perches ; Killamey, 13 acres. These 
additions increase the area of land attached to all the District 
Asylums by 89 acres 2 roods 30 perches, which, added, to the 
30 acres connected with Youghal Auxiliary Asylum, raises the 
total to 3,648 acres 1 rood 21 perches. 

The actual receipts and expenditure in connection with the 
farms during the year 1904-5, which are given in Table XX. 
(Appendix A), continue to show a substantial profit. 

Accommodation. 

The following are the details of the various works carried out, Accommo- 
in progress, or urgently required at the District Asylums, as D 
shown by the annual reports on the respective institutions, on 
the occasion of our statutory visits. 

Antrim Asylum. — This asylum, though comparatively recently Antrim, 
erected, is now much overcrowded, and the question of providing 
further accommodation is under consideration. The waterworks 
scheme lately completed affords a plentiful supply of water both 
for domestic and fire purposes. 

Armagh Asylum. — At this asylum, with the view of retaining Armagh, 
the services of trustworthy attendants, the Committee have 
erected four cottages for married attendants. Steps .have 
been taken to provide against the danger of fire by . obtaining 
a water supply from the town system, and by providing fire- 
escape stairs. 'The female side of the old building has been 
heated by hot-water pipes, and the electric light installation 
has been extended to the old building. The weaving-shed 
referred to in our last report has now been erected. Steps are 
being taken to acquire some additional land for the use oi the 
institution.

Fifty -fourth Report on District, Criminal, 

Ballinasloe Asylum. — This asylum is greatly overcrowded 
although very lately added to. In order to obtain additional 
accommodation, a dayroom to contain 60 patients on the female 
side, and a block to accommodate 25 patients on the male side, 
are about to be erected. Electric light has now been extended 
from the hospital block to various parts of the executive building. 
A detached bakery is in process of erection. 


Belfast Asylum. — The plans of the two additional villas at 
Purdysburn referred to in our last report have been prepared, and 
approved, and these buildings are now in course of erection. 


Cablow Asylum.— A t this asylum various improvements have 
been carried out in the Roman Catholic Chapel, and a system of 
external hydrants for fire extinguishing purposes has been laid 
down round the buildings. Some of the old corridors containing 
blocks of single rooms have been converted into dormitories. 
The general bathrooms, referred to in previous reports, are 
approaching completion. 


Castlebar Asylum. — The extensive scheme for the enlarge- 
ment and improvement of this asylum, which was referred to in 
our last report, is now approaching completion. The detached 
house for the Medical Superintendent is in occupation. The 
new blocks for patients have been completed on the male side, 
and are far advanced on the female side. The old chapel has 
been remodelled and converted into accommodation for patients. 
The erection of a. new dining-hall is in progress. The treatment 
of the sewage, which was always a source of danger, is now under 
consideration, and a scheme for its purification is being pre- 
pared. 

Clonmel Asylum. — At this asylum an additional water supply 
has been obtained from the town mains, and new mains and 
hydrants have been laid on the female side. As regards the 
extension of the asylum, the ground at the sites selected for the 
new buildings and a new coal store has been levelled by patients’ 
labour, and tenders have been accepted for these works. . The 
lighting of the establishment by electricity is under considera- 
tion. 

Cork Asylum. — At this asylum an old ball-alley has been 
converted into a spacious weaving room, which has been furnished 
with looms. A stream in the neighbourhood of the asylum, which 
was always liable to pollution, and, therefore, a source of danger, 
has been piped. 


At Youghal Auxiliary Asylum piggeries have been built, and a 
covered way to the 'stores has also been erected. 
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Downpatbiok Asylum. — The plans of the extensive scheme Distkict 
for the enlargement and improvement of this asylum were 
approved hy Your Excellency in February, 1903. The scheme Pownpatrick 
included the erection of two residential blocks, one to accom- 
modate 69 males, and the other 110 females ; the erection of a 
central auxiliary dining-hall ; alterations to the kitchen, and the 
addition of a service room in connection therewith ; and the 
erection and equipment, of new farm buildings. These works 
have now been completed. The improvement and extension of 
the o-as works ; the provision of an increased supply of pure 
water • the improvement of the sewage disposal system ; and the 
provision of fire escape stairs, where necessary, are either in 
progress or under consideration. 

Ennis Asylum. — At this asylum, owing to the extreme over- Enms. 
crowding, it has been found necessary to convert the sheds in the 
airing courts into dormitories, by this means providing accom- 
modation for 30 patients of each sex. In addition, a main has 
been laid for conveying water from the lake to the asylum. 

The plans and specifications for the extensions of the asylum 
were approved by the Committee and Your Excellency; but the 
carrying out of the work was postponed by the County Council, 
so that as yet no provision has been made for the treatment and 
accommodation of a large proportion of the insane poor of the 
county, who have, therefore to seek refuge in the workhouses. 


Enniscokthy Asylum. — The electrical installation, including Enniscorthy. 
the lighting of the asylum, and the provision of motor power for 
working the pumps and laundry machinery, which was referred 
to in our last report, has been completed during the year. Th e 
electric power is obtained from a mill some distance from the 
asylum, where it is generated by water power from a tributary 
of the River Slaney, and conveyed to the asylum by overhead 
wires. In connection therewith, a motor pump has been erected, 
which will provide an inexhaustible water supply for fare 
extinguishing and laundry purposes, from the River Slaney. 


Kilkenny Asylum. — The walls round the male airing court Kllkenn - T - 
at this asylum have been taken down, and a wall has been built 
round the laundry and coal yards. The erection of a range ot 
outside stores is under the consideration of the Committee. 

Killarney Asylum. — Additional land has been acquired at Killarney. 
this asylum, in order to form a recreation ground for the females. 

This land has been fenced in, and laid out for the purpose. Ine 
erection of cottages for married attendants has engaged t le 
attention of the Committee, but as yet no steps have been taken 
jn the matter, 
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Letterkenny Asylum. — At this asylum the structural alte ■ 
ations and additions to the female wing have been complete Y 
These alterations will afford additional accommodation for 24 
women. Rapid progress is being made with the new block for 
male patients, which will provide room for 200 men. The Com 
mittee have taken in hands the erection of a gallery in the 
Roman Catholic Chapel, and the improvement of the ventilation 
of this building. Two fire escape stairs are about to he erected 
Plans for improving the drying closet in the laundry are also 
under consideration. 

Limeeick Asylum. — The rebuilding and refitting of the 
stores, laundry, kitchen, and scullery at this asylum are now 
approaching completion. The work of laying a new system 
of general drainage is also progressing rapidly. An engine 
room has been built and fitted up by the asylum staff. Plans 
are under consideration for the improvement of the front win vs 
of the asylum. These plans embrace the provision of bathrooms 
and sanitary annexes. The enlargement of the Roman Catholic 
Chapel and the dining halls, and the remodelling of the Mortuary 
are also under consideration. 

Londonderry Asylum— The erection of a new block at 
Gransha for 100 male patients has now been completed ; but it 
in not yet furnished or occupied. It is proposed to obtain a 
supply of water for the buildings at Gransha from the city 
waterworks, and contracts have been taken for laying the 
necessary pipes on the asylum estate. 

Maryborough Asylum. — New machinery has been provided 
at this asylum, with the object of diverting the sewage from the 
stream running through the grounds, and pumping it to the hill 
behind the asylum, where it will be purified by irrigation. A 
reservoir has been built, and a new pump has been obtained, as 
an additional safeguard in case of fire. 

Monaghan Asylum. — Extensive works for the purification of 
the sewage before its discharge into the river have been carried 
out at this asylum. A storage tank for rain water has also been 
provided. Internal hydrants have been fixed, and the urban 
water supply has been brought into the asylum. A contract 
has been taken for the erection of the new block to provide addi- 
tional accommodation for 120 male patients. 

Mullingar Asylum.- — The Committee of this asylum have 
had under consideration the remodelling of the present arrange- 
ments_ for heating, and providing hot water, and with this 
view it is proposed to obtain a new boiler, and to erect a new 
boiler-house and chimney shaft. The heating apparatus in the 
temporary block has already been remodelled, and a veranda 
has been added to the building, for the open air treatment of 
consumptive cases. 
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Omagh Asylum.— At this asylum a new Chapel has been 
built for the Protestant patients and is now in use. The erection S ™ MS - 
of a o-allery in the Roman Catholic Chapel, in order to increase Omagh, 
the accommodation, is under consideration. It is proposed to 
erect a veranda in connection with the female hospital, for the 
treatment of consumptive patients. The conversion of the old 
Chapel, which formed part of the main building, into dormitories 
for patients and attendants’ quarters, is in progress. 


Richmond Asylum. — The contract for the alterations of the Richmond, 
female house at this asylum, with the view of providing new 
entrances and staircases, and remodelling part of the accommoda- 
tion, is now completed. 


Portrane Asylum. — Owing to the increase in the number Fortrane. 
resident, one of the wooden buildings on the Portrane Estate 
which had been disused on the completion of the permanent 
buildings, has again been opened for the accommodation of 
patients. The levelling and laying-out of the grounds surround- 
ing the institution still continues. The electric lighting has 
been extended to the wooden block now occupied by patients. 

Steps have been taken to increase the water supply, by the 
construction of a new reservoir, and the laying down of an 
additional main. Additional cottages for married attendants, and 
a Mortuary are in course of erection. 


Sligo Asylum. — At this asylum the two new Chapels for Sligo. 
Roman Catholic and Protestant worship are now completed and 
in use. The remodelling of the store buildings is also com- 
pleted In consequence of arbitration proceedings in connection 
with the contract for building works, the various defects 
pointed out in our last report have, so far, only been partly 
remedied The floors of some of the sanitary annexes and other 
parts of the building have, however, being relaid, and the 
work of remedying the defective condition of the roof or the 
male dining hall is in. progress. Since the completion of the 
Chapels, there is sufficient accommodation for the patients on the 
female side, but the male side is still greatly overcrowded Mo 
steps have yet been taken to extend the accommodation but a 
proposal is at present under consideration to allocate to the use 
of the males some of the rooms now occupied by females. 


Waterford Asylum.- At this asylum, additional accommoda- Waterford, 
tion to meet the demands of the number of the insane requiring 
care is being provided by the erection of two detached blocks 
to contain 120 patients, and these are now approaching com- 
pletion. The detached residence, for the Medical Superintendent 
is also nearly finished. When these works have been carried out. 
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the front wards will be remodelled, by the removal of some of the 
old single rooms which are no longer needed, and the quarters at 
present occupied by the Medical Superintendent will be utilised 
as accommodation for other members of the staff. During the 
year, the hot-water pipes have been extended to some of the 
female wards which had not been embraced in the original 
scheme for heating. The house for the Land Steward has 8 also 
been enlarged. 


Auxiliary asylum. 

Youghal Auxiliary Asylum. — The Auxiliary Asylum at 
Youghal is now in full working order. The rules" defining the 
duties of the Visiting Physician, however, and the questions as 
to framing General Regulations for the management of the 
institution, which were referred to in our last Report, are still 
under consideration. 


Prosecutions. 

During the year, several eases of ill-treatment of patients by 
attendants came under our notice, but in one only was a 
successful prosecution instituted. In this case, which occurred 
in the Ballinasloe District Asylum, an attendant struck a patient 
who was in mechanical restraint at the time, and was, therefore, 
unable io defend himself. One of the patient’s nasal bones was 
fractured by the blow. The Justices who heard the case imposed 
a fine of £5 on the attendant, with the alternative of two months' 
imprisonment with hard labour. 

In another case, in Richmond Asylum, a warrant was issued for 
the arrest of the attendant, but he absconded before it could be 
executed. 

In a third case, in Castlebar Asylum, the case against the 
attendant was dismissed without prejudice, as the magistrates 
did not feel justified in convicting the attendant on the evidence 
forthcoming ; while in a fourth case, in Cork Asylum, the 
attendant resigned, and as the assault was not a serious one, in 
compliance with a request of the Asylum Committee, a prosecution 
was not instituted. 


Night Nursing. 

In no way has the medical treatment of the insane improved 
more than in the eare and supervision which is now afforded to 
them during the night. Not long ago, it was looked on as 
sufficient to lock all dangerous and suicidal lunatics into single 
rooms, and to leave them to chance until the morning. If the 
patient were suicidal or destructive, his bed-clothes were taken 
away and a strong rug supplied instead. If he were dirty in his 
habits, any improvement was looked on as hopeless. On going into 
an old asylum, the large number of single rooms is an evidence that 
in such rooms the whole hope of security was placed. Now, all 
this is changed ; the number of single rooms is comparatively 
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few, and they are generally used as bedrooms for old and feeble District 
patients ; whereas the sick and infirm, the suicidal, destructive, sriu™- 
and dirty, and all those who require supervision of any kind, are 
collected into dormitories under the special charge of an attendant. 

By this means, the suicidal patient is safe-guarded, and the feeling 
that he is associated with others, under special protection, dispels 
his fears and tends to produce calm sleep; while, with the destruc- 
tive patient, the desire to tear his clothes is lessened; and those 
who are inattentive to the calls of nature are taught to be 
cleanly in their habits. 

In this country we move slowly, and the attention given to 
the insane dining the night is much behind what is usual in other 
countries, but, in all the better-managed Irish asylums, observation 
dormitories for the care of the suicidal and epileptic patients have 
now been instituted.

The number of patients resident in Dundrum Asylum at the — 
end of 1904 was 159, viz., 139 males and 20 females, as compared 
with 153 (133 males and 20 females) at the end of 1903. 


The admissions (20) showed an increase of 4 on the number for Admissions, 
the previous year, while the discharges only numbered H,.as 
compared with 30 in the previous year. This great reduction Dischu 
was principally caused by the diminished number of transfers 
to District Asylums, which only amounted to 3 in 1904, as com- 
pared with 21 in 1903. 


The deaths were 6 in number, as compared with 2 in the Doaths. 
previous year. All resulted from natural causes.

The net average cost of maintenance during the financial 
year 1904 5 was £42 12s. 1 id. per patient, showing an increase 
of 18s. 3d. on the amount for the previous year. 


This increase appears to have been duo to an increase in the 
contract prices for food supplies. 

With the. exception of a fractured arm, received by a violent 
patient during a struggle with the attendants, no serious accident 
occurred during the year, nor was there any suicide or escape. 

The general health of the patients was good. 

Numerous alterations and improvements have been carried out 
m the buildings. Amongst others, an electric fire alarm and 
emergency call system lias been introduced. As the height of 
the reservoir does not allow of sufficient pressure of water to 
command the roof of the institution effectively, it has been 
decided to connect the asylum with the Dublin telephone system, 
and to rely upon the assistance of the Dublin Corporation Fire 
Brigade in the event of a serious outbreak. 

The raising of the boundary wall — a costly work — which has 
been in progress for a considerable time, is now completed, The 
floors of the single rooms, to which attention was called in last 
report, have been boarded in maple. The water closet cisterns 
and pipes have been boarded in. Table linen has been supplied 
for the patients’ dining hall. Radiators have been erected in the 
laundry-. sorting room, and fitter’s room. The dining hall has 
been painted and decorated. 
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Table II. (Appendix B) shows the various offences with 
which the patients under detention were charged; Table III. lunatic 

shows the previous mental history of the patients ; Table IV., AS ^ M - 

the forms of their mental disease ; Table V., the manner in 
which the patients discharged during the year were disposed 
of; Table VI., the ages of patients ; Table VII., their educational 
condition; Table VIII., their social condition as to marriage; 

Table IX., their previous occupations ; Table XI., the daily 
average number employed ; Table XII., the numbers attending 
Divine Service, &c. ; and Tables XIII., XIV., and XV., give 
details of the finances of the institution. 


The statistics relating to the asylum, together with the annual 
report of the Resident Physician and Governor, and the report 
on the inspection of the institution, will be found in Appendix B. 


PERSONS OF UNSOUND MIND IN IRISH WORK- Wokxkousxs. 

HOUSES. 

On the 1st January, 1D05, the pauper lunatics in Irish work- Statistics 
houses (exclusive of those maintained under the 9th Sec. of the 
Act 38 and 39 Viet., cap. 67, who are included in the population 
of the District Asylums), numbered 3,320, viz. : — 1,267 males and 
2,063 females. 

On the. 1st January, 1904, the numbers were: — Males, 1,479 * 
females, 2,181 ; total, 3,660 — showing a decrease of 340 ( 212 males 
and 128 females) in the twelve months. 


It is satisfactory to record this great decrease _ in the number Decreases, 
of the insane inmates of these institutions, which now stands nilm ers * 
lower than at any time since 1879. The reduction has to a 
considerable extent, been caused by the opening of the Auxiliary 
Asylum at Voughal, and the transfer thereto of 220 cases (129 
males and 91 females) from the workhouses of the City and 
County of Cork. 


The number in each of the unions throughout Ireland is 
shown in Appendix D, which also includes 119 lunatics maintained 
by contract with Committees of District Asylums, under the 
section above referred to,

With a few exceptions, the number of lunatics removed from 
Workhouses to District Asylums has increased each year since 
1890. In that year the total number so transferred was 396, 
whereas in 1904 the number had risen to 1,010. Although many 
of the insane persons found in workhouses present no hopes of 
recovery, yet, from their condition of helplessness, both oi mind 
and body, they require ail the care that skill and experience can 
afford, and, therefore, there is no justifiable reason for refusing to 
such cases the nursing and treatment which the gravity of their 
condition demands, and which can only he afforded them in 
properly equipped institutions. » 

Amongst the cases transferred to the District Asylums are a 
large number of senile persons, whose insanity may be said to 
result from the gradual wasting of the nervous system. 
Although this may be described as merely the natural process 
of decay, yet many cases of senile insanity are most troublesome to 
deal with, not alone from their extreme and constant excitement 
and restlessness, but also from their frailty and liability to 
accidents, thus necessitating special caution and experience m 
dealing with them. Such cases can only be properly treated in 
an institution possessing a skilled and capable staff, 
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The following table shows the number of the insane boarded Wor.KHorsEs.

In Ireland accommodation for the Insane who are able to 
contribute towards their maintenance is provided — 

(1.) In licensed houses, of which there are now twelve. 

(2.) In establishments, which may be denominated lunatic 
hospitals. These establishments are not kept for 
profit, and were originally endowed by private 
individuals. Of these there are four, viz. : — Bloom- 
field ; St. Patrick’s Hospital, including St. Edmunds- 
bury ; St Vincent’s ; and the Stewart Institution. 

(3.) A certain number of private patients who are able to 
contribute only small sums towards their mainten- 
ance are received into District Asylums. 

The number of licensed houses and lunatic hospitals has been 
increased by one since the date of our last Report, a licence hav- 
ing been granted, on 3rd June, to the Religious Order of Bon 
Sauveur, for a private asylum to accommodate 10 female patients 
at Carriglca, near Dungarvan. 

On 1st [January, 1905, the number of patients resident in 
licensed houses and lunatic hospitals was 794, of whom 351 were 
males, and 443 females. These figures show an increase of 21, 
viz., 10 males and II females, on the number resident on 1st 
January, 1904.

Table No. 1 (Appendix C), shows the number resident on 31st 
December of each year from 1880 to 1904. From this table it 
will be seen that in 1880 the number was 622, while in 1904 it 
had increased to 794 — an increase of 172 in twenty-four years, 
or an average increase of slightly over 7 per annum. 

The admissions during 1904 showed a net decrease of 12, as 
compared with the number for 1903, the males having decreased 
by 20, while the females increased by 8.

It is satisfactory to record that a decrease of 33 took place in 
the first admissions, although the re-admissions showed an 
increase of 21 on the number for the previous year. ihe total 
admissions, therefore, decreased by 12. 


The percentage of recoveries on admissions during the year 
was 40 0, as compared with 39'2 in the previous year while the 
percentage of deaths on the approximate average number resident 
was 6'8, as compared with 5 5 in 1903. 


Recovery and 
death rates. 


We regret to have to report that three suicides occurred in SmcllM ' 
these institutions during the year. 


The particulars of these cases are as follow : 

Armagh Retreat. — At Armagh Retreat on the morning of Ee[rc S t 
the 21st April, a female patient (C. D.), aged 26 years set fire to 
her clothing with a match, which it is supposed she had picnea 
up when out walking, and had secreted in her bed. ixar 

who had been with the patient had only left the room 
few minutes, and on her return she found the patient enveloped 
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in flames. She immediately quenched the fire by rolling th 
patient in blankets, and called Doctor Allen, who happened to h 
close at hand, but the patient was found to have sustained 
extensive burns to the face, arms, and legs, from which she 
succumbed four days afterwards. A coroner’s inquest was 
held, and the jury found that the patient had died from the 
effect of burns accidentally received, and they added a rider that 
no blame could bo attached to anyone in connection with the 
matter. One of us happened to arrive at the asylum a few hours 
after the patient received the injuries, and made a full investi- 
gation of the circumstances of the case. As the patient was not 
known to be suicidal, and therefore, no explicit instructions to 
keep her under constant supervision had been issued, the nurse 
in charge could only be held to have committed an error of 
judgment, in leaving her charge alone after rising, when such 
cases are usually more depressed. In connection with the 
matter, the attention of the licencees was called to the importance 
of constantly examining the clothing of such patients, so as to 
guard against the secreting of matches and other dangerous 
articles. 


Lindville. — At Lindville Asylum, on the 7th September, 
about 8.45 p.m., .a male patient (M. R), aged 48 years, was found 
in another patient’s bedroom, suspended by a strip of webbing 
from the bars of the window. The attendant who discovered the 
patient immediately summoned medical aid, and every effort was 
made to restore animation, but without avail. A coroner’s 
inquest was held, and the jury returned a verdict that death 
resulted from asphyxia. We also held an inquiry on oath re- 
garding the case, and from the evidence obtained, it would appear 
that the patient was stated to be suicidal on admission 
but had improved, and was discharged to the care of his 
wife. He, however, remained at home only a few days, when 
he again became depressed and was taken back to the asylum. 
Subsequently he again improved, and the precautions originally 
taken for his supervision were relaxed. In our report on the 
case, we expressed the opinion that the withdrawsil of supervision 
in the case of a patient so lately brought back to the asylum, and 
who still continued to evince occasional symptoms of depression, 
was an error of judgment. Further, making every excuse for a 
mistake of the kind, we were obliged to conclude that the care 
exercised for the protection of a patient under certificates was 
not sufficient, as it would appear that the only attendant in 
charge of the part of the house where the deceased patient was 
on the evening of his death, was obliged to absent himself for 
some time distributing the suppers. We also expressed the 
opinion that greater precautions should have been taken to 
keep safely locked up, the web belt with which the patient 
hanged himself, and which was ordinarily used for controlling the 
hands of a patient who required to be forcibly fed. 
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Stewart Institution. — At the Stewart restitution, on the 
forenoon of the 18th August, a female patient (S. A. S.) aged 38 — - . 

years, was sitting in the grounds with a nurse and five other Inst1 ' 

patients when, without any warning, she suddenly rushed down 
a steep bank, and then got through a wire railing and on to the 
branch of a tree, from which she jumped into the River Liffey, 
which flows past the grounds of the institution. The nurse 
followed her at once, but failed to overtake her, and she was 
drowned before assistance could be obtained. A coroner's inquest 
was held, and the jury returned a verdict that the patient had 
committed suicide by drowning while in a state of unsound 
mind. 

We also held an inquiry, on oath, regarding the case, and in 
our report thereon, we expressed the opinion that the staff were 
in no way to blame for the occurrence, as, judging from the 
history of the ease, there was no reason whatever to suspect that 
the patient had any suicidal tendencies. We, however, suggested 
that a secure wire fence should be erected along the river bank, 
a suggestion which was at once carried out by the Managing 
Committee. 

One escape took place during the year. In this case the Escape, 
patient, a few days after admission to the House of St. John of 
God, was allowed to go to his home in charge of an attendant, in 
order to obtain some clothing. The attendant permitted him 
unaccompanied to enter a back room, from which he made his 
escape, and although he was traced to County Cork, he was not 
recaptured within the 14 days prescribed by the Act, 38 & 39 
Viet., chap. 67, section 3. The patient was, however, subsequently 
committed to another Asylum. 

In our last report, we explained the conditions under which we voluntary 
sanction the voluntary residence in hospitals for the insane and boarders, 
private asylums, of persons suffering from mental disturbance, 
but whose condition is not such as to enable a medical certificate 
of insanity to be legally given. On the 31st December, 1904, 
there were belonging to this category, fourteen males and six 
females residing in all these institutions as voluntary hoarders. 

The following are some matters of interest or importance with 
reference to each lunatic hospital and licensed house : — 


Lunatic Hospitals and Institutions for the Insane. j,duatic 

HOSPITALS. 

Bloomfield. — Some painting and papering has been done at Bloon ^j d 
the detached villa (Swanbrook), and new carpets have, been 
obtained for the corridors. The provision of a separate dining- 
room in the west wing for the ladies’ use is recommended. 
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St. Patrick’s Hospital and St. Edmundsbury.— In addition 
to the painting, papering, and decoration of many day-rooms and 
dormitories, and the supply of additional furniture, at St. Patrick’s 
Hospital, the following structural improvements have been 
carried out: — (1) the lowering of five windows on the female 
side; (2) the fitting up of new emergency exits, with canvas 
chutes and iron external ladders, on both the male and female 
sides of the hospital ; (3) the laying down of a special fire main 
with a separate connection to the street main ; (4) the erection 
of a new pharmacy ; (5) extensive improvements in the accom- 
modation for the female staff, embracing the fitting up of a new 
nurses’ mess-room and sleeping rooms, giving each nurse a 
separate bedroom ; and (6) the remodelling of the hall-alley, the 
cementing of its internal walls, and the laying of a new concrete 
floor. At St. Edmundshury a glass pavilion has been erected in 
the garden, so that the ladies can take exercise in all states of 
the weather, and the farm buildings have been completely 
remodelled. 

St. Vincent’s,— This institution continues to be kept in good 
order. As regards precautions in case of fire, the main buildmg 
is provided with external and internal hydrants, and there is an 
alternative exit from every dormitory. Hand pumps have been 
obtained and are kept in readiness in the detached houses, and 
it is proposed to erect iron fire escape stairs at these houses. 

Stewart Institution. — An addition has been made to the 
staff of this institution, so that there is now an attendant in 
charge on the male, as well as the female side during the night. 
Iron fire escape stairs have been erected ; the wooden hoards in 
proximity to them have been cut away, and fire-proof flooring 
has been substituted. 


Licensed Houses. 

Armagh Retreat. — At this asylum, the provision of addi- 
tional sanitary accommodation, including a bathroom, in 
connection with the quarters which will be set free when Dr. 
Allen is in occupation of his new residence, has been suggested 
by us. 

Belmont Park. — In our reports on the inspection of this 
institution we were obliged to call attention to the fact that the 
statutory books and records were not being properly kept, nor 
were the returns being made to our office in accordance with the 
regulations, Since then, however, steps have been taken to 
comply with the legal requirements in these respects. 

During the year the member of the Community in whose 
name the house was licensed, left the institution, and the licence 
was therefore transferred to the Superior. 
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As regards the buildings, a dining-room has been provided for 
the more troublesome patients, and stoves have been, substituted 
for open fires in some of the day-rooms, an alteration which, 
in our opinion, tends to detract from the appearance of comfort. 

It is proposed to remove the partitions of the end rooms of the 
top corridor, and convert the entire space into a dormitory, an 
alteration which, if carried out, will effect a considerable improve- 
ment in this part of the building. 

Caeriglea. — This asylum, which has been established by the Camgiea. 
Religious Order of Bon Sauveur, was licensed on 3rd June, 1904. 

The mansion on the estate will form an excellent residence for 
insane ladies, and alterations and improvements, with the view 
of extending the accommodation, are being carried out. 

At the time of inspection the arrangements for keeping the 
statutory books and records had not been completed. 

Elm Lawn. — Some slight alterations have been made in this Elm Lawn, 
house, and, where necessary, the rooms have been painted and 
papered. 

Farnham House and Maryville. — Structural improvements Eamiian, 
continue to be made in these houses. A glass screen and brass 
handrail have been erected on the stairs of the gentlemen’s house. 

A stove has been placed in the hall of one of the ladies’ cottages, 
which is being remodelled. The improvements in the other 
cottage, including the erection of a hew bathroom and the 
installation of a hot water system, have been completed. As 
regards precautions in case of fire, there are pumps, buckets, 
and chemical extincteurs, but, as the water supply is not 
sufficient to cope with a fire of any extent, alternate exits from 
all the sleeping rooms and a chute fire escape have been 
provided. 

Hampstead and Highfield.— These houses continue to HwiiprtMd 
maintained in good order. A new sanitary annexe has been pro- an lgl e 
vided in the ward occupied by the more troublesome patients 
at Highfield. At this house, Miller’s concussion pumps and 
buckets have been provided in case of fire, and a window has 
been made to open with a key, so as to facilitate escape from the 
hack of the house. 

Hartfield and Verville. — At Hartfield House alternative Hartfield and 
exits are required from some of the dormitories in case of fire. Vervl,L * 
Some improvements have been made, by using a front, instead ot a 
back room as a billiard room ; by extending the hot water to the 
bath in the rerc of the building ; and by painting and papering, 
where required, but the day rooms at the back stand in need ot 
improvement. The outside sanitary accommodation is now kept 
in good order, but its position is objectionable, as it is in too close 
proximity to the other buildings. The rooms are in good order 
at Verville, 
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Lindville.-- The wards of this asylum are bright, well fc 
nished, and well supplied with flowers and objects of interest but 
the staff cannot, in our opinion, be considered' sufficiently strong 
when the necessary reductions which must take place through 
absence on leave, or at meals, are taken into account. ° 

House op St. John of God. — A new sanitary annexe has 
been erected at this institution. The Library has been fitted un 
with book cases and supplied with books. A good deal of paint- 
ing and papering has been done. The fire appliances consist of 
hydrants and hose on each landing, and the water supply j s amp i e 
As an additional precaution, it is proposed to erect an iron fire 
escape stairs at the end of the wing building. 

From the reports of a legal action taken by a former patient 
in this asylum, it would appear that the copies of the Reception 
Orders and Medical Certificates sent to our office under the pro- 
visions of section 16 of the Act, 5 & 6 Vie., cap. 123, did not, in 
all cases, agree with the original documents (where these 
documents were informal) hut were made out in accordance with 
legal requirements, the result being that we could have no im- 
mediate knowledge of the legality or illegality of the Reception 
Orders under which the patients were admitted. We have since 
received an assurance from the official licensee that this was done 
through a misapprehension of the strict requirements of the law, 
and aii undertaking that, in future, in all cases the documents 
sent to us shall be literal copies of the originals. 

Woodbine Lodge. — No change has taken place in this house, 
which continues in good ordeir 

We are able to report that since we came into office in 1890, a 
decided improvement has taken place in the condition and manage- 
ment of the Lunatic Hospitals and Private Asylums generally. 
On our appointment, we found in existence a number of licensed 
houses receiving a small number of patients at low rates of board. 
The proprietors of these houses were, in some instances, in 
possession of little or no capital, the result being that, in order to 
make a profit, it was necessary to use the greatest economy, both 
as regards the buildings and their appointments, and also as 
regards the care of the patients. This economy was carried to such 
an extent that not only was the staff kept at the lowest limit, 
but the furniture and surroundings of the patients were also of 
the meanest and scantiest description. There were even, in some 
cases, strong reasons to believe that the food was far from 
plentiful. By degrees, however, these houses have disappeared, 
and now the Hospitals for the Insane and the Licensed Houses 
in Ireland provide accommodation, not only suitable for the 
class of people who are only able to pay low rates of board — 
being plain and homely, although in no sense having objectionable 
surroundings — .but also provide suitable retreats, furnished with 
every reasonable comfort, for those who are able to pay a 
moderate stipend, 
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The Lunatic Hospitals, so far as their endowments will allow, 
continue to meet the wants of the insane who have seen better 
days, and, in that way, carry out much charitable work, as some 
patients are received gratuitously; some at nominal rates of 
board ; and some at a rate just sufficient to pay the actual cost of 
maintenance. 

Although some of the buildings are old, the greater part of the 
accommodation in these Institutions is comfortable, and suited to 
the wants of the insane inmates, and great efforts have of late 
been made in some of them to discharge efficiently their functions 
as curative institutions. 

In connection with the marked improvement which has. taken 
place in the condition and treatment of private patients in this 
country, we fully recognize how much is due to the great ability 
and zeal of Your Lordship’s Registrar in Lunacy, Dr. Colles, to 
whom we are personally indebted for much valuable advice and 
co-operation. 

Table No. II. (Appendix C) shows the number under treat- 
ment during the year 1904, and the number remaining at the 
end of the year, and also, in the case of the licensed houses, 
the number for which each was licensed; Table No. III. shows 
the admissions, discharges, deaths and escapes during the year ; 
Table No. IV. the probable causes of insanity in the patients re- 
maining at the end of the year ; Table No. Y. the forms of mental 
disorder in the cases admitted, recovered, and died, and also in 
those remaining : Table No. YI. the ages of the patients ; Table 
No. VII. their social condition as to marriage; and Table 
No. VIII. their previous professions or occupations. 

Our reports on the inspection of these licensed houses and 
other institutions will be found in Appendix E.

During the period under review nine patients (seven males and two 
females) have been discharged — four of them on recovery, viz., one 
male absolutely, to the care of his friends ; one female conditionally ; 
and one man and one woman were sent back to prison ; while four 
unrecovered cases were sent to their district asylums. Of these latter, 
two had completed their sentences, and two were removed as no longer 
requiring detention in a Criminal Asylum. One (a foreigner) was 
handed over to the care of his friends. 

The daily average number resident since the last visit was 156-42, 
viz., 135 • 64 males, and 20- 78 females. 

The percentage of deaths on the average number resident was 3- 8, 
and the average age at death was 51*8. 

A Coroner’s Inquest was held in each case. All the deaths were from 
natural causes, viz., general tuberculosis, heart disease, appendicitis, 
cancer, pneumonia, and general paralysis, respectively. 

The only serious casualty was a fracture of the left arm, above the 
elbow, received in a struggle with three attendants, on one of whom 
the patient had made a savage attack. 

As the result of an investigation into this occurrence, no evidence 
was forthcoming to show that more than necessary force was used by 
the attendants in trying to protect the patient and themselves. 

It is satisfactory to have to report that during the year no patient 
succeeded in making his escape. 

No form of infectious disease appears to have visited the institution 
since last inspection. 

Ninety patients, or 57 per cent, are able to attend Divine Service 
in the chapels of their respective creeds — of whom 70 are Roman 
Catholics, 11 Protestant Episcopalians, and 9 Presbyterians. 
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The returns of employment show that, excluding those engaged in Central 
helping the attendants, 68 men and 15 women find some useful work 
to do. Thirty-eight men work on the farm, 3 in the tailor’s, 3 in the Asylum 
shoemaker’s, and 3 in the upholsterer’s shop, while 9 women help to (Dundrum).

From these returns it will be seen that the remuneration of the patients 1 
at a fixed rate for the value of the work done, continues to encourage 
habits of industry.

The staff is unchanged, and consists of 26 male and 12 female attend- 
ants. These numbers include the stoker, tailor, shoemaker, cook, 
gardener, and gatekeeper, and 2 night attendants on the male side, an , 
on the female side, 1 night attendant, 3 laundresses, and a hall maid.

limit the number of admissions, owing to the crowded state of the 
asylum on the male side, this Table shows an increase of 12 in the 
number resident. 

Nothing has been done since the date of last report to provide 
additional accommodation, and I would again urge on the Com- 
mittee the necessity of deciding how such accommodation is to.be 
obtained. 

The administrative part of the asylum has been constructed to 
provide for 600 patients, and, therefore, it would only he necessary 
to build day-room and sleeping accommodation for the surplus 
patients. The requirements of the lunatic poor of the County 
could in this way he adequately met without incurring any very 
large expenditure, or, as an alternative, the Workhouse at Antrim 
might he converted into an Auxiliary Asylum. 

Prom an economical point of view, it is satisfactory to note that 
the net average capitation cost of maintenance during the last 
financial year was as low as £20 9#. 7 cl. 
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Of the total number resident, contributions in respect of the Antrim 
maintenance of 21 (14 males and 7 females) are received from rela- Asylom. 
tives, or out of their own property, at rates varying from £10 to p aJ .; ng . 

£28 per annum — the total amount obtained from this source during patients, 
the financial year ending the 31st March last having been £372. 

The dietary is liberal and varied, and every care is taken in the Wetayand 
preparation and service of the meals. meals. 

The percentage of recoveries on the admissions during the period Recovery rates, 
under review was 3 6 ■ 8 amongst the males, and 47 ■ 1 amongst the 
females — giving a percentage of 40-7 on the total.

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 
during 1903 was 8-5, viz.: — 5-2 amongst the males and 13 o 
amongst the females. The groat disparity in the rates on the male 
and female sides of the institution is worthy of note. 

The deaths during tho period under reviow call for no special 
remarks, as they were all duo to- causes- which are common in 
asylums. 

In, five out of tho total number of cases tlic cause of death was 
verified by post-mortem examination. 

There were no .suicides or fatal accidents, nor was a coroner's 
inquest deemed necessary in any case. 

There were only two serious casualties recorded, viz.: a frac- 

tured thigh bo-no, as the result of a fall, and an attempt to commit 
suicide by a male patient, who first jumped through a window 
and afterwards cut his throat with a piece of the broken glass” 
The wound, however, did not prove fatal 

A case of typhoid fever appeared in July — a patient, who lad

I trust-, therefore, that the Committee will take- the necessary 
steps to have the new water supply carefully filtered and purified.

The hospital- block provides for all acute and special cases, and 
it would, therefore-, only be necessary to el-cot additional buildings 
of a very simple and inexpensive character. 

Some further accommodation could be provided by the continu- 
ation of the process of “ gutting,” which has already been carried 
out in some parts of the old building, in this way the three- 
bedded rooms, to which there is a manifest objection, could be 
done away with. 

Further, if separate accommodation were provided for the at 
tendants, some additional room could be made available for the 
patients by utilising the quarters at present occupied by the 
former. 

Of the total number resident, contributions in respect of the 
maintenance of 14 (8 males and 6 females) are received from rela- 
tives, or out of their own property, at rates varying from £10 to 
£26 per annum, and the total amount received from this source 
during the financial year ending 31st March last was £267 6s. 64 

The gross average cost of maintenance in that year, including 
repayments in respect of loans for the erection of buildings, pur- 
chase of land, &c., was £27 14s. 6 d. per patient; while the net 
average, excluding the loan repayments referred to-, and deduct- 
ing receipts on behalf of paying patients, and receipts from sales 
of farm produce and other miscellaneous sources, was £21 3s. 34 
per patient. 

The percentage of recoveries on the admissions during the period 
under review was 33, viz. — 34 * 1 on the male, and 31 -.9 on the 
female side.

These Bedsores, 
pressure sores may have been unavoidable, but they bear a high 
proportion to the number of deaths, and point to the. necessity 
for the more careful nursing of the sick and feeble. 

None of the deaths resulted from suicide or accident, and no No oasuames 
serious casualties occurred since the date of the last inspection. 

The only form of zymotic disease whioh appeared was one case Zymot j 0 
of erysipelas, and one of phlegmonous inflammation, but neither disease, 
of these eases proved fatal.

Eour cottages have been erected for married attendants, and a 
weaving shed has been built. 

The latter building is just finished, and is being fitted with 
four looms.

This department now appears to be working well, but the walls 
require to 1 be distempered or whitened, and the machinery should 
be kept brighter and cleaner. 
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A number of minor improvements and repairs have been carried Armagh 
out by the asylum staff, with the assistance of patients, who* have Asylum. 
also been extensively employed in excavating and filling-in work, Works 
in connection with the erection of the attendants’ cottages, the carried out 
laying of the fire main, and the extension of the railway siding. 

Seats have been provided in the male airing yard. If a bail alley ’ . 

were formed at the end of this yard, it would afford a much construction 
needed means of exercise for some of the male patients. of ball alley 

The new dormitories in the basement are tiled, and must be Tiled floors in 
very cold in winter. It would, therefore, be very desirable to dormitories, 
have the floors of these dormitories covered with linoleum. 

During the period under review, the Committee met on six Visitations by 
occasions as a, Visiting Committee', and inspected the asylum. In Committee, 
going through the institution, it would, however, be advisable for Refractory 
them to specially visit the Refractory Divisions, and see for them- ( lvisi0ns - 
selves how excited some of the patients in these divisions are, 
and how degraded are their habits. The Committee would then 
realise how difficult it is to deal with these cases, and how great 
is the necessity, which obtains in all asylums, for providing a 
sufficient and well-trained staff of attendants for the care of such 
cases. 

I saw the patients at dinner, which consisted of potatoes and Dietary and 
soup, served in mugs, but I regret to state that I observed no 0 

marked improvement in the service of the meal. 

A number of old bedsteads have been fitted with Lawson-Tait Beds and 
wire mattresses. bedclothing. 

I examined the bedclothing, which consists of a two-fold blanket, 
quilt, and sheet on each bed. These articles were, however, in 
many cases worn and thin, and the weight of the bed-covering was 
altogether i nsuffi cient, especially as the weather was cold. I had 
the total bed-covering weighed in two instances taken at random, 
and found that it was only 12 lbs. in one case, and 12j% in the 
other, or little more than half the' proper weight. 

Many of the sheets and pillow cases were also worn, and should 
either be, if possible, repaired, or withdrawn from use. 

I observed that the female patients who were out walking in Clothing, 
the grounds wore neither head covering nor shawls, although the 
day was cold and showery. 

The clothing of some of the patients was not very good. I am 
fully aware how difficult it is to keep some of the patients clean 
and tidy, but at least every effort should be made to have their 
clothe® kept in a state of good repair. 

The heating pipes have been extended through the. old building. Insufficient 
but the heating of the new hospital is quite insufficient. This ea m =* 
building is only heated for two hours in the morning, and two 
hours in the evening. . , . 

I would, therefore, suggest that the Committee should give their 
special attention to the present arrangement, whereby the part 
of the asylum occupied by chronic and working patients is con- 
tinuously heated, while the hospital in which the sick, recent, and 
acute cases are treated is only heated intermittently. 

How insufficient the heating is in this block is shown by the 
records. Thus, I found that during two weeks, when the weather 
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Armagh was cold last winter, the temperatures recorded on the female side 
Asylum. were as follow : —

The records on the male side of tlio hospital were not quite so 
low. 

The Medical Superintendent stated that the heat is only sup- 
plied for four hours out of the 2f in this building, on account of 
the great expense of working the “ Plenum ” system. The Com- 
mittee may, therefore', consider it advisable to introduce a more 
economical system, but it is absolutely essential in the interests 
of the patients that all parts of the asylum, and especially the 
hospital, should be continuously heated in winter. 

Water closet The fittings of some of the water closets in the old building are 
fittings. old and worn, and require to he renewed. 

Records. X found the registers carefully kept, and tho medical records 

fully written, up by Dr. Allman, the Assistant Medical Officer. 

In making my inspection, I was accompanied by Dr. Lawless, 
the Resident Medical Superintendent, who afforded me the fullest 
information and assistance.

The overcrowded condition of the institution, described in last Ballinasloe 
year’s report, is, therefore, intensified. By degrees all the rooms — A s ra-u M. 
both day-rooms and dormitories — are becoming crowded with beds, Overcrowding, 
and a number of men have to occupy an outhouse as their only 
habitation during the day. 

Such a state of things renders it impossible to improve the con- 
dition of the inmates. It must increase the difficulties and dangers 
in their management, and must endanger the general health of the 
establishment. 

In order to meet immediate wants, the Committee propose to Proposed 
erect two new day-rooms. two “ay-ioom. 

Although this will go but a short way towards lessening the 
existing overcrowding, still it will, for the present, afford some 
relief. 

From the plans submitted to us, it would seem that there is room 
enough on the female side for one of these buildings; but, on the 
male side, the space available is too confined, and the proposed new 
building would deprive the old building of light and air. 

A more feasible plan would be to erect a one-storied concrete -Suggested 
building, to accommodate fifty men, on the hill. This would enable a ternatlve * 
that number to be removed from the congested wards, and leave 
the rooms they now occupy available as day-rooms. 

Such a building could be cheaply built, and would always provide 
useful accommodation for the insane, no matter what changes were 
made hereafter, and what is of even greater importance, the work 
could be carried out expeditiously, without any disturbance of 
existing buildings, and would interfere little with the patients. 

New floors are at present being put down in the single rooms Renewal of 
in the old wards on the ground floor, as recommended in previous 00rs ' 
reports. This will tend greatly to improve the health of the patients 
in these divisions. 

A “ Blackman’s ” fan has been provided in the laundry, and Laundr >- 
serves to ventilate this department. 

The additional drying closets, lately erected for the better drying 
of the clothes, do not appear to do their work well, as little drying 
can be done by them. It would, therefore, be wise to get some 
authority on the subject to advise how the ventilation of these 
closets could be improved. 

The subject of the efficiency of the existing means of escape in 
case of an outbreak of fire, and the means of extinguishing a. fire 
in the wooden block has been under consideration. The^ Committee 
propose to provide additional exits from the wooden buildings, and 
to substitute electric lighting for gas. Already the top of the 
kitchen chimney has been guarded, so as to prevent sparks falling 
from it. 

Although it is impossible to report favourably on the health of 
the institution, as frequent outbreaks of erysipelas, dysentery, 
diarrhoea, and enteric fever are recorded, still, during the period 
under review, the mortality has been low. 
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Ballinasme Amongst the deaths was one from suicide — a patient of suicidal 
Asst™. tendency, and under a “ caution card,” and continual supervision 

Suicide. having hanged himself during the absence of the attendant in the 
next room. We held an inquiry into the circumstances of this 
case, and in our report to the Committee we drew attention to the 
necessity for more careful supervision in such cases, and to various 
other matters respecting the discipline of the establishment, which 
have since been attended to. 

Death follow- One old man was knocked down by another patient, and sustained 
fractured a fracture of the right thigh bone, from which he succumbed. 

ttugn Done. 

Autopsies. In eight cases the cause of death was verified by post-mortem 
examination. Having regard to the difficulties experienced in 
maldng these investigations, this return does credit to the energy 
of the medical staff. 

The serious, but non-fatal, assaults numbered thirteen. Of these 
ten were fractures or dislocations of bones, in one case an injury to 
the eye, in one case the top of the patient’s nose was bitten off by 
a fellow patient, and in another a severe wound of the scalp was 
sustained. In eight of these cases the injuries resulted from 
assaults by other patients. In one case the cause was an unpro- 
voked assault by an attendant, who was subsequently prosecuted, 
and has since left the asylum. In two cases the injuries were the 
result of accidental falls, and in two cases they occurred during 
epileptic fits. 

The number of these casualties points to the advisability of in- 
creasing the strength of the staff, but even more to the necessity 
for additional accommodation, as nothing promotes irritation and 
deeds of violence amongst the insane so much as want of elbow- 
room. 

suicidal case?* Eighty-three patients, or 6*4 per cent., are returned as actively 
suicidal. This proportion is unusually high. The list should be 
frequently revised, and should be divided into two groups, viz., 
those calling for constant supervision, and those only requiring 
special care. The group to which each belongs should be notified 
on the “ caution card ” at present in use in each case. 

Of the eighty-three suicidal patients only sixteen men are under 
continuous supervision during the night. 

Restraint. The returns of restraint and seclusion show that one female 

patient wore a strong dress for one month, on account of her violence 
to others; that five men were restrained by a camisole for a total 
period of 26-f days, either on account of violence, or to prevent the 
removal of surgical dressings, or to prevent self-injury; while four 

Seclusion. men and one woman were secluded — the woman on four occasions, 
for a total period of forty-four hours, and the men upon seven 
occasions, for a total period of thirty hours. 

Employment* The returns of employment show that — excluding ward helpers— 
39 per cent, of the men and 37 per cent, of t lie women find some 
useful work to do. Two hundred and forty-four men are now 
employed in the garden and on the farm. These returns of indus- 
trial work show a marked increase, which must tend to the welfare 
and happiness of the patients; especially having regard to the want 
of accommodation indoors.

The dinner, which was served in the hall, was, on the day of my Dietary, 
visit, excellent in quality, and appeared to be satisfying to the 
patients. No complaints were made of the quality of the provisions. 

Both men and women were clean and tidy in their persons, and Condition and. 
were decently clad. Dr. ETirwan hopes by degrees to improve the elotllin g- 
quality of the material used in the clothing. 

The staff now consists of forty-seven men and thirty-eight women Staff, 
in actual charge of the insane — giving a proportion of one attendant 
to sixteen male patients, and of one nurse to fourteen female 
patients. In addition, two men and one woman are employed on 
temporary duty during the leave season. The ratio of male attend- 
ants to patients is low, and should, when opportunity offers, be 
raised. 

The night staff consists of five men and four women. Having Night nursing, 
regard to the number of patients to be looked after, and to the 
scattered nature of the asylum buildings, these numbers can hardly 
be looked upon as sufficient for the safe-keeping of those under their 
charge. On the male side one man remains continually in the 
dormitory set apart for suicidal and epileptic patients, whilst the 
others go round each building. On the female side, Dr. Kirwan 
thinks it necessary that, for their own protection, two nurses should 
go round together, so that no one is available for the continuous 
supervision of the suicidal patients. Indeed, such is the overcrowd- 
ing, it has been found impossible to collect these cases in one 
dormitory. 

A temporary nurse was discharged for an assault on a patient, Assault on 
the circumstances of which were duly reported to our office. patient by a 

nurse. 

At the last examination a number of the staff obtained the Qualifications 
certificate in mental nursing given by the Medico-Psychological of staff. 
Association, and now — besides the Matron, both Head Nurses, the 
Head Attendants, the Storekeeper, one of the Cooks, and the Laun- 
dress — twenty-eight men and sixteen women hold that diploma. 

The Case-books and other medical records are properly kept. Medical

No bedsores. In none of the above cases, nor in any of the cases in bed at the 
time of my visit, were the patients suffering from bedsores— a 
record which bears unmistakeable testimony to the careful nursing 
which the patients confined to bed receive. 

Coroners’ A coroner’s inquest was held in only one case, in which a 

inquest. patient died from nervous exhaustion shortly after his transfer to 
the asylum from the Union Workhouse. The jury, however, did 
not cast any reflections on the relative of the patient who was 
responsible for his removal, as they expre ssed the opinion that lie 
was actuated by the best motives in transferrins: the patient to the 
asylum. 

Autopsies. In 17 cases the cause of death was verified by post-mortem ex- 
amination. 

Pathological As so little original research is carried on in Ireland, and, 
researoh^by^ indeed, it may be added, there is so little opportunity for it in 
Graham, As- Irish Asylums, that it must be gratifying to the Committee to 
sistant Medical know that pathological investigations, which promise to be of 
Officer. permanent value in the study of insanity, have been carried on 
in their laboratory by Dr. R. A. L. Graham, Assistant Medical 
Officer. 

Thai following is a summary of the work done during the year:— 

A systematic examination has been undertaken as to the state 
of the general tissues in the insane — excluding the nervous system 
—with a bacteriological examination of these tissues when con* 
sidered of importance. 
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Bacteriological examination of fluids, &c., was frequently Belfast 
adopted in the case of the sick, as an assistance to diagnosis of Asylum. 
the nature of the disease in doubtful cases. 

A further special examination was undertaken, at the instance 
of Professor Lorrain Smith, as to the changes resulting in the 
nervous system from oxygen acting at high pressure, with refer- 
ence to the elucidation of the cause and nature of the paralysis 
and other nervous lesions found in that interesting condition 
known as “ caisson ” disease, the symptoms of which are due to 
increased atmospheric pressure occurring amongst divers, caisson 
workers, &c. The most frequent symptom is paralysis of the legs 
coming on only after return to normal atmospheric pressure. 

As the result of this work, a very noticeable change has 
been observed in the nerve cells of the brain and cord. These 
cells swell up and lose their contour, refusing to take the usual 
stains. Their internal structure becomes broken down, dissolved, 
and absorbed, ultimately, in most cases, with the total disappear- 
ance of the cell from the cavity in which it lay. This work is not 
completed, as an extensive series of microscopical observations are 
necessary before a satisfactory determination of the full extent 
of the pathological changes can be arrived at. There can be no 
doubt as to the acute nature of these changes in the nervous 
system, and this may help to throw some light on the cause of a 
very obscure disease, which is closely allied to and often eventuates 
in brain disease. 

Only four serious casualties occurred since last visit, viz.: — Casualties 
a fracture of the arm, and a fracture of the thigh bone, as the 
result of accidental falls; superficial burns of the hands and foot, 
accidentally received ; and a wound of the neck, inflicted by a 
patient with suicidal intent. 

As regards zymotic disease, 15 cases of erysipelas and cellulitis, Zymotic 
and 18 of influenza were recorded during the period under review, 
but none of these cases ended fatally. 

It is satisfactory to be again able to report that mechanical No restraint, 
restraint was not used in the treatment of any patient, and only 
one patient was placed in seclusion for three hours, since last Seclusion, 
visit.

W orks carried As is usual at this asylum, a great deal of work in the nature 

labor? asylum re P a i rs 5 improvements, and alterations has been carried out by j 

the staff, with the assistance of the patients, during the past year. - 
Amongst these may be mentioned the rebuilding of a large ventil- 
ating shaft, and 38 chimneys on the roof of the main buildings; 
the removal of the iron bars from no less than 218 windows; the j 
repairing of gas fittings ; and the painting and distempering of the j 
buildings where necessary, all at the main asylum; while at | 
Purdysburn, in addition to painting and distempering where j 
necessary, foundations were made for a new laundry steam engine, j 
which was fitted up; the steam and water pipes throughout the j 
buildings were altered and repaired ; new ventilating pipes were | 
erected from the water closets ; and the high pressure steam boilers | 
were re-set. 

Acquisition of The Committee have very wisely increased the acreage of the . 
additional land Purdysburn Estate by the acquisition of two adjoining farms, j 
at ur< ys urn. con t a j n i n g 54 acr6s 0 roods 4- perches, which came on the market 

in August last. These farms will not only prove useful, owing j 
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to the facilities they will afford for the further employment of Belfast 
the patients, but they will also enable the institution to be more Asylum. 
self-supporting in farm produce. 

By securing these farms, the Committee obtained valuable water 
rights, and a reservoir, thus exercising commendable: foresight in 
view of future requirements for water power and electric lighting. 

These farms practically complete the area inside the county road, 
so that, except where the river bounds the estate, there is direct 
access to and frontage upon the county road at all points. 

Further, the newly-acquired land affords admirable sites, and 
upon it the two new villas are. being erected. 

These villas, which are the fourth and fifth, respectively, will Accommoda- 
provide accommodation for 100' additional patients of the quiet tion. 
class, but I would again point out to the Committee that no pro- 
vision has yet been made for the treatment of acute and special 
cases. 

It must be admitted that the villas which have already been Villa colony 
erected have provided excellent accommodation at a very moderate system, 
rate per bed, and that their comfortable and homely rooms pro- 
duce a good effect on the patients, and impress very favourably 
all who visit them. 

The adoption of thei villa-colony plan is a marked departure 
from the old type of asylum construction, and the main objections 
raised against it have been — 

1st — That the buildings occupy a relatively larger area of 
land ; 

2nd — That an increased number of attendants is required; 

3rd — That the difficulty of exercising proper control and 
supervision over the patients and staff is increased. 

These objections, however, have not in practice, in G-ermany 
and elsewhere, been found of sufficient weight to counteract the 
many advantages which the homely and economical buildings of 
the villarcolony type provide. 

In connection with the question of accommodation, I would point out Suggested 
that the number of the insane in the Workhouse has, in recent years, been for 

greatly reduced, and, having regard to the desirability of providing for workhouse, 
all the insane poor of the city under one management, I think the Com- 
mittee should now take steps to provide sufficient accommodation of an. 
inexpensive character, to enable all the remaining insane inmates of the 
Workhouse to be removed to the Asylum, especially as the accommoda- 
tion at present occupied by the insane in the Workhouse is urgently 
required for the use of the sane inmates of that institution. 

It may be mentioned that this course of action would also relieve the 
Poor Law Guardians of a serious difficulty, and indirectly benefit the 
city authorities generally. 

The precautions against fire, a subject to which the Committee have precautions 
given their earnest attention, have been completed by the erection of against lire, 
two external escape-stairs at the main asylum, and one at Purdysburn. 

At the time of my visit, however, I suggested to the Resident Medical 
Superintendent that the railings at the top of the staircases should be 
made somewhat closer, so as to render it impossible for a patient to get 
through them in the confusion which would arise on the occasion of a 
fire alarm.

I liad the bedclothing weighed in two instances, taken at random 
and found it to be 23 and 22J lbs., respectively, which is sufficiently 
heavy for this season of the year, and is above the average. 

The patients wore well clothed, and I found all parts of the buildings 
heated to a comfortable temperature, and the different divisions clean 
and well kept. 

It is pleasing, in going through the divisions, to note the almost com- 
plete absence of excitement and turmoil amongst the patients, especially 
as my memory travels back to the time when the “ refractory ” patients 
were congregated in one ward, which was a veritable bedlam of noise 
and uproar. 

This marked change, which the Resident Medical Superintendent 
has effected, is doubtless due to the distribution of the so-called 
“ refractory" classes through the different wards, as it is well recog- 
nised that outbursts of excitement are, to a certain extent, infectious- 
one patient in an excited state frequently communicating his or her 
excitement to others. 


I found that all the female refractory cases, oxcept eight, were usefully 
employed at sewing, knitting, &c. 

The dinner, at which I was present, consisted of bowls of Irish stew, 
well seasoned, and served very hot, and seemed to bo so much relished 
by the patients that they practically all consumed their portions, and 
there was an almost complete absence of uneaten portions spilled and 
scattered about, ris is unfortunately so often soon in asylums when the 
food is unappetizing to the patients. 

I examined the various books and records, and found them all care- 
fully written up. The registers under Mr. Harper’s charge were, as 
usual, models of accuracy and neatness, while the case-books and other 
medical records continue to bo admirably kept by the Assistant 
Medical Officers, Drs. J. Patrick and R. A. L. Graham, on whom they 
reflect great credit. 

Good adminia- Jn conclusion, I have to express my entire satisfaction with the 
tration by careful and painstaking manner in which the Committee supervise the 
Resddent 156 an< management of the institution, and the able and zealous manner in 
Medical Soper- which the Resident Medical Superintendent carries out the onerous 
intemlcnt, and responsible duties of his office.

This Table shows an increase of 27 patients in the total number on increased 
the register — the males having increased by 20 and the females by 7- numbers. 

This increase is greater than any recorded for many years past —the 
average increase for the previous ten years having been -only at the 
rate of 6*3 per annum. 

It is important to note, however, that, of the 95 admissions since Transfers from 
last visit, 25 were transfers from workhouses. The number of sucb Workhouses, 
transfers has greatly increased in recent years, and it may be fairly 
assumed that many of these transferred patients had been insane for 
some time prior to their admission to the asylum, but it is to be hoped 
that the high water mark of admissions to the institution has now 
been reached. 

In this connection, it may be remarked that the Resident Medical 
Superintendent, who has studied the matter carefully in the light of 
the statistics for many years past, expresses the opinion that no con- 
siderable increase of the asylum population may be anticipated during 
the coming year. 

Of the patients on the register on the date of my visit, 261 were Changeability, 
primarily chargeable to the County Kildare, and 154 to the County 
Carlow, while 5 were classed as Criminal Lunatics, the total cost of 
whose maintenance is now paid out of Imperial Funds, in pursuance of 
the provisions of the Act 1 Edwd.

Owing, no doubt, to the careful attention of the Committee to every 
detail of administration, in which they are ably seconded by the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, it is satisfactory to record that the 
cost of maintaining the institution is now considerably less than it was 
some years ago — notwithstanding the fact that the number of patients 
resident has steadily increased, and is now 63 more than it was in 
1900. 

In this, as in everything else affecting the interests of the ratepayers 
and the welfare of the patients, the Committee evince the greatest 
solicitude. They frequently visit the wards, and give the patients every 
opportunity of conversing with them, and thus not only make the 
patients conscious of the kindly interest which is taken in their 
personal welfare, but also afford an additional safeguard against any 
harsh treatment of patients by the attendants in immediate charge of 
them. 

The percentage of rocoveries on the admissions during the 11 
months under review has been 27'4, viz. : — 25*5 amongst the males, 
and 30 amongst the females.

As above shown, only one patient was found to be seriously ill, and 
as an evidence of the careful night-nursing which the patients receive, 
only two beds were found soiled or wet in the morning. 

The deaths during the period under review call for no special 
remarks. None of them resulted from accident or suicide, nor was a 
coroner’s inquest deemed necessary in any case. In no less than 17 
of the total number, or almost 50 per cent., the cause of death was 
verified by post-mortem examination — a record which speaks well for 
the zeal and energy of the medical officers in the discharge of their 

duties. . . . _ 

It is also gratifying to record that no serious casualties occurred, and 
no case of zymotic disease appeared in the institution since last visit. 

All the patients, except those confined to bed, are taken out daily 
for exercise in the grounds, while 167 males and 80 females are taken 
out for walks in the surrounding country on Sundays and holidays. 

The Chaplains pay frequent visits to the institution, and a consider- 
able proportion of the patients are able to attend Divine Service, as 
the following table giving the numbers present on the Sunday pre- 
ceding my visit shows : —

The associated entertainments are attended on an average by 312 Amusements 
patients (206 males and 106 females), and, in addition to the usual 
indoor and out-door games, in which the patients are afforded every 
opportunity of engaging, concerts, picnics, oonjuring, ventriloquial, step- 
dancing, gramophone, and other entertainments have been provided fur 
their amusement since last visit. A number of them were also taken 
to the local regatta and to the agricultural show. 

In connection with the question of amusement, which is one ot the 
matters into which we are specifically directed to inquire by the 
Statute defining our duties and functions, I would suggest, for the 
consideration of the Committee, whether it would not be advisable to 
purchase a piano for the wards, and thus avoid the inconvenience ot 
hiring one specially for each entertainment. A good second-hand piano 
can be obtained nowadays at a cost which, considering the soo m S 
effect of music on the minds of many of the mentally afflicted, is 

comparatively small. _c 

A billiard-table would also prove a valuable adjunct to the means ot 
amusement, not only of the patients, but also of the attendants in i the 
leisure hours of the latter, who, considering the irksome nature ot then- 
duties, should be afforded every reasonable opportunity of relaxation. 

Further, a billiard-table would tend to induce the unmarried attendants 
to spend their hours off duty during the winter evenings in the 
asylum.

I saw the patients at dinner on the day of my visit. The msal 
consisted of boned fish, white sauce and potatoes, u.11 of good quality, 
and it was properly and cleanly served. 

The general dietary of the patients is liberal, and varied, and 
they receive an allowance of butter for both breakfast and supper. 
The records show that in sick and special cases requiring nutritious 
food, extra diet is liberally ordered by the Medical Officers. 

The milk supplied to the institution is carefully tested, and the 
medical officers occasionally pay surprise visits to the premises of the 
contractors, in order to see the cows and the milking arrangements. 
As the result of some samples having been recently found to be 
adulterated, arrangements have now bceu made by which the milk 
cans are sent locked to the asylum, and there opened by the Store- 
keeper. 

No patient was placed in mechanical restraint during the period 
under review, and the only record of the use of seclusion, was in the 
cases of two females who were so treated on 22 occasions for a total 
duration of 83 hours.

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Since last visit, all the hoots, clothing, and bedding required for the Caelow 
patients and staff, including repairs, as well as all the brushes, mats, Abymm. 
,nd baskets required, have beeu made in the institution by asylum Work done by 
Lb ir ^ asylum labour. 

a All the necessary internal and external painting, and glazing has 
been done by the asylum painter, with the assistance of the patients, 
and all plumbing and fitting work has been done by the engineer. 

A great deal of work has been done by the carpenter and some of 
the patients, including the conversion of a number of single rooms and 
the adjoining corridor, in No. 2 Division, into a large dormitory. The 
latter work involved the removal of walls ; the laying of new floors ; 
the substitution of a sheeted ceiling for lath and plaster j the insertion 
of three rolled iron joists, and the cutting down of the windows. 

I trust the Committee may see their way to continue this work of 
converting single rooms and corridors into dormitories, during the 

A fair temperature was maintained throughout the wards, and I Heating, 
found that the beds in the single rooms were all supplied with extra Bed covering, 
blankets. The bed covering, which was weighed in three instances, 
taken at random, was found to be 20 lbs. 8 ozs., 19 lbs. 8 ozs., and 


19 lbs. 6 oz., respectively. 

The working of the farm receives the careful attention of the Com- 
mittee, and the results are most satisfactory, not alone from an econo- 
mical point of view, but also as affording the best means of employment 
for the patients. , , . , 

I saw nine tons of excellent potatoes stored m a dark loft, ana 
already sprouted, for planting early next season. 

No change has taken place in the staff since the date of my last 

report. , . 

Dr. M'Kenna, the Assistant Medical Oihcer, continues to take a 
great interest in the discharge of his duties, and the manner in which 
the Case-books and other medical records are kept by him deserves every 
commendation. 

I found all parts of the buildings clean and in good order. 

I need not repeat the remarks made in my last report as to the great 
advance which has taken place in this institution in recent years, The 
present condition of the asylum confirms the favourable opinion I then 
expressed, and it would be difficult to speak too highly of the zeal and 
ability which Dr. FitzGerald, the Resident Medical Superintendent, 
brings to bear on the discharge of his duties.

CASTLEBAR DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

I visited this asylum on the 5th and 3th ult., and saw all the 
patients then in residence. 

Accompanied by our Architectural Adviser, X also paid a second 
visit on the 1st instant. 

The date of the last year's statutory inspection was the 28th 
October, 1903, and the changes which took place in the asylum

These figures show a net decrease of nine in the total, the males 
having increased by eleven, and the females having decreased by 
twenty. 

This marked decrease in the number of the female patients 
would be a subject of congratulation, were it not that it is almost 
entirely accounted for by the heavy mortality on the female side, 
Indeed the number of deaths on the female side — thirty-five— is 
greater than the total female admissions, including re-admissions 
during the period under review. 

The death-rate on the average number resident during the period 
of little over ten months which has elapsed since last inspection, 
was 3'9 per cent, on the male side, and no less than 13’5 per cent, 
on the female side — giving an average of 7‘G on the total. This 
would represent a yearly percentage of over 4 on the male, and 
about 16 on the female side. 
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It is worthy of remark that while the male death-rate was little Castlebar 
over half the average rate for Ireland, the rate on the female side snra. 
was more than double that average. Unfortunately, this very 
high mortality amongst the women, which is largely due to the 
prevalence of phthisis, has gone on for some time, and it was dealt 
with by my colleague in his report last year. In that report he 
drew attention to some of the causes which undoubtedly contribute 
to this state of affairs. Among the insanitary conditions which Insanitary 
. conditions, 

prevail are . — 


(1.) The excessive overcrowding; 

(2.) The want of any proper system of sewage disposal. 


The Committee’s engineer has just furnished a report on this Disposal 
latter subject, which I trust will receive their earnest and imme- 0 sewage 
diate attention. The treatment of the sewage in bacteria beds, 
which he recommends, ought not to entail any very great expense, 
and in many institutions this system is found to work satisfactorily. 

Of the fifty deaths, nineteen, nearly all of which occurred on the Homicide, 
female side, were due to phthisis, and in one case a female patient 
died from injuries inflicted by a fellow patient, with a heavy brush 
used for polishing the floors. A Coroner's inquest was held, and 
the jury returned a verdict in accordance with the facts, adding 
a rider that there were not enough attendants in the division where 
the patient was located. We also held an inquiry into the matter, 
and we expressed our entire concurrence in the finding of the jury, insufficient 
and pointed out that, in our last memorandum of inspection, we staff, 
had predicted that, unless a sufficient staff was appointed, some 
serious accident such as this would take place. 

No permanent additions to the staff have yet been made, pending 
the completion of the additional buildings, but the Committee 
have authorised the Medical Superintendent to employ such tem- 
porary attendants as he may deem necessary from time to time. 

It is needless to say that it is more satisfactory to have a full 
staff of permanent trained attendants, and I trust, therefore, that, 
as soon as the extensive additions to the asylum, at present being 
made, are completed, a sufficient permanent staff will be appointed. 

The patient who inflicted the fatal injuries in the case referred 
to, has since been removed to the Central Criminal Lunatic Asylum. 

A Coroner’s inquest was held in another case, and the j ur y Death 
returned a verdict that death resulted from an acute attack oi 
cardiac failure, accelerated by injuries which were self-inflicted gel£ inflicted 
prior to admission, the natient having only been admitted to the prior to 
asylum on the day before his death. admission. 

The serious, but non-fatal casualties during the period under Casualtie . 
review, were two in number, viz., a fracture of the collar bone, in 
the case of a female patient, as the result of a fall during an 
epileptic seizure; and a fractured rib, together with several bruises 
and contusions sustained by a male patient during a struggle with 
attendants. 

We held an inquiry on oath regarding this case, and although 
we found it impossible to apportion the responsibility for the un- attendants, 
necessary violence which was undoubtedly used, amongst . the 
attendants concerned, we considered their action very reprehensible. 
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Castlebar and the Committee, acting on onr report, cautioned them that any 
Asylum, re p e tition of such behaviour on the part of any of them would be 
punished by dismissal. 

On the first day of my visit I found one of the patients (T.D.) 
suffering from a contusion and two small incised wounds on the 
right side of the face, and on questioning him he stated that he 
had been struck by Attendant J.F. with the head of a sweeping 
brush, when employed cleaning one of the dormitories five days 
previously. The injuries were healing when I saw them, hut it 
was apparent to me that they had been severe, although not in any 
sense dangerous. The importance of the case against the attend- 
ant whom the patient charged with having inflicted the blow, was 
enhanced by the fact that this attendant was one of those whom 
the Committee had cautioned in April last, in connection with the 
ease above referred to. 

I examined the injured patient, the attendant, the head attend- 
ant, the Assistant Medical Officer, and the other patients who were 
present when the assault was alleged to have been committed. The 
injured patient, although at times talkative and noisy, is an intelli- 
gent, well-conducted man, in no way aggressive; and he never 
before made any similar charge against an attendant. So far from 
showing any spite against Attendant F., the patient was disposed 
to excuse him, saying that he was probably provoked by his (the 
patient) being noisy. 

The patient’s evidence was corroborated by some of the other 
patients who were present, and both the Assistant Medical Officer 
and the head attendant stated they would place full reliance on 
his statements. 

I may say, generally, that the statements of many insane persons 
can often be accepted as reliable, when they are not influenced by 
any particular delusion, and they are, in such cases, accepted as 
evidence even in courts of law. 

One of the other patients present, and who saw the assault 
committed, stated that a short time after the occurrence, Attendant 
F. said to him, “ Don’t tell anything to Dr. Ellison, if he asks you, 
and I’ll give you an ounce of tobacco.” Attendant F. states that 
the patient was terribly excited in the dormitory, and that he tried 
to take the sweeping-brush from him, and that in the tussle the 
handle of the brush accidentally struck the patient on the jaw 
and inflicted the wound. In reply to a question by Dr. Ellison, he 
admitted that he never knew the patient to assault anyone. 

As the result of my inquiry I was satisfied of the truth of the 
patients’ statements, and, having regard to the previous record 
against Attendant F., I am sure the Committee will consider it 
would not be just to the afflicted and helpless patients to leave 
him any longer in charge of them, and I trust, therefore, that 
they will carry out their determination, which they expressed in 
April last, of dismissing him on the recurrence of a similar case 
of ill-treatment on his part. 

Autopsy In only one instance was the cause of death verified by post- 

mortem examination, viz., in the case of homicide above referred 

to. 
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The only form of zymotic disease which appeared since last Castlbbak 
inspection was enteric fever, which attacked a female patient, and Abylom.

Of the total patients resident, six are classed as “ criminal ** criminal 
lunatics, and the entire cost of their maintenance is, therefore, lnnatlcs * 
paid out of Imperial funds, in pursuance of the third section of 
the Act 1 Edwd. VII. , cap. 17. 

In the cases of eight others (three males and five females) con- Paying 
tributions ranging from £8 to £19 6s. 3^. per annum are received P at ‘ ents * 
from relatives or out of their own property, towards their main- 
tenance in the asylum. The total amount obtained from this 
source in the financial year ending the 31st March last was 
£24 7s. 3 d. 

With the above exceptions, all the patients resident are charge- 
able to the County Mayo. 

The gross average cost of maintenance during 1903-4, including Oust of 
repayments of loans in respect of buildings, land, and other capital maintenance, 
charges, was £23 Is. 10 d. per patient, while the net average, ex- 
cluding the loan repayments referred to, and deducting receipts 
from paying patients, from sales of farm produce, and other mis- 
cellaneous sources, was £19 6s. 3 d. per patient. These averages 
are lower than the corresponding figures for any of the other 
district asylums for the year. 

The percentage of recoveries on the admissions during the period Recovery 
under review was 43, viz., 39 ■ 6 amongst the males, and 48 5 
amongst the females.

The Committee evince a great interest in the management of the 
institution, and always willingly consider any recommendations 
which are made in the interest of the patients, whose guardians 
they are. 
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It is therefore, to be regretted that they are not in the habit Castlebar 
of meeting as a Visiting Committee, and going through the wards, Asylum. 
to see the patients for themselves, at stated periods. 

No patient has been placed in mechanical restraint during the No restraint, 
past ten months, but seclusion was used in the treatment of twenty Ssclusion. 
males and three females — on forty-one occasions, for a total dura- 
tion of 306 hours in the case of males, and on eighty-six occasions 
for 1,008 hours in all in the case of the females. 

Two male patients complained to me that they had been punished Complaints of 
by being bathed in cold water. SSltart,. y 

On speaking to the Resident Medical Superintendent on this 
subject, he stated that these cold baths had been given, not as 
punishment, but as a means of lessening excitement. 

Without questioning the discretion which is vested in the Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent, I may say that the prescribing of 
cold baths as a means of treatment is now followed only in very 
exceptional cases, and it is manifestly open to great abuse, espe- 
cially if, as in these cases, the order of the Medical Superintendent 
is not recorded. / 

The extensive additions to the asylum are progressing rapidly Progress of 
towards completion. Two of the blocks on the male side are prac- 
tically finished, and the third block is well advanced. The new 
hospital block on the female side is being roofed, and the new 
dining-hall and stores are in course of erection. 

The new residence for the Resident Medical Superintendent, and 
the new range of workshops have been completed, and are now 
occupied. The remodelling of the room formerly used as a Chapel 
has also been completed, and the upper floor is now in use as a 
dormitory for females, while the lower floor is utilised temporarily 
as an attendants’ dining-hall. 

Pending the erection of the new stores, the former residence of 
the Resident Medical Superintendent is being utilised as a tem- 
porary store. . , 

In addition to ordinary painting, plastering, and carpentry Works earned 
work, &c., throughout the building, the following works have been asylu ^ * a i, 01 , r . 
carried out by the asylum staff, with the assistance of the patients, 
viz. : — 

A slaughterhouse has been erected. 

A tool-house and lime-store have been erected. 

The grounds around the new Roman Catholic Chapel, and 
the Resident Medical Superintendent’s house have been ter- 
raced and laid out. 

New roads and new drains have been made on the farm. 

A considerable quantity of lime has been manufactured, and 
a large portion of the excavations for the site of the new 
buildings have been made. , * , 

Having regard to the great overcrowding in the asylum, a “ d ^ ation of 
the consequent danger to the patients’ health, it is most desirable new lnii j d i n g 3 
that the completed portions! of the new buildings should now e recommended, 
handed over by the contractor, and arrangements made for their 
occupation before the winter sets in. 

The 'Committee should require their architect to. take the neces- 
sary steps to carry out this suggestion at the earliest practicable 
moment.

The dinner served on the first day of my visit consisted of boud 
and potatoes. Unfortunately, the former is an article of diet 
which patients in many parts of Ireland little relish, and the pota- 
toes which I saw served were not of good quality. The bread 
which I examined on the 1st instant, was not well baked, and its 
colour seemed to me to denote that it was not made of first-class 
flour. 

I was glad to learn that the Committee have ordered some 
additional Lawson-Tait bedsteads, and I would urge them to in- 
crease the number, with the view of getting rid of the objectionable 
straw palliasses, which are still found in some parts of the asylum. 

My colleague, in his report last year, drew the attention of the 
Committee to the want of continuous supervision of suicidal and 
epileptic cases, and I trust that, when the new accommodation is 
completed, a dormitory will be set apart for the special treatment 
of such cases. 

I had a special interview with one patient, a Police Constable 
whose insanity was considered doubtful, and, as the result of my 
examination, I arrived at the conclusion that his insanity was 
genuine, and recommend him to be detained for further obser- 
vation. 

On going ronnd the asylum I was accompanied, in the absence 
of the Resident Medical Superintendent, by Dr. Ellison, the Assist- 
ant Medical Officer, whose interest in the institution and zeal in 
the discharge of his duties deserve every commendation. 

The condition of the female patients is creditable to the super- 
vision exercised by Miss Macaulay, the Head Nurse. 

I examined the books and records, and found them duly written 
up, and I consider the Committee very fortunate in securing the 
services of such an efficient Clerk as Mr. Kelly.

Not alone is the accom- Inadequacy 
modation insufficient for the numbers, but it is utterly inadequate JJ[5iJ ms 0 £ lt " 
and unsuited for the treatment of the recent and acute insane, resent accom- 
who form so large a proportion of the patients in the asylum, modation. 
Here, at present, all classes have to be herded together — -the ex- 
cited with the depressed — and the noisy and turbulent with the 
peaceable and quiet. 

The collection of so many classes of the insane in such numbers 
in a dark and cheerless room adds to the violence and excitement 
of those who are acutely insane ; increases the miseries of the 
depressed ; and diminishes the hopes of recovery in the cases of 
those whose insanity is curable. 

The Committee have resolved to provide accommodation adapted 
for the treatment of the acute and recoverable, by the erection of 
three blocks containing in all 150 beds — two blocks for mem, and 
one for women. These blocks, from their healthy situation and 
bright surroundings, should afford every advantage for the treat- 
ment of such cases. 

In this asylum the accommodation is wanted, not for the harm- 
less and incurable, but for the recent and acute cases. That this 
class should have every provision made for their treatment, with 
a view to the amelioration of their condition, and all the appliances 
of modern science for their restoration to reason, must commend itse 
to the approbation of all right-minded persons. 

There is one matter, to which attention was called in last year’s Accommoda- 
report, and which is of so great importance that it deserves the non for Staff, 
careful consideration of the Committee, viz. : — the accommoda- 
tion for the attendants and nurses. On the male side, the rooms 
set apart for the attendants are certainly insufficient, and lacking 
in comfort. But these deficiencies are met by allowing many o 
the attendants to sleep outside the institution, and as a lodging 
allowance is given, the male attendants have little to complain of. 

On the female side the case is different. The whole staff has to 
be provided for inside the building, and the existing accommo- 
dation is miserable in the extreme. In one case, eleven o © 
female staff sleep in a room which is barely large enough tor le 
beds, and where the inmates have not even room to keep their 
clothes. In another room, nine girls sleep. This room is situated 

in the basement, underneath the boardroom.

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Ci-onmel With such accommodation, it cannot be expected that intelli- 
AsTtuar. gent and educated gii’ls will remain . in the institution, when 
such comfortable quarters can be obtained elsewhere. 

Precautions During the year, the security of the institution against fire has 
against fire. k een f ur fcher augmented by obtaining water at high pressure from 
the Town supply, and by providing external and internal hydrants 
around and throughout the female house — thus rendering the ap- 
pliances for guarding against fire apparently sufficient for the 
needs of the institution. 

As regards provision for the escape of the inmates in the event 
of an outbreak of fire, the means of exit from the wooden build- 
ings consist of doors opening outwards at each end of the dormitories. 
From the main building, on the female side, an alternative exit 
is provided from most of the dormitories, with the exception of 
those at the end of the building. ■ From the old male house the 
means of escape cannot be considered adequate, as, owing to the 
narrowness of some of the staircases, it would be difficult for a 
crowd in the hurry of escape to pass down, and from the back 
windows there would be no possibility of getting out, as these 
windows are, for the most part, protected by bars. 

Statistics. Since the last report on this asylum was written 160 patients 

(73 men and 87 women) have been admitted; 70 (32 men and 38 
women) have been discharged; 70 (33 men and 37 women) have 
died; leaving 776 patients (379 men and 397 women) at present 
in the institution — which shows an increase of 20 inmates, and an 
excess of 134 over the sleeping accommodation provided, as estimated 
by the late Board of Control. The deficiency of day-room accommoda- 
tion is even more marked. 

Clothing. The material used in the clothing of the patients is of excellent 

Condition and quality. Owing to the overcrowding on the male side, it is diffi- 
conduct. cult to keep the men tidy, but, on the female side, the women were 
neatly dressed, and their hair was tidy, even in the wards set apart 
for the more troublesome patients, where a great improvement in 
conduct and personal appearance continues to be evident. 

Beds. The bedding is of good quality, sufficiently warm, and is well 

looked after, though the sheets might be better washed in the 
laundry. 

Deaths The deaths call for no special notice. The percentage during 

the period under review on the average number resident was nine. 

Autopsies. In two cases the cause of death was verified by post-mortem 
examination. 

Zymotic During the period since last inspection 8 men and 4 women 

disease. suffered from enteric fever, and 7 men and 1 woman were attacked 
by dysentery, bub without fatal result in any case.

About 45 per cent, of the males and 40 per cent, of the females Amusements, 
attend the associated entertainments. 

Three hundred and forty-three patients attend the Catholic Religious 
Chapel, and 21 Protestants go to prayers. ministration. 

The stall in actual charge of the insane consists of 27 men and Staff.

These figures show a decrease of sixty-one men. This decrease 
is due to the opening of the auxiliary asyluni at Youghal, and the 
removal thereto of a number of patients. On the female side the 
admissions have been numerous, while the death-rate has been low, 
and the transfers to Youghal have been comparatively small in 
number, with the result that the female population remains exactly 
cne same as at the date of last visit. 

According to the estimated accommodation, the asylum should 
only contain 707 men and 579 women. The institution is, there- 
fore, at present overcrowded to the extent of 135 men and 218 
women. 

. This overcrowding extends to every department of the institu- 
tion. Every dormitory is crowded with beds, and at night thirty- 
six beds have to be laid down on the floors, where there is not 
room for bedsteads. 

Additional accommodation is urgently required, especially for 
acute cases, and those requiring special supervision, who form a 
large proportion of the fresh admissions. 

. Some years ago the eastern annexe was built for males. No 
similar accommodation was provided for the women, with the ex- 
ception of a wooden block to accommodate 100, which was built 
some time afterwards. Instead of adding to the female building, 
a number of the male wards constructed for the treatment of 
troublesome patients, were given over for the use of the women, 
with the result that, as the numbers increased, all classes of male 
patients acute and troublesome, as well as quiet and harmless — 
have had to occupy the eastern annexe — a building designed for 
the better behaved patients only. 

Suitable wards for the treatment of troublesome and dangerous 
patients are, therefore, said to be much wanted, and as a proof of 
this it is pointed out that the ratio of single rooms to patients is 
below the recognised standard, which is about 1 to 10, whereas in 

is asylum it is on the female side 1 to 12, and on the male side 
1 to 14. 
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Ifc must be admitted that the proportion of troublesome, excited, Cork 
and dangerous patients is greater in this institution than that found Asylum. 
in most public asylums, and although we must hope that with High pr opor- 
more liberal and more suitable accommodation this undue propor- tion of excited 
tion will disappear, still it is necessary to provide for the class of aud dangerous 
patients at present under care in the asylum. ca8eB ' 

The existing overcrowding calls for speedy relief, and in no Suggested 
way can the required accommodation be more suitably provided erection of 
than by the erection of a block equipped for the treatment of f °^ ale 
acute female cases requiring special supervision. By the provision cases- 
of such accommodation the existing hospital could be given up for 
the use of the men, and the wards originally intended for the care 
of the more troublesome male inmates could be, in part at least, 
restored to them. 

During the period under review the mortality was under the Deatha - 
average of Irish asylums, and calls for no special remarks. 

In no case was a Coroner's inquest considered necessary — a satis- No Coroner’s 
factory record in so large and so crowded an institution. mques s. 

In twenty-eight cases, or 27 per cent., the cause of death was Autopsies, 
verified by post-mortem examination. This shows some improve- 
ment on the numbers for last year. 

Zymotic disease in various forms has, from time to time, broken Zymotic 
out during the year. There were 22 cases of dysentery, 8 cases of disease * 
enteric fever, with 2 deaths; 5 cases of erysipelas, and 10 cases of 
influenza. Dr. Woods reports that the outbreaks of dysentery 
have decreased in virulence, and of late only a few scattered cases 
have appeared. 

Seventy-three patients were found in bed on the first day of Health, 
my visit. Of these, three suffered from bedsores, which were found bedsores, 
on the patients when admitted. 

Five casualties are recorded. All were fractures of bones, caused Casualties 
either by falls or by assaults by other patients. 

In one case the cause of the accident is doubtful, as no one 
saw how the injury was inflicted. The patient was found lying 
in a single room, and stated that another patient had thrown her 
down. 

The returns of restraint and seclusion show that five men and Restraint, 
five women were restrained by locked gloves for a total duration of 
2,565 hours; whilst thirty-seven men and twenty-seven women s ec iu S j 0 n, 
were secluded — the men fifty-nine tunes, for a. total duration of 346 
hours, and. the women on seventy-four occasions, for 355 hours. 

The condition of the patients in the matter of dress and per- Condition and 
sonal appearance was satisfactory.

The dinners were served in the various dining halls with due Service of 
regard to order and civilised habits. Though the rooms were ™ ea B * 
greatly overcrowded, the patients were quiet and well behaved. on act - 
The return of employment shows that, excluding bed-makers, 46 Employment, 
per cent, of the men, and 49 per cent, of the women, are engaged 
m some useful work. Several new industries have been introduced, 
including weaving, brush-making, and mat-making. Two hundred j,- xerc j ge _ 
and ten men work on the farm, and 50 men and 80 women are 
taken out for country walks once a week. . 

About 30 per cent, of the men, and over 20. per cent, nf the Amusements, 
women, are able to attend the associated entertainments. 
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On the Sunday preceding my inspection, 6G per cent, of the 
men and 48 per cent, of the women were present at public worship 
in the Chapels of their respective creeds in the asylum grounds. ^ 

Since the last visit, a commodious weaving shed, fitted with 
looms, has been erected, with the result that the means of employ- 
ment have been greatly increased, and ail interesting industry hi 
been added to the resources of the asylum. Since this industry was 
started a large quantity of flannel and tweed has been manu- 
factured and sent into tho stores. Thus it has already proved a 
source of economy, and will, it is to be hoped, still further tend to 
reduce expenditure, by providing clothing and blankets at the 1 
lowest cost. 

The existing workshops are, as a rule, very cramped for want ; 
of space, and, when tho opportunity offers, steps should be taken 
to re-erect them in close proximity to the weaving shed. 

It would be wise, however, without undue delay to remove the ! 
painter’s shop, filled as it is with inflammable materials, from its 
dangerous proximity to the carpenter’s shop, as at present there is 
serious danger from fire. 

The staff of attendants consists of sixty-four men and fifty-eight 
women for day duty. These numbers give a proportion of nearly 
one attendant to every thirteen patients. In addition to the 
regular attendants, substitutes aro from time to time employed to 
nil vacancies caused by absence through sickness or on holidays. 

At present there are seven males and six females so employed. 
Having regard to the very troublesome class of the patients in 
this asylum, the staff cannot be looked on as too strong. For night 
duty there are nine men and nine women, the performance of whose 
duties are supervised by a head night attendant of each sex. 

As regards length of service, it would appear that 25 per cent, 
of the male, and over 24 per cent, of the female attendants have 
been under a year in the asylum, whilst 36 per cent, of the men 
and 48 per cent, of tho women have served for more than five 
years. 

Changes in the staff must always be expected here, owing to the 
temptation of better pay and accommodation in other institutions, 
but, perhaps, by providing cottages for the married attendants, 
the attractions of the home service would become stronger. 

At the present time, the accommodation fur the male staff is 
very limited. Such is the overcrowding that tho sitting-room for 
their use is crowded with beds. With such discomforts, it can 
hardly be expected that the service will prove attractive. 

Of the existing staff, thirty-six have obtained the certificate of 
the .Medico-Psychological Association fur proficiency in mental 
nursing, and, during the winter, the medical officers will lecture ! 
the junior staff on the subjects required for the examination. 

The bopks and registers are entered up to date. 

The notes in the male Case-book arc somewhat fuller and more 
frequent than last year, but still leave something to be desired.

This table shows that during the period which elapsed between 
the two visits, the total number of patients increased by 36 — the 
males having increased by 40, while the females decreased by 4; 
but I am glad to say that the increase amongst the males was 
mainly due to admissions from workhouses. 

It may be noted that these patients exhibited almost every form Forms of 
of mental disease, acute as well as chronic, and the majority of 
them could be treated satisfactorily only in the hospital of an 
asylum. 

One of these workhouse cases was, at the time of inspection, dying 
from general paralysis of the insane — a disease which, beyond all 
others, requires asylum care and treatment. 

Of the total number of patients resident, four are classed as Criminal 
" criminal lunatics,” and the cost of their maintenance is, therefore, lunatics, 
paid out of Imperial funds, in pursuance of Section 3 of the Lunacy 
(Ireland) Act, 1901. 

In the cases of 37 others (17 males and 20 females) contributions Paying 
are made towards their support by relatives, or out of their own P a 1011 s - 
property, at rates varying from £5 to £26 per annum. The total 
amount received from the latter source during the financial year 
1903-4 was £604 5 s. U. 
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Do-wnpatbicic In that year the gross average cost of maintenance, including 
Asylum, repayments of loans in respect of buildings, land, and other capital 
Cost of charges, was £28 11s. 5 cl. per patient, while the net average cost 

maintenauce, excluding the loan repayments referred to, and deducting receipts 
from paying patients, and from sales of farm produce and other 
miscellaneous sources, was £23 17s. 4 d. per patient. 

Good One of the most pleasing features of this asylum is the great 

administration p rac tical interest which the Committee has always evinced in the 
j mmit ee. mana g emen fc pf the institution — an interest which must prove of 
the greatest assistance to the Resident Medical Superintendent in 
his arduous task of administration. 

Since last inspection the Committee has met as a Visiting Com- 
mittee on twelve different occasions, and visited all parts of the 
asylum. 

The Farm Sub-Committee, I understand, meet frequently, and 
fully share with the Resident Medical Superintendent the great 
credit which the successful working of the large farm shows. 

Recovery During the period under review the percentage of recoveries on 
rates. the admissions has been 34’3 amongst the males, and 5T3 amongst 

the females — giving a percentage of 41 - 5 on the total.

It will be seen from this table that comparatively few patients 
were confined to bed. Cases of phthisis are treated as far as 
possible out of doors. 

Zymotic During the period since last inspection thore were 49 cases of 

disease. dysentery — 24 on the male and 25 on the female side — which proved 

fatal in 1 of the male and 12 of the female cases; but I am glad 
to say that there has been no case of this disease since May last, 
and the general health of the institution has improved. 

The only other form of zymotic disease which appeared was one 
case of erysipelas, from which the patient recovered. 

Deaths, The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 

during 1903 was 9*7, viz., 8'7 on the male, and 10’ 8 on the female 
side. 
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I have again to record that amongst the deaths since last' visit Downpatrick 
a large proportion resulted from cardiac disease and pulmonary Asylum. 
phthisis. Of the total number of deaths (62) the cause was verified Autopsies, 
by post-mortem examination in no less than 31 cases, which shows 
a considerable increase on the number for the previous year. 

There were no deaths from suicide or other misadventure, and No suicides 
this satisfactory record may possibly be the result of the increase or fatal 
in the numbers — mainly suicidal and epileptic cases — which have accidems - 
been brought under special observation. 

No coroner’s inquests were held since last inspection, and the No inquests, 
only two serious casualties recorded, viz., fracture of the neck of Casualties, 
the thigh bone in the cases of two female patients, were of a 
nature common to aged females living under ordinary conditions. 

The records show that since last visit six males were placed in Seclusion, 
seclusion on sixteen occasions, for a total duration of 136 hours, and 
nine females were similarly treated on forty-nine occasions for 444 
hours in all. 

Mechanical restraint was used in the treatment of five males and Restraint, 
six females ft>r 1,274 hours in the cases of the males, and 626 hours 
in the cases of tne females. The reasons recorded for the applica- 
tion of this mode of treatment were extreme violence, homicidal 
or suicidal tendencies, or to prevent the removal of surgical 
dressings.

Amusements. The amusements of the patients continue to receive due con- 
sideration, and, in addition to the ordinary indoor and outdoor 
games, there are athletic sports, and concerts, theatrical, and other 
entertainments. 

The suggestion in last year’s report that a second piano should 
be obtained has since been carried out, and the Committee have 
also purchased a “ pianolist,” which will, no doubt, largely enhance 
the success of the associated entertainments during the winter 
months. These entertainments are attended on an average by 
175 patients, viz., 95 males and 80 females. 

I inspected the kitchen, pantries, and sculleries, and found them 
very completely equipped. The dietary is varied to suit the 
general or average body of patients. It differs for men and women, 
and for the working patients extra diet is issued, while the sick 
and infirm receive a special medical diet. 

The dinner on the day of my inspection consisted of roast beef 
and gravy, stewed cabbage, potatoes, bread, and condiments. The 
meal was well served, and I was glad to perceive that the plates 
were, as far as possible, heated. 

One or two patients stated that they would like a larger quantity 
of food than they receive, but I could see no grounds for thinking 
that the average issue of food is not sufficiently liberal ; while the 
care exercised by the Resident Medical Superintendent as regards 
the dietary, in the interests alike of the patients and the ratepayers, 
deserves every commendation. 

The addition of \ oz. of margarine for supper to each patient 
seems to be appreciated, while the quality, which is especially im- 
portant in all artificial food, is the best in the market. 

All the provisions which I inspected were of good quality. 

The auxiliary dining-hall which has been erected will seat about 
180 persons. 

Description of '^ e new blocks for male and female patients, commenced so 
new buildings, recently August, 1903, are now practically completed, and even 
partially occupied.

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The day-rooms and dormitories are well designed. There is Downpatrick; 
abundance of light, and good ventilation. They are heated by an Asyiatm. 
extension of the ventilating radiator system. The sanitary fittings 
of the bath-rooms, lavatories, and water closets are of the most 
modern type, and these annexes are specially planned so as to 
permit of easy access from each room. Well designed fire-escape 
stairs have been erected outside each block, and similar stairs are 
to be erected outside various parts of the old buildings. 

It is calculated that the inclusive cost of the new accommodation, 
which leaves little to be desired for the care of the insane, will little, 
if at all, exceed £S0 per bed — a sum which must be regarded as 
extremely moderate for the class of accommodation provided. 

When the new buildings are fully occupied the cases now await- 
ing admission from the various workhouses should be brought in. 

This will necessitate some increase of the staff, and one night stall, 
attendant at least should be placed on duty in each of the new 
blocks. 

The Resident Medical Superintendent is strongly of opinion that 
an increased night staff is of very great importance as a check on 
the depraved and destructive habits of those who, under the 
existing system, have a free hand all night long to undo the results 
of the moral treatment exercised during the day. 

The new farm buildings provide accommodation for 40 cows, f arrn 
100 pigs, 9 horses, stores for root crops and feeding stuffs, lofts buildings, 
for grain and forage, machinery and food-mixing houses, coach- 
house, boiler and engine room, land steward’s office, cattle weigh- 
bridge, and two Dutch hay barns. 

These buildings seem to be of excellent design, and should prove 
of great utility to an asylum, the vast majority of the inmates of 
which are small farmers or farm labourers. 

The buildings not only provide the best means of . employment 
for these agricultural classes, but the Resident Medical Superin- 
tendent hopes they will also tend to have an educational effect on 
the minds of some of the younger and recoverable cases, who will 
there learn the best methods of dealing with cattle and farming 
operations generally. 

The buildings are worthy of a great agricultural county,, and 
special thanks are due to the members of the Farm Committee, 
who gave such careful attention to the practical details. 

It is, however, unfortunate that the proposed stackyard should 
shut out the beautiful view, which is one of the pleasing features 
of the asylum. The site, for this reason, seems open to objection, 
and the Committee will, perhaps, kindly consider whether it could 
not be changed. 

In addition to the works executed by contract, since last visit Works earned 
extensive painting, plastering, plumbing, and general repairs have a9J um 

been carried out by the asylum staff, with the assistance of the 
patients, as well as the erection of gates, the removal of . ditches, 
the making of roads, &c., on the farm, and the levelling and 
terracing of the grounds at the new buildings. 
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Downpatrick I was glad to notice that some new and very good furniture has 
Asylum. been obtained for the attendants’ rooms, as the provision of Corn-

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These figures show an nominal decrease of 11 patients, but not- Ennis 
withstanding this nominal decrease, the asylum remains markedly over- A sylu m. 
crowded— the actual number resident being kept down by the discharge Overcrowding, 
of a large number of unrecovered cases to the workhouses of the 
county. These discharges amounted to no less than 54 during the 
period under review. I need not again dwell on the total inadequacy of 
the dayroom accommodation, or the danger to the health of the 
patients, which may arise from the great overcrowding which exists. 

The Committee have done everything in their power to remedy these 
evils by sanctioning the necessary extension of the asylum — the plans p r0 p 0sec i 
for which have been prepared, and have now received the approval of additions to 
the Lords Justices, under the 9th Section (Sub-section 4) of the Local Asylum. 
Government (Ireland) Act, 1898. 

In order to tide over the period which must necessarily elapse before Temporary 
the permanent buildings can be erected and made ready for occupation, ““ mmoda " 
the Committee have had the airing sheds in the inside exercise yards 
on both sides converted into temporary dormitories for 30 male and 30 
female patients. 

As shown in the foregoing Table, only six patients now remain in Patients in 
Ennis Workhouse under contract with the Board of Guardians, in pur- Ennis Work- 
suance of the 9th Section of the Act 38 & 39 Vic., cap. 67. house. 

I saw these patients in the workhouse on the 19th instant, and their 
condition remains unchanged. Each succeeding visit, however, im- 
presses on me, more and more, the desirability of removing these cases 
from the workhouse to an institution devoted exclusively to the care of 
the insane. This opinion is shared by the Guardians of the Ennis 
Union, who are only too anxious to be relieved of the responsibility for 
the care of the insane inmates of the workhouse. 

It is pleasing to note that the Committee have met for the purpose Inspections by 
of inspecting the institution on seven occasions since the date of last ommittee * 
visit. 

The comparatively large sum contributed by relatives towards the Paying 
maintenance of a number of the patients, or paid out of the patients’ patients, 
own property, is a special feature of this asylum, the total amount re- 
ceived from this source during the financial year ending 31st March last 
having been £469 85. Qd. The rates of payment range from £3 to £25 
per annum, and at the present time there are 43, viz. : — 28 males and 
15 females, on the paying list. 

The gross average cost of maintenance, including repayments of loans Cost of 
in respect of land, buildings, and other capital charges, was £29 11s. \d. maintenance, 
per patient during the financial year 1903-4, and the net average cost, 
excluding the loan repayments referred to, and deducting receipts from 
paying patients, from sales of farm produce, and from other miscel- 
laneous sources, was £26 17s. lOd per patient.

Drainage and In my last report on the inspection of the asylum, I referred to a 
■water supply, special visit which my colleague and I, accompanied by our engineer- 
ing adviser, paid on the 4th September, 1903, and I submitted a 
memorandum which we had prepared with reference to the drainage 
and water supply, having regard to the occurrence of cases of typhoid 
fever amongst the inmates of the institution. 


Since then, plans for the introduction of a system of sewage disposal 
have been drawn up, and are included amongst those which have just 
received the statutory approval of Their Excellencies the Lords Justices, 
while plans for the provision of a new water supply have also been ap- 
proved, and this work is now in progress. 


No time should be lost in completing these works, as, until the two 
essentials, viz , a good water supply and on efficient drainage system, 
are provided, outbreaks of zymotic diseases are likely to occur.

Apart from the continued prevalence of zymotic disease in the 
asylum, the deaths during the period under review call for no special 
remarks. 

There were no suicides or fatal accidents, and only two serious No suicides or 
casualties occurred, viz., the loss of vision in one eye of a male patient, fatal accidents 
as the result of a blow struck by a fellow patient ; and the fracture of Casualties 
a female patient’s arm bone, as the result of being knocked down by 
another patient. 

Having regard to the great overcrowding of the institution, it is a 
matter for congratulation that the serious casualties were so few in 
number. 

The percentage of deaths on the average number resident during the Death rates 
year 1903 was 7 ‘6, viz., 6*2 amongst the males, and 9*1 amongst the 
females.

Clothing, All parts of the asylum were found clean. The patients’ clothing was 

bedding, and fairly good; their bedding, clean and comfortable, and their personal 
condition of cleanliness appeared to have received careful attention, 
patients.

The principal work carried out at this asylum since the last 29 th Ncfvenv- 
report was written has been the acquisition of a Mill, situated on b er 1904 . ” 
a tributary of the River Slaney, and its conversion into an electric ~ 
power station. This power is conveyed by overhead wires to the 
asylum, and supplies the institution with electric light, works the station. pOW 
machinery of the laundry, and pumps the water from the river. 


The introduction of an inexhaustible and continuous water Water supply, 
supply must prove a great boon to the institution, as, heretofore, 
the reservoirs from which it was supplied were liable to fall very 
low during the autumn months, leaving the institution at certain 
seasons of the year almost without the means of meeting the 
necessary wants of the patients, and wholly defenceless as regards 
protection against fire. 

The pump and connections with the river are not yet in working 
order, so that the new supply of water is not yet available. 

At the present time the deficiency of water, owing to the past 
dry season, is very seriously felt, and the bathing of the patients 
and the work of the laundry are carried out with difficulty. 

A great deal of the work of laying the foundations for the Works carried 
dynamos, and the extensive alterations in the Mill at the river 0Ut ^7 ^ our 
were carried out by the patients and staff, and some of the work a9 ^ uni 
in connection with the new water supply was also done by asylum 
labour. 


A road has also been made round a portion of the asylum 
grounds, and a house- has been built for a new weigh-bridge. 

The foul washing room in the laundry is much too limited in g U gg egte ^ 
space for the number of women employed in it, and for the wash- enlargement of 
ing of the amount of clothes which daily pass through it. Its laundry, 
enlargement would not be a difficult matter, nor would it involve 
much outlay.

This shows ail increase of 5 patients in thirteen months. Prom 
these figures there is nothing to indicate any increase of insanity 
in the district. 

At present thirty patients contribute towards the cost of their 
maintenance — a reasonable proportion, and such as would be ex- 
pected in this prosperous district. 

The better-behaved patients were clean and tidy, but improve- 
ment is called for as regards the dress and personal appearance of 
the more troublesome. 

The health of the institution has been excellent. The only 
zymotic diseases which appeared during the period under review 
were erysipelas and influenza. The former disease attacked one 
patient, and the latter nine patients and one of the staff, with one 
death. 

At present 14 patients are confined to bed suffering from ordin- 
ary disease ; one man is in bed on account of excitement ; and two 
women are in seclusion. 

The records of restraint and seclusion show that 9 men and 12 
women have been secluded during the period under review — the 
men on 18 occasions for 184 hours, and the women on 302 occasions 
for 3,840 hours in all. There is no entry of restraint, but I 
found one woman, amongst the troublesome patients, with her 
hands fastened. Without an order from one of the medical officers 
no form of restraint should be attempted. 

The serious casualties are returned as three in number. Two 
were broken bones, the result of falls, and one was a dislocation 
of the shoulder, the result of being knocked down by another 
patient. 

4*7 per cent, of the patients are returned as suffering from 
epilepsy, and 7 patients are stated to be suicidal. 29, or almost 6 
per cent., sleep under continuous night supervision. 

Nine, or about 2 per cent., of the beds are returned as having 
been wet last night. 

There is at present no patient returned as suffering from general 
paralysis. 

All the deaths resulted from natural causes. 

In one case a male patient died suddenly after coming upstairs 
from the weekly dance. The patient was known to suffer from 
an unsound heart, and, therefore, the death was returned as due 
to natural causes. 

In no case was a Coroner’s inquest considered necessary. 

The certified cause of death was verified by post-mortem examina- 
tion in seven instances, which, having regard to the meagre ar- 
rangements for the carrying out of such scientific work, must be 
considered a satisfactory return. 

The returns of employment show that, exclusive of ward cleaners, 
39 per cent, of the men and 49 per cent, of the women are engaged 
at work. Fifty-nine men work on the farm, and 23 women are 
employed in the laundry. Weaving is still found to be a useful 
occupation. 

About 42 per cent, of the patients attend the associated entei- 
tainments, whilst 57 per cent, are able to attend to their religious 
duties. The returns show that on last Sunday 261 were present 
at Mass, and 16 Protestants attended prayers. The Chaplains are 
constant in their attendance. 
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The provisions supplied under contract appeared to be of good Enmisookthy 
quality, and the food served at dinner could not be found fault Asrnuw. 
with, but the service of the meal is certainly open to improve- p rov rr^ a 
ment.

The staff m charge ot the insane inmates consists of 23 men, meals, 
or about one attendant to 11 male patients. On the female sid& staff, 
there are 16 nurses, or about one to 14 female patients. On each 
side two attendants do duty during the night. 

During the year a course of instruction in the curriculum laid Training of 
down by the Medico-Psychological Association was given by the staff. 

Medical Officers to the staff, and five attendants have obtained 
the certificate of proficiency in the examination prescribed by 
that Association. 

It is to be hoped that the female staff will also give similar 
evidence of the good results of their training. 

The registers and books, both official and medical, were found Records, 
to be carefully kept, and the Case-books — giving the history of 
the various phases of mental disease amongst the patients passing 
through the asylum — continue to reflect credit on the Medical 
Officers.

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Kilkenny This increase is not in itself very great, but unfortunately the 
Asieom. asylum population now exceeds the number for which there is 
Acconimocla- legitimate accommodation, there being only propel- sleeping accom- 
tion, modation for 231 males and 213 females, while there is only nominal 

dayroom space for 211 males and 193 females. 

The dayroom accommodation, however, consists largely of narrow 
and cheerless corridors. 

There is, therefore, a great want, of proper dayrooms, with cross 
light and ventilation, and this want is accentuated in a damp 
climate, owing to the patients having to spend a. great part of 
their live® indoors. 

Some of the patients themselves even complained bitterly to me 
of the cramped character of tho dayroom space, and I feel sure 
that if the Committee will visit these crowded corridors on a wet 
day, they will be convinced of the necessity for additional day- 
rooms. 

The provision of such accommodation should not entail any very 
great expenditure.

The area, of land attached to the institution is not very large, 
and the return of 32 patients employed at garden or field labour 
is much below the average in Irish asylums. 

The floor of the laundry retains the water, and I would, there- Laundry, 
fore, suggest that it should be covered with wooden gratings, 
which would add greatly to. the comfort of the patients and staff 
employed in it. 

The provision of a colander for the better drying of the sheets 
and blankets would also be a great improvement. 

I was glad to see that the material for the male patients’ cloth- Weaving of 
ing, which is woven in the asylum, is of good quality, and I believe material for 
that if a second loom were provided, it would reduce the cost of clofcllln S- 
manufacturing the material. 

The bed covering, which I examined, appeared sufficient, and, Beds, 
in three cases taken at random in which I had it weighed, I found 
it ranged from 22 to 24 lbs. 

In addition to the ordinary bolsters, feather pillows are sup- 
plied to the patients in the hospital, which, I am sure, adds to 
their comfort.

The death rate on the average number resident in this asylum 
during 1903 was 6 • 2 per cent, amongst the males, and 4 • 7 amongst 
the females — showing an average of 5 • 5 per cent, on the total 
This was the lowest rate recorded amongst the Irish district asylums 
during that year. 

The deaths during the period under review call for no special 
remarks. In only one case was the cause verified by post-mortem, 
examination. 

I was glad to notice that the two airing courts have been abolished 
since my last visit, so that the patients can no longer feel that they 
arc undergoing prison-like confinement when a.t exercise. 

In many parts of the asylum there is a great want of furniture, 
and the large refractory dayrooms in particular are destitute of 
comfortable seats, and everything which would tend to keep the 
patients interested and quiet. 

Partly, I believe, as the result of this, I found many of the 
patients noisy and inclined to be turbulent. It is well known 
that the conduct of such patients varies directly with their sur- 
roundings, and, by keeping them interested and amused, they can 
generally be kept quiet; whereas, by crowding them in a bare and 
cheerless room, like sheep in a pen, they become discontented, 
noisy, and violent. 
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In many respects the administration of the asylum is satisfac- Kilkenny 
tory. Since last visit no deaths from suicide, or violence, no Asylum. 
casualties, and no cases of zymotic disease were recorded. I found General ait- 
nearly all parts of the buildings fairly clean. One of the single ministration, 
rooms, however, was extremely foul, and a serious effort should, No casualties 
therefore, be made by the attendants to prevent such rooms from °* zymotic 
becoming so offensive. disease. 

Condition of 
wards. 

I specially examined one patient, regarding whose insanity some Case of 
question bad been raised. In my opinion, however, her mental doubtful 
condition is such as justifies her detention in the asylum. insanity. 

The sewage of the asylum is discharged into the river, and the Sewage, 
water supply has to be pumped into the asylum tanks. Having regard Water supply 
to the great importance of a continuous water supply, under good 
pressure, in the event of an outbreak of fire in such an institu- 
tion, I think it would be highly desirable for the Committee to 
make arrangements for obtaining a supply from the town, and so 
avoid the risk of a breakdown in the pumping arrangements at a 
critical time.

This accommodation consists of bays, thrown out from the exist- 
ing corridors. These bays are used as sitting-rooms on the two 
lower corridors, and as dormitories on the top story. They pro- 
vide excellent rooms : well ventilated, well lighted, and heated by 
hot- water pipes. 

With these recent additions, the asylum now provides room for 
658 patients (337 men and 321 women) by night, and for 630 (316 
men and 314 women) by day. 

This accommodation should meet the requirements of the district 
for some time to- come. 


Condition of 
Wards. 


The wards and corridors were found in good order. Most of the 
floors were polished, and by degrees the furniture is being added 
to, and improved. 

Objects of interest and amusement, such as pictures, plants, and 
illustrated papers, are also being provided by degrees. 


Extension of There is one department to which it is necessary to call atten- 
lauiuiryrecom- The laundry does not appear to have been enlarged, so as 

mended. to ena y,i e it to keep pace with the increased number of patients, 
and the increased demand for clean clothes. An extension of the 
washing-room, so as to afford additional space for the patients to 
wash in, is much required. This would enable a. large number to 
be employed at, perhaps, the most useful industry for insane 
women, as it affords them work to which they are accustomed. As 
the enlargement of the existing laundry building does not appear 
to be a work of any great difficulty, or to necessitate any large ex- 
penditure, the Committee 'will, it is to be hoped, give the matter 
their consideration. 


Beds. The beds and bedding were found in good order. New Lawson- 

Tait bedsteads are being, by degrees, introduced. Under-blankets 
should, however, be supplied on all beds. Good horse-hair has 
been proved to be more economical than the coir now used to till 
the mattresses. The former is indestructible, whereas the latter 
quickly turns into dust. 

Service of The patients were seen at dinner in their dining-rooms. These 

meals and rooms have now become rather small for the numbers, and the 

dietary. tables are overC rowded. The dinner consisted of soup, which 

seemed fairly palatable, and all the provisions which I saw ap- 
peared to be of excellent quality, with the exception of the bread, 
which seemed rather sour. The service of the meal is, however, 
open to improvement. 

Clothing and As regards clothing, the female patients are neatly dressed in 
condition. varied coloured gowns, and proper attention is paid to the tidiness 

of their hair, and to their personal appearance — matters or giea 
importance in dealing with insane women. 

The men, as is usual in asylums, were not so tidy, and more afc 
tention to their personal appearance would be desirable. 
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The returns of employment made out for the present time would Killarney 
not be a fair return of the average numbers employed, as at A sylum . 
present the weather is very wet, and agricultural work is at a Employment, 
standstill. I am informed, however, that the numbers employed 
on the farm have increased somewhat during the present year, 
and during the summer about 50 men were engaged in farm-work. 

The returns show that almost 40 per cent, of the men and 61 per 
cent, of the women are engaged at work. This is some improve- 
ment on the past, but every effort should be made to afford em- 
ployment for the men, and, with this view, the amount of land 
attached to the asylum should, if possible, be increased. 

The staff of attendants and nurses in actual charge of the Staff, 
patients consists of 19 of each sex — giving a proportion of about 
one attendant to over 15 male patients, and of one nurse to over 
14 female patients. There is another male attendant on the list, 
but his time is entirely taken up in the stores. Another male 
attendant does duty on the farm. The male staff is certainly too 
weak, and, when opportunity offers, should be increased. 

A night nurse has been added to the female staff, as recoin- Supervision of 

mended in last report, so that now three of each sex do duty at suicidal and 

night. As yet it has been found impossible to utilise the services cases 

of this nurse for the supervision of the suicidal and epileptic at 

night, as her services have been required on day duty, but it is 
to be hoped that arrangements will now be made to set apart a 
dormitory in which a nurse will always be on duty to take charge 
of such patients as require constant supervision during the night. 

The substitution of an electric recording system in lieu of the 
Dent’s clocks at present in use as the means of recording the 
duties of the night staff, would tend to greater efficiency, and 
certainty in these records. 

The rates of wages of the staff have been, I understand, some- Wages and 
what improved. of 

During the past year no attendant or nurse has obtained the 
Medico-Psychological Association’s certificate for . proficiency in 
mental nursing, but Dr. Griffin tells me that, during the winter, 
lectures will be given in order to prepare the junior members for 
the necessary examination. 

Such training is perhaps the most important advance made in 
the modern treatment of insanity, and the Committee have shown 
their appreciation of its utility by giving a substantial increase 
of wages to all holding this certificate. 

The Committee, it is understood, are about to take into con- Proposed 
sideration the erection of attendants’ cottages. When the site is wection o 
to be selected, it would be advisable to choose a place outside the atten * ailta- 
asylum grounds, as this would be more agreeable to the staff, would 
interfere less with the management of the establishment, and 
would leave the grounds, which are even now too limited, free for 
the use of the insane inmates.

As regards precautions against lire, internal hydrants have been 
provided, and placed in the various dormitories and corridors 
The means of exit would appear sufficient. The water pressure 
must, however, be looked on as doubtful; usually it is insufficient 
during the daytime. Having regard to the paramount importance 
of the protection not alone of the lives of hundreds of helpless 
human beings, but also of costly County property, the Committee 
should see that the responsibility for any failure in the water 
supply should not rest on their shoulders, and they should, there- 
fore, insist that the requirements of the contract for the' supply 
of water are strictly carried out. ^ 

During the period under review a now cooking-range and two 
new boilers have been erected, and the kitchen chimney has been 
rebuilt. 

Some of the rough walls have been plastered, and paintiug and 
papering have been carried on by the aid of the staff throughout 
the wards. A great deal, however, as regards plastering 6 and 
painting, remains to be done. 

Efforts are being made to improve the light in some of the 
passages by inserting glass panels in the doors, and making new 
windows. 

At present a contract is being carried out for the erection of 
a new boiler, and for certain alterations in the boiler house. 

The deaths call for no special reference. 

There has been no serious accident or suicide, nor has a Coroner’s 
Inquest been found necessary in any case. 

At the time of the present visit, 8 men and 17 women were 
found in bed. 

Only 14 patients, or a little over 2 per cent., suffer from 
epilepsy, whilst there is not a single case of general paralysis. 

Eleven female patients and two nurses were attacked with 
typhoid fever, which proved fatal in two cases. This was the only 
form of zymotic disease which appeared since last visit. 

The records of restraint and seclusion show' that one man and 
three women were secluded, the men on five occasions for 38 hours, 
and the women on eleven occasions for 81 hours in all, during the 
period under review. Two men were restrained by the strait- 
jacket, to prevent self-injury, for a total duration of 66 hours. 

The Chaplains’ books show that on last Sunday 136 Roman 
Catholics and 3 Protestants attended their respective religious 
services — being 24 per cent, of the numbers resident ; which is not 
a large percentage for this country. 

Some arrangement should be made by which the regulations 
laid down by the Committee, with regard to the burial of patients, 
should in future be more strictly adhered to. 

The books and registers, including the Case-books, are carefully 
kept. 

Dr. L. T. Griffin, Medical Superintendent, continues to be 
assisted by Dr. E. W. Griffin. The latter is at present absent on 
his holidays.

This Table shows that there has been a large number of admissions Large number 
during the interval between the two visits— the total number exceeding of admissions, 
the discharges and deaths by 20, which represents the net increase in 
the number resident. 


Fourteen of the 173 admissions, however, were transfers from work- Transfers from 
houses, and it may be fairly assumed that many of these transferred Workhouses, 
cases had been insane for some time prior to admission to the asylum. 

The institution continues to be overcrowded in all parts, and every Overcrowding, 
effort should, therefore, be made to bring the new accommodation now 
being erected into use.

The new male block has fireproof floors, and will be fitted with sani- 
tary appliances of tho most modem typo, and heated by a hot-water 
system. 

A gallery is being erected in the Roman Catholic Chapel and a new Roman 
drying-chamber in connection with the laundry, while iron fire-escape Gafljolie 
stairs are being erected at the male and female sides of tho old j_ a undrv.

I went over the new buildings, and am glad to be able to say that 8tiur3 ‘ 
their erection will afford a proof of the wise liberality of the Committee 
in dealing with the question of providing for the insane poor of the 
County, and the design and construction of the buildings also reflect 
credit on the Architect, Mr. McGrath.

The gross average cost of maintenance, including repayments of 
loans for purchase of laud, erection of Imildings, and other capital 
charges, during the financial year ending the 31st March last, was 
£26 16s. 3 d. per patient, while the net average, excluding the loan 
repayments referred to, and deducting receipts from sales of farm 
produce, receipts on behalf of paying patients, and other miscellaneous 
sources, was £21 38s. lOd. per patient. 

There are at present 15 paying patients in the Asylum (8 males and’ 
7 females) in whose cases payments varying from £7 10s. to 
£24 18s. ’ per annum are received from relatives or out of their 
own property — the total amount obtained from this source during the 
financial year 1903-4 having been £200 10s. 5 d. 

The percentage of the recoveries on admissions during the period 
under review was 46’3 amongst the males, and 32-3 amongst the 
females — giving an average of 41 per cent, on the total.

There were nine cases of erysipelas, and five cases of typhoid 
fever — two of the latter proving fatal. A member of the staff was 
also attacked by this disease. Two patients and a member of the stall 
suffered from influenza.

Autopsies. In ten cases the cause of death was verified by post-mortem examina- 
Bedsores. tion, and in ten cases also bed-sores existed on tho bodies of patients 

at the time of death. This number, which is above the average, 
would point to the necessity for very careful nursing of the aged and 
feeble patients. 

Casualties. The serious casualties during tho period under review were five m 
number, viz. : — 

A dislocation of the collar bone, as the result of being knocked down 
by a fellow-patient; a fracture of tho thigh bone, resulting from the 
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same cause ; a dislocation of tlio shoulder joint, as tlie result of an Lettkukknny 
accidental fall ; a severe contusion of the eye of a patient, the cause of Asylum. 
which could not be ascertained ; and the fracture of two of a male 
patient’s ribs during a struggle with an attendant. 

My colleague investigated the last named case at the asylum a few 
days after the injuries were sustained, but did not obtain any 
evidence that the occurrence was ocher than accidental.

A great deal of outdoor work, especially during the summer months, Worka CQrrie(l 
is done by the patients, a number of them being engaged, when out by Asylum 
opportunities occur, at the construction of the new reservoir. labour. 

The extension of the asylum farm has proved most useful, not only 
in the interests of economy, but also as a means of employment for the 
patients. 

The painting and colouring of walls, where necessary, and also some 
plastering has been done by the asylum staff, with the assistance of 
some of the patients, since last visit. 

Many articles have been made and repaired in the carpenter’s shop, 
and a fowl-house, a small out-house, and two sheds for the accommoda- 
tion of the patients working on the farm have also been erected by 
asylum labour. 

In my last report I called attention to the wet condition of the "Wet con- 
floor of the washing-room in the laundry. Nothing has since been dition of 
done to remedy this, and I found the patients and staff employed there aunclr y oor - 
standing in slop water, which cannot but be injurious to them. I 
would, therefore, again urge that some measures should be taken to 
remedy this state of things.

The usual games — cards, draughts, bagatelle, &c., are provided for 
the patients, and out of doors the males play football. The weekly 
dances are only attended on an average by 96 patients, viz., 55 males 
and 41 females. Since last visit some of tlio patients were taken to 
a circus performance. 

It is again pleasant to record that during the period which elapsed 
since last inspection no patient was placed either in mechanical 
restraint or in seclusion. 

The weather on the day of my visit was exceptionally cold and stormy, 
and notwithstanding this, I was glad to find that a comfortable tempera- 
ture was maintained throughout the institution — the thermometer 
recording in nearly every instance a temperature of not less than 60 
degrees Tahr. 

I had the bed covering weighed in three cases, taken at random, and 
found it to be 19 lbs., 18 J lbs., and 17 lbs. respectively. The last is, 
in my opinion, rather light for this time of the year, but I feel certain 
that it is only necessary to direct the attention of the Medical Officers 
to the matter, in order to ensure that, if any patient needs or desires 
extra blankets, ho or she will be supplied with them. 

The provisions, which I examined in the stores, were of good quality. 

I had special interviews with some patients who complained of being 
unjustly detained, but none of them proved to be a case calling for any 
action on my part. 

I found all parts of the buildings clean and tidy, and, with the ex- 
ception of the turmoil amongst the patients in the Refractory Wards, 
to which attention has been called in previous reports, an improvement 
in the condition and conduct of the patients generally was observable. 

In connection with this, I may state that I feel convinced the Com- 
mittee will find that the comfortable furnishing of the new buildings, 
and the provision of cheap couches and armchairs, will do much to- 
wards lessening excitement, and rendering the patients quiet and con- 
tented. 

Dr. Moore, the Resident Medical Superintendent, continues to de- 
vote much anxious thought to the administration of the institution, 
which cannot but entail great difficulty in it-: present overcrowded 
condition. 

The statutory books and records were examined, and found to be 
duly written up.

The structural works at this asylum — including the rebuilding, inspected on 
remodelling, and refitting of the laundry, kitchen, scullery, and November 1 9 * 
stores— are now drawing towards completion. The building work 1904“ 
is finished, and the machinery is on the ground, so that a little — 
time should see these departments occupied. They appear to have 
been skilfully designed, and to be supplied with the machinery trative 1 1S ~ 
necessary for the working of so large an institution. departments. 

The completion of these important and vital adjuncts to an 
asylum will prove a great relief to the staff, as at present the cook- 
ing and the service of the food, the reception and the storage of 
goods, and, above all, the washing of the clothes, are carried on 
under extreme difficulties, and must impose great anxiety on all 
responsible for the management of the institution, and largely in- 
crease the labours of the staff. 

That the daily work of the asylum has been so well carried on Difficulties of 
for such a length of time, without accident or delay under such administration, 
difficulties, reflects credit on all concerned in the working of these 
departments. 

It still remains to remodel the front wings, to enlarge the Chapel, further 
and to extend the dining-rooms so as to render them capable of structural 
containing as many as are able to take their meals there. works. 

As has always been the case in this asylum, a great deal of useful Works 
work has been carried out by the staff since last visit. carried out 

by asylum 

The wooden buildings have been painted outside; all the internal 
papering and painting throughout the institution has been done ; 
a new engine-room has been erected ; a temporary drying closet 
fitted up; and many of the sanitary annexes have been recon- 
structed. 

As regards the precautions for dealing with an outbreak of fire, p recau tionB 
and the means of escape, the main building is surrounded with against fire, 
hydrants, and there is a Fire Engine. The water supply is said 
to be sufficient, and to be readily available on the outside of the 
building, but inside there are no hydrants, nor are the means of 
escape from some parts of the building sufficient. The end blocks, 
for instance, have only one exit. The attendants and nurses should 
be trained in fire-drill, and in the steps to be taken to afford pro- 
tection to the patients in the event of a fire occurring in the 
institution. 

The wooden building is very unfavourably circumstanced in the 
event of an outbreak of fire. 


It may be urged that, as it is heated by steam from the engine- 
house, and as there are no fireplaces, there is nothing to set the 
building alight.

easily — a match may be left about, or an attendant may fall asleep 
leaving a candle burning — and if the wood-work once caught fire 
the whole block would be in flames in a few minutes. 

If a fire occurred in the front rooms at the present time, the 
chances of escape from the sleeping rooms in the rere would be 
small indeed. Escape doors, opening outwards, should be pro- 
vided at each end of these rooms. These doors should open by 
a key kept in a glass box, easily accessible in case of emergency. 
Every facility for escape from this building should be provided, 
especially when it is remembered that there is no night watch in 
charge of it. 

Since the last visit was paid on the 17th December, 1903, 113 
patients have been received ; 77 have been discharged, and 31 have 
died — leaving 630 (340 men and 290 women) on the books of the 
institution — an increase of five in the number since last report. 
Of course this is only for a period of eleven months, but it may at 
least be said that there is no evidence of any increase of insanity 
in the district, as the total admissions have fallen off and the first 
admissions have decreased. 

The mortality during the period under review appears to have 
been considerably under the average of previous years— amounting 
.to only about 5'5 per cent, on the average number resident. ° 

In two cases death resulted from misadventure — one being due 
to suicide by hanging. In this case, a Coroner’s inquest was held, 
and we also held an inquiry on oath into the circumstances attend- 
ing it. In the second case, death resulted from peritonitis, due 
to the irritation of the intestines, the result of swallowing, some 
considerable time before, a brooch belonging to one of the nurses. 

In seven cases the cause of death was verified by post-mortem 
examination. 

There was one serious casualty not ending fatally, in the case of 
a patient who received a fracture of the left thigh, through being 
knocked down by another patient. 

Enteric iever attacked two males and one female patient, but 
happily without fatal result. 

Consumption is returned as the cause of death in 11 instances, 
or in 35 per cent, of the total number. Having regard to the 
scourge which this disease has always been in this asylum, qrerhaps, 
at some future date, arrangements may be made by which the 
tuberculous patients could be treated apart from the others. 

At the present time 10 men and 15 ’women are confined to bed, 
suffering from various diseases. 

There are at present 26 epileptics, or 4 per cent, of the total 
number resident, whilst 55 patients are returned as suicidal. Of 
these two classes, 92 sleep under constant supervision. 

The returns of restraint and seclusion show that since last in- 
spection, one man and two women have been secluded — the man 
on six occasions for 68 hours, and the women on four occasions for 
43 hours. One woman was restrained, owing to excitement ,ajjd 
violence, for a period of 344 hours. 
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The patients attending their religions duties are 36 per cent. Limerick 
of the whole number resident. On the Sunday preceding my visit, Asylum. 
217 were present at Mass, and 12 went to the Protestant Service. Religious 
The Chaplains attend twice a week, and the regulations with regard ministration, 
to the burials are carefully attended to. Burials. 

The patients of both sexes were extremely quiet, well behaved, Conduct, 
and orderly, thus showing the result of proper care and manage- 
ment, as in former times the lunatics belonging to Limerick were 
described as most “noisy and extravagant in demeanour.” 

The women were well dressed, and very tidy in their apparel, Clothing and 
and in their persons. The men were also well dressed, but, as is condition, 
usual in asylums, not so neat as the women in their appearance. 

The beds and bedding were well kept, and wonderfully clean, Beds, 
having regard to the difficulties of carrying on the washing at 
present. 

About 37 per cent, of the men and over 50 per cent, of the Employment 
women find some useful work to do. 

Unfortunately, as yet, the tunnel under the railway has not 
been made, so that the additional land has not proved as great a 
boon to the patients as it otherwise would have done. 

The looms supply material for the patients’ clothing, which con- Weaving, 
tinues to be made up in the institution. 

The staff is maintained at the same strength as last year, viz. : — Staff 
25 male attendants and 20 nurses— giving a proportion of one 
attendant to over 13 male patients, and of one nurse to over 14 
females. . . . 

The night staff still consists of only two men and three women. . 

Two temporary attendants were employed on each side during 
the summer holidays. 

The Case-books and other medical records are kept up to date, Medical 
but more voluminous notes should be entered in the Case-books, recor s.

LONDONDERRY DISTRICT ASYLUM. 


I visited the part of the Londonderry Asylum situated at 
Gransha on the 4th instant, and the main buildings in the city on. 
the 6th idem, and saw all the patients resident on those dates. 
The last statutory visit was paid on the 15th, 16th, and 17th 
November, 1903, and the changes which occurred amongst the 
inmates of the institution since then are shown in the following 
Table : —

As the above Table shows, the total number resident increased 
by 18 during the period since last inspection, notwithstanding every 
effort on the part of the Committee to limit the number of admis- 
sions, and of the Medical Officers to discharge convalescent patients 
as soon as they think this course can be safely followed. 

Unfortunately, such" discharges do not always imply permanent 
recovery. This is shown by the large number of re-admissions, 
viz.: — 41 (22 males and 19 females) out of the total admissions, 
numbering 114 during the period under review. 

Amongst the admissions was a little idiotic girl, nine years old, 
who is quite mute, and who in the first instance was committed to 
the asylum as a dangerous idiot, under the 10th Section of the 
Act 30 and 31 Vic., cap. 118, on a form which did not comply with 
the statutory requirements, and, on our directions, an ordinary 
Admission Form was, therefore, filled up, in order to render her 
detention legal. 

This child was sent from the Londonderry Workhouse, amf> 
during her residence there, it is stated that she was unable to 
walk, and she is described in the Admission Form as having knocked 
her head against the walls, bitten herself and the attendants, cried 
out, ancl sometimes refused food. Six weeks later, I find, in the 
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quarterly note in the asylum records, that she is described as being Londonderry 
clean but has to be very carefully attended, and has learned to A syi-ii m. 
walk ’with the assistance of someone holding her by the hand. I 
mention this case as illustrating the beneficial effects of proper 
asylum treatment for all classes of the insane. 

The percentage of recoveries on the admissions was 35 • 3 amongst Recovery 
the males, and 30 ■ 4 amongst the females — giving an average of ratea * 

33 • 3 per cent on the total during the period under review. 


Of the total number on the register, 346 (197 males and 149 Changeability, 
females) are primarily chargeable to the County Londonderry, and 
159 (79 males and 80 females) to- the City, while 4 patients (one 
male and three females) are classed as Criminal Lunatics, the 
total cost of whose maintenance is now paid out of Imperial Funds, 
in pursuance of the provisions of the Act 1 Edwd. VII., cap. 17. 

Contributions in respect of the maintenance of 17 patients (7 Paying 
males and 10 females) arc received from relatives, or out of their P at,ent3> 
own property, at rates varying from £5 to £31 14s. 8 d. per annum, 
and a total sum of £336 5s. M. was obtained from this source 
during the financial year ending 31st March last. 

In that year the gross average cost of maintenance, including 0 j 
repayments of loans in respect of purchase of land, erection of maintenance, 
buildings, and other capital charges, was £31 14s. M. per patient, 
while the net average cost, excluding the loan repayments referred 
to and deducting receipts from sales of farm produce, receipts 
from paying patients, and from other miscellaneous sources, was 
£26 9s. lid. per patient.

Asvlum. tories, some of the epileptic and suicidal patients have to sleep in 
Supervision of single rooms, but arrangements are made by which they are more 
epilepitic anti frequently visited than the ordinary patients, 
suicidal cases. 

Deaths. The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident 

during the period under review was 6 • 4, viz. : — 6 • 3 amongst the 
males, and 6 ‘6 amongst the females. 

The great majority of the deaths resulted from phthisis or other 
forms of chest affections : diseases which are specially liable to 
develop under such conditions of overcrowding as exist in this 
asylum. 

Overcrowding It is unnecessary to repeat the remarks made in previous reports 
as to the dangers of the overcrowding, and how desirable it is that 
the completion of the additional accommodation at Gransha should 
be hastened by every possible means. 

Autopsies. In eight cases since last visit, tlic cause of death was verified 
by post-mortem examination, and, as further evidence of good 
No bed-sores, nursing, it is satisfactory to record that in no case was a patient 
suffering from bed-sores at the time of death. 


No fatal None of the deaths resulted from accident or suicide, and a 

accidents. coroner’s inquest was deemed necessary in only one case, in which 
the Jury returned a verdict of death from a natural cause, viz.: — 
sudden failure of the heart’s action. 


Zymotic The only case of zymotic disease which appeared was one of 

disease. .typhoid fever amongst the staff. 

Casualties. Doubtless owing to the careful supervision which the Resident 
Medical Superintendent requires the staff to exercise, the casualties, 
as is usual in this asylum, were, notwithstanding its crowded condi- 
tion, few in number, only two having been recorded since last in- 
spection, viz.: — a dislocation of the wrist and a fracture of the 
thigh bone, both the result of falls. 

Weighing of As showing the careful attention paid to every individual patient, 
patients. I may mention that each is weighed once a month, and the weight 
recorded. This is a practice which has been introduced by the 
Medical Superintendent, and is one which must in many cases 
prove useful in the early detection of changes in the patient’s 
health, as it is well known that loss of weight is one of the earliest 
premonitory signs of ill-health and disease — mental or physical.

It may be noted that many of the Protestant patients at Gransha 
attend both the Episcopalian and the Presbyterian Services. 

The weekly associated entertainments are attended on an average 
by 200 patients (100 of each sex). In addition to these, concerts 
Christy minstrel, gramophone, and other variety entertainments 
have taken place, as well as the usual games and sports — cricket 
golf, billiards, cards, draughts, <Src. — while a number of the patients 
have been taken to the local cattle show, regatta, athletic sports 
picnics, &c. 

A plentiful supply of newspapers, periodicals, and books is pro- 
vided throughout the wards. 

The only change which has taken place in the stalf has been the 
permanent appointment of a female attendant, who had previously 
been employed in a temporary capacity. 

It is pleasing to observe the excellent class of the attendants 
their good training, and the efficient manner in which they dis- 
charge tlieir duties. No less than 21 males and 20 females hold 
the certificate of the Medico-Psychological Association for profi- 
ciency in mental nursing. 

I investigated a complaint made by a patient of being ill-treated 
by an attendant. As the case-books, however, showed that the 
former — who suffers from delusions of suspicion and persecution— 
is in the habit of bringing groundless complaints against those 
who are in any way associated with him and there being no corro- 
borative evidence of his allegations, I could find nothing to justifv 
the charge of ill-treatment. 

I went through the new block at present being erected at 
Gransha. It is now nearly completed, and will, in my opinion, 
be admirably adapted for the treatment of recent and acute cases, 
many of whom, with the more suitable accommodation which it 
will afford, and the advantages of the fresh country air, will enjoy 
conditions more favourable to their recovery than at present exist 
in the parent asylum. 

I would again urge on the Committee the consideration of the 
erection of further accommodation at Gransha of a simple and 
inexpensive character. 

If they will visit the administrative parts of the old buildings — - 
iatchen, laundry, dining halls, boiler-house, <Src„ they will see how 
insufficient these departments are for the working of the institu- 
tion. ° 

The front of the buildings, even the hospitals, are unheated, 
and it will be seen by the records that the temperature in cold 
weather does not often rise above 44 to 46 degrees Falir. in these 
par s o the asylum a temperature which, I need hardly point out, 
means a totally insufficient degree of warmth for sick and feeble 


I had the bed clothing weighed in some instances taken at 
random, and found it about the average. 

It is pleasing to be able to state that the working of the asylum 
Dears evidence of the administrative ability of the Resident Medical 
i-upei mtendent, and the careful attention which he gives to the

their institution afflicted by the hand of God is afforded, so far Londonderry 
as the structural conditions permit, the best chance of recovering Asylum. 
reason, and being restored to his or her family. 

The administrative work of the Medical Superintendent has 
been greatly increased by the opening of the branch at Gransha; 
the selection of suitable cases for treatment there ; and their 
supervision at such a distance from the parent institution; and 
this, of course, adds to the responsibilities of the medical staff. 

In this connection I am glad to be able to testify to the zealous .Efficiency of 
and efficient manner in which Dr. Ruttledge, the Assistant Medical Assistant 
Officer, whose services have extended over the long period of 13 
years, discharges the duties of his office. 

The Case-books under his charge are admirably kept, and, in Medical 
going through the wards of the asylum, he gives evidence of his records, 
careful attention to his duties, as he has a full knowledge of each 
individual case. 

I examined the statutory books and records, and, judging from Clerical 
the manner in which those under the care of the Clerk are kept, records, 
he appears to be a very capable official.

The statistics show that only 15 patients contribute towards their 
maintenance. Having regard to the prosperous condition of the 
counties comprising tne district, a larger number of self-supporting 
inmates might be expected. Perhaps it would be possible, by 
going through the list, and making inquiries as to the circum- 
stances of the patients themselves and of their relatives, to obtain 
additional contributions. 

The deaths are all returned as due to natural causes. 

In no case was a Coroner’s inquest considered necessary. 

In only two cases was the cause of death verified by post-mortem 
examination. Having regard to the importance of these examina- 
tions for the protection of the" insane, who, in some cases, are unable 
to make their sufferings known during life, and for the further- 
ance of scientific knowledge, greater efforts should be made in the 
pursuit of pathological study. 

There were two cases of enteric fever — one a male patient and 
one a nurse — and one of the children of an official living iu the 
house was also attacked. All made good recoveries. 

Pour serious casualties are reported, all resulting in fractures 
or dislocations of bones from falls, either by being thrown down 
by other patients, or through epileptic or fainting fits. 

7*7 per cent, of the patients suffer from epilepsy, but only one 
woman is returned as being actively suicidal. 

106 patients, or nearly 20 per cent., sleep under continuous night 
supervision. 

The health of the institution is at present favourable : only eight 
patients were found in bed suffering from ordinary disease. 

The behaviour of the patients on both sides was good, and 
quietude and good order prevailed. 

The women were tidy, but their gowns might fit better, and the 
men might be neater in their appearance. 

The bedding was of good quality, but a larger number of single 
rooms might be supplied with bedsteads, and the sheets on the 
male side might be cleaner. 

There is no return of any recourse to the use of mechanical re- 
straint, but seclusion was adopted in the treatment of 23 men and 
19 women, on 102 occasions for 1.0S0 hours, and on 52 occasion'*, 
for 435 hours, respectively. 

At the present time, as the weather is unsuitable for farm work, 
the numbers employed have fallen very low. Only 18 were re- 
turned as working on the farm yesterday, but the average for the 
year is stated to be 65. Taking the latter, in addition to the other 
forms of industrial employment, there are about 32 per cent, of 
the males employed — the percentage on the female side being 
about 50. 

The numbers employed on the male side are still very low, and 
some additional occupation should be found, if possible, during the 
winter months. It is to be regretted that an upholsterer has not 
been appointed, as, in so 'large an institution, there must be plenty 
of work for such an artizan in making mattresses, &c., and it is a 
trade which gives constant employment for the insane in teasing 
hair. 
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During the past year, four male and three female attendants Maky- 
have been added to the staff, which now consists of 23 attendants 
and 20 nurses. A farm labourer has also been appointed, but an — 
attendant still acts as a farm labourer as well, and one nurse Staff, 
assists in the laundry. The proportion is now about one attendant 
to 12 patients on the male side, and one nurse to 13 patients on the 
female side. 

The Matron and six nurses, and the Head Attendant and nine Training- of 
male attendants, have obtained the Certificate of the Medico- Staff. 
Psychological Association, but none of the staff lately appointed 
have obtained this badge of proficiency. The importance of in- 
structing the junior members in the course laid down by the 
Association, in order that they may qualify themselves for this 
Certificate, cannot be too strongly urged on the medical staff. In 
this way the staff are not alone properly instructed in their duties, 
but also learn to take an interest in the occupation which they 
have adopted. 

The provisions supplied by contract appeared satisfactory. Provisions. 

A change has been made in the dietary, by the substitution of Dietary, 
fish and cocoa for dinner in lieu of milk, which it was found diffi- 
cult to obtain in large quantities on two days a week. 

The service of the dinner calls for much improvement. The Service of 
spoons, knives, and forks appeared to be given out to the patients meals * 
a long time after the food had been served. Perhaps if some of 
the officials would visit a few of the neighbouring asylums, a better 
system and greater expedition might be adopted. 

The protection of the institution against fire seems to have Precautions 
received much attention. A new concrete reservoir has been con- against fire, 
structed, and a new pump purchased. By this means the water 
pressure has been increased. New and additional hose has also 
been obtained. The staff is exercised in fire drill once a month, 
and the means of escape, so far as inside staircases and a fire- 
escape will facilitate it, appear sufficient, but some of the dormi- 
tories are still without an alternative exit. 

The distribution of the sewage has received the attention of the gjjJJJg 
Committee, and arrangements are in progress to obtain a duplicate 1 
pump of sufficient size and strength to carry the outflow to the 
high land, from which it will be distributed over the farm. 

Associated entertainments, at which about 39 per cent, of the Amusements, 
patients are present, are held during the winter months. 

Almost 50 per cent, of the patients are able to attend to their Religious 
religious duties. On last Sunday 127 men and 118 women were ministration, 
present at Mass, and 9 men and 15 women went to the Protestant 
worship. 

The Chaplains are constant in their attendance to the wants of 
tne patients under their charge. 

The various medical books and registers are kept up, but the Medical 
notes in the Case-books are very meagre : so much so as to be Records, 
almost useless. Each note should convey some information as to 
the sanity or insanity of the patient.

There are now resident in the institution 862 patients — 4S9 men 
and 373 women, and a staff of about 90. 

Fortunately, during the present year the population has not 
increased; otherwise it is hard to understand how the difficulty of 
finding sleeping-room could have been overcome. 

As it is, every dormitory is packed with beds ami, where space 
cannot be found for bedsteads, the patients have to sleep on the floor, 

The clay-rooms, crowded with patients, have, in some instances, to 
serve as dining-rooms. 

All the administrative departments — kitchen, laundry, dining-rooms, 
and stores — are equally inadequate to meet the requirements of the 
numbers under care. 

The Committee, after prolonged consideration, and having heard the 
opinions of a number of influential ratepayers, given at an Inquiry 
with regard to the question of separating the County Cavan from the 
County Monaghan for lunacy purposes, which was held by us in 
pursuance of an order of the Lord Lieutenant, have decided to enlarge 
the existing asylum. 

Plans for a detached block, to contain about 1 20 patients, have, there- 
fore, already been prepared, and have received the statutory approval of 
the Lord Lieutenant, and it now remains to obtain a contractor for 
carrying out the work. 

When this block is completed the necessary enlargement and altera- 
tion of the existing buildings will be taken in hand. 

Since the date of last inspection, on the 30th September, 1903, 
157 patients (83 men and 74 women) have been admitted ; 94 (45 men 
and 49 women) have been discharged ; and 60 (37 men and 29 women) 
have died — leaving resident at the present date 862 patients (489 men 
and 373 women), of which number 477 are chargeable to the County 
Cavan, and 385 to the County Monaghan. 

The percentage of deaths on the average number resident during the 
period under review has been 7 *7. 
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In only one case was the cause of death due to misadventure. In Monaghan 
this case death resulted from a blow given by another patient. The Asylum. 
assault was not an aggravated one, and took place in a day-room, in Death, from 
the presence of the nurses, but was too sudden to be prevented. The misadventure, 
patient, who was old and feeble, became unconscious, and died three 
days afterwards. A. Coroner’s Jury investigated the case, and 
returned a verdict that death was due to shock, adding that no blame 
was to be attached to any of the attendants. 

The only serious casualty which occurred since last visit resulted in Casualty, 
burns to both hands of a patient, who caught hold of the hot water 
pipes in a day-room. 

These pipes have since been covered by gratings, so as to prevent a Protection of

During the year, one patient was attacked with enteric fever ; two ^^nVtic 
with erysipelas ; 27 with influenza ; and two male attendants with disease, 
scarlatina, in no case with a fatal result. 

Seven patients of each sex were found in bed suffering from ordinary H ea ith 
disease, or from mental excitement. statistics. 

1-7 per cent, suffer from epilepsy, and only one man from general 
paralysis of the insane. 

Twenty-five are returned as actively suicidal, and 66 epileptic and Supervision of 
suicidal patients sleep under constant supervision. suicidal ami 

The returns of restraint and seclusion show that one woman was epileptic cases, 
restrained by the camisole for 498 hours in all, to prevent the removal and 

of surgical dressings, and that another was secluded on seven occasions 
for 38 hours. 

Thirty-five per cent, of the men and 66 per cent, of the women are Employment 
usefully employed. 118 men work on the farm, and 46 women work 
in the laundry. 

This shows an increase in the numbers engaged in useful work. It 
is an improvement oh past years, and it is to be hoped that further 
improvement will be made in this direction. A great deal of work has 
been done in levelling and terracing the ground, and in painting Works carried 
various parts of the house. out * 

The contract work embraces the construction of the sewage purifica- Disposal of 
tion beds, which are now almost completed, and are said to work sewage, 
satisfactorily. 

The women’s personal neatness and the condition of tlieir clothing Condition aud 
were very satisfactory. clothing. 

The condition of the men is still open to great improvement, both as 
regards their personal neatness and the tidiness of their clothing. 

Moleskin or corduroy trousers would he more suitable for the working- 
men and for the unclean cases, as they are more easily washed. 

The staff has been increased by the appointment of a head night Staff, 
attendant, and one day attendant. The former appointment is a most 
important one, as it ensures that the duties of the male night staff are 
properly carried out. The latter has been employed to take the place 
of members of the male staff when absent on their holidays. 

There are now 9 charge and 24 ordinary attendants on the male side, 
and 8 charge and 20 ordinary nurses on the female side— giving a 
proportion of one attendant to about 15 patients, and one nurse to lo 
patients. , , _ . . 

Five male attendants at present hold the certificate of the Medico- Qualifications 
Psychological Association. It is hoped that, during the coming winter, * stall, 
lectures will be given by the medical staff, with the view ot preparing 
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Monaghan tlio junior members for the examination which lias to be passed in 
Asylum, order to obtain this qualification. 

Precautions The means of guarding against danger in case of fire have always 
against fire, received the most anxious consideration of the Committee. 

To day a course of instruction in tire drill was given by the Engineer 
to the male attendants. 

The efficiency and activity exhibited were most commendable and 
every praise is due to the Engineer for the energy, intelligence/ and 
interest he has shown in the matter, as, by his instructions, a most 
efficient fire brigade has been organized. 

As regards the means of exit in case of fire, the doors in the wooden 
buildings now open outwards by an ordinary key. There is in 
addition, a check -lock opened by a special key, which is in ’the 
possession of the charge attendant, and, in his absence, in that of the 
second in charge. It would seem, however, that a key of this kind 
would be more easily found on an emergency, if kept in a box with a 
glass front, which could be broken in the event of fire. 

External and internal hydrants have been provided at all the 
buildings, and escape doors have been erected on both landings of the 
old infirmary, but neither hose for the internal hydrants nor escape 
stairs have yet been provided for this building, although ordered so far 
back as February, 1903, notwithstanding the fact that attention has 
been several times called to the delay. 

As the old infirmary would be a perfect trap in case of fire, such 
delay is inexcusable, and the Committee should at once take measures 
to have the stairs erected by another firm. 

New water A new water supply is About to be obtained from the town, and the 
8upply * pipes are being laid. This supply will, I understand, command the 
roof. 

Suggested There is one suggestion which the Committee will perhaps consider, 
installation 80 as to perfect the means of protection against fire, as well as facilitate

cation. fhe connection of the various detached buildings with the central block 

by telephone. At present there is no means of giving the alarm in 
case of fire at night, except by sending an attendant in person, which 
would, perhaps, cause irreparable delay. 

Religious The Chaplains are constant in their attendance, and their books show 
ministration, that at the last Service in the two Chapels 391 patients (232 men and 
159 women) were present at the celebration of Mass ; 02 patients (31 
men and 31 women) attended the Protestant Episcopalian Service; and 
48 (21 men and 27 women) the Presbyterian Service, so that about 58 
per cent, of the patients are able to attend to their religious duties. 

Having regard to the efforts which the Committee have already

The last entry in the female Case-book is dated the 28th Feb- 
ruary, 1903. 

The last entry in the Medical Journal for the female patients 
is dated the 24th February, 1903. 

The keeping of the Medical Journal is mandatory, under the 
provisions of the Act 8 and 9 Vic., Cap. 107, Section 25. 

The entries to be made in the Case-book are compulsory, under 
the Rules for the management of the asylum, and under the pro- 
visions of the Asylum Books and Records Order. 1900, both of 
which have the force of legislative enactments. It is, therefore, 
the manifest duty of the Committee to see that these books and 
registers are kept up to date. 

The excuse given by the Medical Superintendent for this breach 
of the law is tnat there is not sufficient medical assistance to carry 
out these regulations, as the Committee have refused to appoint a 
second Assistant Medical Officer for the female department. 

The existing resident medical officers — Dr. Finegan, the Medical 
Superintendent, and Dr. Gordon, the Assistant Medical Officer — 
state that their time is fully occupied — that of Dr. Finegan in 
managing the institution, and that of Dr. Gordon in attending to 
the medical care of the patients, and keeping the medical books and 
registers referring to the male patients. 

Dr. Middleton, the Visiting Physician, is at present absent 
through illness, but we understand that he does not consider that 
the keeping of these records comes within the terms and duties of 
his appointment, and, therefore, he refuses to keep them. 

When the institution was reported on last, on the 23rd December, statistics 
1903, there were on the register 898 patients (515 men and 383 
women). Since then 117 (72 men and 45 women) have been 
admitted ; 66 (39 men and 27 women) have been discharged ; and 
35 (17 men and 18 women) have died — leaving on the books at the 
present time the names of 914 patients (531 men and 383 women). 

These figures show an increase of 16 male patients during the 
eight months. There is no change in the numbers on the female 
side. 

One male patient is at present absent on probation. 

One man was, on admission, found not to be insane, and has 
since been discharged. 
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Mtjllksah At present thirty-seven patients contribute towards the cost of 
Aswm. their maintenance, in sums varying from £5 to £30 per annum.

Last year it was decided to give up the wooden building, formerly 
occupied by male patients, for the accommodation of old women 
and for the treatment of female consumptives, but, unfortunately 
the necessary alterations have not yet been carried out. 

These alterations include the construction of a glass roof on the 
balconies, the laying of new floors in the rooms and concrete flooring 
on the balconies, the renewal of the heating apparatus, and the 
painting of the inside and outside walls. 

Every effort should be made t.o have these works completed 
without further delay. 

When completed, the Resident Medical Superintendent intends 
accommodating in this building 42 old women and 25 consumptive 
cases— allowing 500 cubic feet each for the former and 1,000 cubic 
feet for the latter. 

Although the handing over of the building to the females will 
lessen the overcrowding on the female side, there will still be more 
patients than the number for which the buildings on that side 
provide proper accommodation, while, on the male side, also, owing 
to the loss of this building, the accommodation will be insufficient 
for the number resident. 

There is, therefore, no vacant accommodation for fresh 
admissions. 

The Local Government Board have called our attention to the 
refusal of the Committee to admit two male imbeciles from the 
Granarcl Union Workhouse. 

No doubt there is an objection to filling up the wards of a dis- 
trict asylum with such cases, to the exclusion of recent and curable 
cases. On the other hand, these cases were stated to have required 
special care, and no provision for such care existed in the work- 
house, whilst their claims to receive proper treatment are just as 
strong as those of any other insane person. 

Under Section 9 of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, 
the duty of providing suitable accommodation for the insane poor 
of the district devolves on the Asylum Committee, and not on the 
Guardians. It, therefore, behoves the Committee to consider bow 
such accommodation is to be obtained. 
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No provision appears to have been made for the better housing Mulmngar 
of the female staff, some of whom still sleep crowded together in Astxum. 
dormitories. If the Committee wish to retain a dependable staff, Accoa^To- 
some more attractive accommodation than that now provided must dation 
be found. for staff. 

The work carried out by the staff, besides the alterations in the Works carried 
wooden block referred to, embrace the enlargement of the stores out by asylum 
and attendants’ rooms, the laying down of new floors, painting. labour - 
decorating, and repairs throughout the building. 

As regards the means of protection against fire, the escape doors Precautions 
from the wooden buildings would appear sufficient ; and, in the against. Are. 
main block, fire-escape stairs are provided at all dangerous places. 

The grounds at the back of the building are still in a very untidy Condition of 
state, and covered with debris of all sorts. As there is little grounds, 
building work at present going on, it might be possible to level the 
grounds and keep them in order. 

A new day-room has been fitted up in the basement, and is occu- New day-room 
pied by old men. It is a commodious room and suitable for this for male’s, 
class, as, being on the ground floor, it allows easy exit to the open 
air. Additional light is, however, much required, and might be 
obtained by cutting away the bank opposite the windows. No 
sanitary accommodation has yet been provided in connection with 
this room. This is much wanted, as the old people who occupy 
it are unable to walk any distance to a closet. One of the small 
adjoining rooms might be easily utilised for the purpose. 

With the exception of a few noisy men, the patients were quiet Conduct, 
and well behaved. They were decently dressed and clean in their Clothing and 
persons. condition. 

The male clothing is now all bought outside. Only the hospital 
clothing is made in the establishment, although a tailor is employed 
on the staff, and two patients work with him. Most of the boots 
and shoes are, however, made on the premises. 

The behaviour of the patients at dinner was praiseworthy, and Service of 
the meal was served in a decent and orderly manner, although the mealSi 
room was greatly overcrowded, many patients having to take their 
meals in the passage. 

Supper is, we understand, now provided at Petitswood, but the Kitchen at 
patients and attendants have still to find their way down to the chrome block 
main building for their breakfast and dinner, although an excellent no utl ,5ec ' 
kitchen and appliances for cooking have been provided in the new 
block. 

The dinner provided on the day of our visit could not be said Dietary, 
to be either attractive or satisfying — consisting only of bread and 
soup. 

One of the deaths which occurred during the period under review Coroner's 
was the subject of a coroner’s inquest. The cause was found to be m£ l ue9t - 
the bursting of an aneurism of the aorta.

In sixteen cases, or in almost one-half, death was due to tuber- 
cular disease. 

The serious casualties, not ending fatally, were five fractures of 
bones, of which four were accidental. In one case the injury was 
the result of a struggle with the nurses, who were putting the 
patient to bed in the padded room. This patient was a violent 
epileptic. The Medical Superintendent made a careful investiga- 
tion of the circumstances of the case, but no blame could be fixed 
on any of the attendants in connection with the matter. 


The other casualties were a case of orchitis, resulting from a 
kick by another patient, and a scalp wound sustained by falling in 
a fit. 


No restraint No patient has been mechanically restrained since the last report 
was written, but in this interval 23 men and 10 women have been 
Seclusion. secluded, the men on 135 occasions for 898 hours, and the women 
on 20 occasions for 124 hours in all. 


Employment.! 


The returns of employment show that, exclusive of those 
employed in the wards, 54 per cent, of the men, and 50 per cent, 
of the women, do some useful work. One hundred and fifty-six 
men are at work on the farm. This return is creditable to all 
concerned in the management of the asylum, as nothing tends more 
to the improvement and contentment of the insane than useful 
occupation. 


Staff. The staff consists of 35 male, and 24 female attendants — giving a 

proportion of one attendant to 15 patients on the male, and one 
to 16 on the female side. The female staff has been increased by 
one nurse. 


Night staff. Five men and five women are in charge of the patients during 
the night. 

Religious On last Sunday 208 men and 179 women attended Mass, 16 men 

ministration and 6 women went to the Protestant Episcopalian Service, and 3 
men to the Presbyterian Service, so that almost half the patients 
are able to attend to their religious duties. 

Record of The Chaplains’ books are carefully kept, but there appears to 
unerals. be no reason why the entries with regard to funerals should not 
be made in accordance with the statutory regulations. The Clerk 
could, without much trouble, enter the name of the deceased 
patient, and his or her former residence, and the Chaplain could 
make an entry as to whether the funeral was properly carried out 
in each case.

As above shown, only two' patients were confined to bed from 
serious illness. 

All the suicidal and epileptic cases are kept under constant obser- 
vation, and the sma.il number of beds returned as having been wet 
during the night bears testimony to the efficiency of the night 
nursing. 

The death-rate in this asylum, which was unusually high for a 
number of years past, has now fallen to about the average. 

Amongst the deaths during the past year were two from pur- 
pura hsemorrhagica,. A large number resulted from phthisis, and 
for this reason, it would be veiy desirable to provide separate 
accommodation for the patients suffering from this disease, which 
is nowadays recognised as being infectious. 

There were no fatal accidents, nor was a coroner’s inquest deemed 
necessary in any case. 

The cause of death was verified by popt-nwrtenh examination in 
sixteen of the fifty-one cases, or almost a third of the total number. 

In five caseB the patients were suffering from bedsores at the 
time of death. 

During the period under review two patients were attacked by 
enteric fever, with a fatal result in one of the cases. 
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There were also two cases of erysipelas, and one of cellulitis, and Omagh 
a- member of the staff contracted scarlatina, but none of these proved A sylom . 
fatal. 

The number of casualties since last visit shows a great reduction Casualties, 
on previous returns. Five in all were reported, viz. : — fractures of 
bones in five cases, which were recorded as having resulted from 
falls or assaults by other patients. In two of the cases, however, 
the cause of the fracture was not clearly established. 


It is satisfactory to be again able to record that no patient was No seclusion, 
placed in seclusion since last visit, and mechanical restraint by a Ke3traint> 
camisole was only used in the treatment of one patient (a female) 
for 3£ hours, to prevent her from injuring herself.

A contract, has been entered into for the conversion of the room 
formerly used as a Protestant Chapel into dormitory accommoda- 
tion for patients and attendants, and the work has been commenced. 

A great deal of painting, papering, and general repairs has been 
done by the asylum staff, with the. assistance of the patients, since 
last visit, and the piggeries, which were then being erected have 
been completed. The greenhouse has practically been recon- 
structed; a new water supply has been laid on to the farmyard; 
the gas fittings in connection with the new Chapel have been done, 
and the grounds around it have also, been terraced and planted by 
asylum labour. 

I found all the divisions of the asylum clean, and well kept, but 
the ceiling of No 12 dormitory requires to be renewed. 

A comfortable temperature was maintained throughout the 
various wards. 

The accommodation provided in the female hospital, and its 
general condition, are very satisfactory. 

There is, however, an absolute necessity for accommodation of 
the same class on the male side. I would ask the members of the 
Committee to. visit the female hospital, and then go direct to. the 
male infirmary, and I feel sure, that no words of mine would be 
needed to emphasize the comparison between the two, or convince 
them of the necessity for a new male hospital. 

The building originally intended for this purpose, and which is 
now used for the segregation of infectious cases, could, I think, be 
enlarged, and converted into a suitable hospital for the males, 
without incurring any great expenditure. 

A considerable number of the patients are taken out for walks 
along the country roads when the weather permits. 

< The weekly dances are attended, on an average, by 450 patients, 
viz., 250 males and 200 females; and theatrical performances, con- 
certs, and athletic sports are also occasionally provided for their 
amusement.

As stated in previous reports, the excess of attendances over the 
numbers resident is explained by the fact that nearly all the 
Protestant patients attend the three Protestant services. 

I had the bed-clothing weighed in four instances taken at ran- Bed clotting, 
dom, and found the weight to be 18 lbs. 10 oz., 18 lbs. 2 oz., 17 lbs., 
and 15£ lbs., respectively. The last is certainly, in my opinion, too 
light for this time of the year. 

Amongst the patients I found a number of persons who> had emi- Returned 
grated to America, and afterwards returned, or were sent home, emigrants, 
and some of whom, there is reason to believe, had been deported 
to this country by the American Government. 

Few complaints were made to me by the patients. I had a special Case for 
interview with one, a female, who complained of being illegally special 
detained, and who, certainly, did not at the time of my visit con3U era cn 
exhibit any evidence of insanity. In the records of her case, how- 
ever, there are certain statements with regard to her conduct, 
which, if substantiated, would justify the assumption that she is 
morally insane. This case will, therefore, receive further con- 
sideration. 

In previous reports I called attention to the necessity for in- 
creasing the staff, but no additions to the number of the attendants 
appear to have been yet made. The increase in the number of 
patients, which has since taken place, emphasizes the necessity for 
some augmentation of the staff in charge of them. 

I examined the statutory books and records, and found them Record?, 
properly written up. The registers and books in charge of the 
Clerk bear evidence of his careful attention to his duties, while the Efficiency of 
Case-books continue to be kept in an admirable manner by Dr. Agg . gtan ' 
O’Doherty, the Assistant Medical Officer, whose zeal and efficiency Metlical 
deserve every commendation. Officer.

Provision of Since the last Report was made on this asylum, its condition 
separate ac- has been improved in several respects. Among the more lrnport- 
commodation ail t improvements may be mentioned the conversion of the quarters 
paheSs^ formerly occupied by the Medical Superintendent into accommo- 
dation for private patients paying low rates of board. This work 
which is now almost completed, will provide excellent sitting 
rooms and bedrooms, with sanitary accommodation. These rooms 
are entirely separate from the general wards, and should prove a 
great boon to patients who have seen better days, and feel a 
natural repugnance to associating with all classes of patients in 
Alterations in tile g enera l wards. Extensive structural alterations are also in 
female progress in the female house, embracing new entrances, staircases, 
house. and a new passage leading to the dining-room. These alterations 
will provide commodious entrances to the various wards, and will 
have the desirable effect of dividing up the day-rooms occupied by 
the more troublesome patients. The connecting passage has been 
artistically finished, and forms a bright and cheerful corridor of 
communication with the other wards. 

The back wing is still in the hands of the contractors. The 
works to be carried out in it include the provision of a new bay., 
which will serve as a dayroom. 

Precautions Steps have also been taken to improve the means of escape in 
in case of fire, case of fire, by providing additional fire-escape stairs, and, in the 
wooden buildings, by making additional doors opening outwards. 

Fire alarm stations, with electric connections, are also being 
erected throughout the various buildings, and at the same time 
a new electric recording ajoparatus is about to be established. 
Condition of Unfortunately, as yet, no improvements have been carried out 
tion ^ ie ma ^ e house, where the wards are still dark and dreary in 
a ' the extreme, the floors are worn out, the ventilation is deficient, 
and the accommodation for the sick is defective and unsuitable. 

It is to be hoped that the good work of renovation, which has 
been begun in the female wards, will be continued until all parts 
of the institution have been remodelled. 

Provision of the grounds, two very fine ball alleys have been erected bv

Of these numbers 1,428 (729 men and 699 women) are resident 
at the Richmond, and 1,287 (689 men and 598 women) at Port- 
rane Asylum. 

These returns show an increase during the period under review 
of 95 patients, but the admissions appear to have somewhat fallen 
off, as compared with similar returns for the past two years. 

The percentage of deaths on the daily average number resident Death rate, 
during the period of little more than a year since last inspection 
was 8 * 4. 

In 60-4 per cent, of the cases the cause of death was verified Autopsies, 
by post-mortem examination, a return which shows the interest 
taken by the medical staff in the safety of the patients, and in 
the prosecution of pathological research, for which this institution 
offers so wide a field. 

In three cases the Coroner considered it advisable to hold an Coroner's 
inquest. Of these cases, two were preceded by falls resulting in Inquests. 

/ broken bones, but in neither was the accident found to have been 
the cause of death. In the third case death was found to have 
. been due to apoplexy. 

' There were 12 other casualties not ending fatally, resulting in Casualties, 

nine cases in fractured bones from falls or assaults by other 
patients, in one case in a fractured rib, sustained in a struggle when 
being medically examined, and in two cases in self-inflicted wounds 
of the throat. 

General paralysis was returned as the cause of death in almost General 
12 per cent, of the cases, and at present there are 40 patients, or paralysis. 
2-8 per cent., suffering from that disease. 

Consumption was returned as the cause in 29-6 per cent, of Consumption, 
the deaths, and 79 patients, or 5 ■ 6 per cent, were found to have Zyraotic 
contracted this disease. Only 1 * 2 per cent, of the deaths were disease, 
due to dysentery, by which disease 8 patients were attacked. Six 
female patients and one male attendant suffered from enteric fever, 

10 from diarrhoea, and 9 from erysipelas.

Nine per cent, of the patients are epileptics, and more than two 
per cent, are considered _ actively suicidal. One hundred and 
eighteen epileptic and suicidal patients sleep under continuous 
supervision. 

Only two wet beds were found on the nrst morning of inspec- 
tion, and eighty-four patients were raised during the night. This 
return does credit to the night nursing staff. 

There is no record of the use of restraint, but seclusion was 
resorted to in the treatment of 52 men and 10 women, on 525 
occasions for 4,200 hours in the cases of the men, and on 522 
occasions for 2,909 hours on the female side. 

During the visit, the male patients were wonderfully quiet and 
well behaved, having regard to the fact that some of the dayrooms 
for the more turbulent patients are so large that too many of the 
excitable class are brought together. On the female side the 
result of dividing these rooms and reducing the overcrowding is 
most satisfactory, as peace and contentment seemed to prevail. 

It is to be hoped that, when the alterations are completed, the 
rooms given up to the troublesome women will be rendered as 
attractive as the others, which are made bright and cheerful by 
cheap decorations and objects of interest. 

The clothing of both sexes was of excellent material, and well 
made. The gowns of the women were sufficiently varied in colour. 
The patients were neat and clean both in their persons and their 
clothing. 

Industrial occupations still receive due attention. Nearly all 
the material used in the establishment for the patients’ clothing 
is now made within its walls. 

Exclusive of those only engaged at bed-making, 75 per cent, of 
the men and 79 per cent, of the women find some useful occupa- 
tion. 

Country walks are taken once a week, and all patients employed 
in the workshops are allowed to take part in these excursions. 

Eight hundred and fifty patients attend the associated enter- 
tainments, and 50 per cent, are able to be present at their res- 
pective places of worship. 

The Chaplains are constant in their attendance, and the regula- 
tions with reference to interments by the asylum are carefully 
attended to. 

The amounts contributed from private sources towards main- 
tenance are stated to have largely increased, and every effort is 
being made to obtain payment for patients possessed of any means 
of support. 

The staff of attendants appears to be numerically strong, and to 
be satisfactory as regards ‘personnel. In actual charge of the 
patients there are, including temporary attendants, on the male 
side 2 Head Attendants, 8 Charge Attendants, and 47 ordinary 
attendants, giving a proportion of one attendant to over 13 
patients. On the female side there are 2 Head Nurses, 10 Charge 
Nurses, and 41 nurses, giving a proportion of one nurse to over 13 
patients. 

Dr. Conolly Norman is assisted by five Medical Officers. 

The Case-books, which are illustrated by photographs, are kept 
in a manner instructive to all interested in the study of insanity, 
and reflect credit on the whole medical staff.

On the annual inspection of this asylum, the various blocks Re-occupation 
were found to be occupied, and one of the wooden buildings has of wooden 
again been opened for the accommodation of patients. building. 

Having regard to the excellent accommodation and appliances, 
and the healthy surroundings of this asylum, it is to be regretted 
that the wards should be almost entirely filled with epileptics, 
imbeciles, and dements. 

If arrangements could be made by which a certain proportion Suggested 
of newly-admitted cases could be sent in the first instance to this treatment of 
institution, it would undoubtedly prove of advantage in their new cases in 
treatment. this Asylum. 

The various wards and corridors were found in good order, the Condition of 
floors well polished, and the rooms decently furnished. The beds war ^ s> 
are of the latest type, and are supplied with good and clean bed- Beds. 
ding. There is, however, a decided want in the dayrooms of objects of 
pictures, birds, plants, flowers, and the other surroundings tending interest, &c., 
to interest and amuse the insane, and thus promoting quietude required, 
and contentment. These essentials in the furnishing of all modern 
asylums would certainly not add appreciably to the yearly cost, 
and would do much to lessen the expenditure caused by broken 
glass and torn clothes. 

The patients, both men and women, were quiet and well behaved. Conduct. 

The men’s clothing is good, but the greater number of both men Clothing, 
and women are of very untidy habits, requiring a great deal of 
care and attention to keep them clean. 

A more plentiful supply of slippers on the male side would tend 
much to the preservation of the polished floors. 

The women still continue to wear their summer dresses, which 
have become rather shabby, and it is to be hoped that the winter 
supply will soon be given out. 

The men were seen at dinner in the dining hall. The service Service of 
of the meal appeared to be carried out with fair rapidity, but meals, 
the patients are too crowded at the tables, thus rendering super- 
vision difficult. A large proportion of the women have to dine in 
the hall after the men. Many of the more helpless and feeble 
women, however, dine in the smaller dining halls attached to their 
blocks.

Oil both days the food appeared to be excellent, and ample 
in quantity. 

The well-designed and commodious stores were found in excel- 
lent order, and none of the articles of food seen could be fpund 
fault with. 

A large proportion of the meat used m the asylum, and nearly 
the full supply of milk required both for this institution and for 
the Richmond Asylum, are supplied from the farm. 

The Bakery, which is fitted with modern machinery, supplies, 
with economical results, the bread used in the establishment. 

Some of the material for clothing and bedding is manufactured 
by the looms lately put up, and is afterwards made up for the men 
in the shops, and for the women in the female wards. 

A number of new industries, such as weaving, mat and brush- 
making, have also been introduced into the numerous and spacious 
workshops attached to the Asylum. 

The returns of employment show that, excluding patients only 
engaged at housework, 34 per cent, of the men and 35 per cent, of 
the women do some useful work. Eighty-one men are engaged on 
the farm, and 37 in levelling the ground. 

The percentages of patients engaged in useful work are below the 

average very much below similar returns for the Richmond, for 

instance. Having regard to the facilities for healthful occupation 
which this institution affords, it is to be regretted that greater advan- 
tage cannot be taken of them. The larger proportion of the male 
patients here at present are either too demented or too infirm for 
manual labour. 

The levelling and laying out of the grounds surrounding the institu- 
tion still affords healthy occupation for a number of patients and 
attendants, and will continue to do so for some years to come. 

This work on the female side has made considerable progress, but on 
the male side the great heaps of earth left by the contractors will take 
a considerable time to remove. 

In addition to this work the staff have erected a large timber shed 
in the farmyard, and have done a considerable amount of field 
drainage. 

The electric lighting has been extended to the farmyard, and to the 
wooden block now occupied by patients. 

The provision of cottages for married attendants continues to occupy 
the attention of the Committee. Five cottages, in addition to the six 
already completed, are at present in progress. The provision of such 
accommodation cannot but have a good effect upon the staff of the 
asylum, both in the direction of rendering the position more attractive, 
and in securing the permanent services of suitable persons. 

As regards the water supply, a large storage reservoir, holding 
fourteen days’ supply, has been constructed in conjunction with a 
distributing water tower, which commands the main building. In 
addition, a seven inch main has been laid from the Newtown "Water- 
works. 

A Mortuary, with rooms fitted with appliances for pathological 
work, is in course of erection. 

There are at present 1,286 patients in the wards — 688 men and 598 
women. During the year one woman has been admitted ; 288 patients 
have been transferred from the Richmond Asylum ; 13 have been 
discharged; 5 have been sent back to the Richmond ; and 56 have died. 
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The deaths are all returned as due to natural causes. 

In no case was a Coroner’s Inquest considered necessary. 

One death is returned as due to Colitis, and 13 men and 2 women Deaths, 
■were attacked with Erysipelas, happily without any fatal issue. No inquests. 

Only one post-mortem examination has been made. It is to be Zymotic 
hoped that when the new Mortuary is opened, an incentive will be disease, 
given to scientific work. Autopsy. 

The casualties were six in number — all resulting in fractures of Casualties, 
bones, caused either by accidental falls or by assaults by other 
patients. 

Only 23 patients — 7 men and 16 women — were found in bed, and the Health, 
general health is at present satisfactory. 

8-8 per cent of the patients are epileptics ; 1 man and 4 women are 
returned as suffering from General Paralysis; and 221, or 17 per cent, 
are stated to be of unclean habits. This morning only 4 beds were 
found wet, which speaks well for the attention of the night staff. 

The records of restraint and seclusion show that restraint has not No restraint 
been resorted to during the year, but 4 men were secluded on 18 Seclusion, 
occasions for 80 hours, and 3 women on 28 occasions for 214 hours. 

The staff in immediate charge of the patients at present consists, on Staff, 
the male side, of 8 Charge Attendants and 41 Attendants, and on the 
female side of 7 Charge Nurses and 37 Nurses — giving a proportion of 
one attendant to over 14 male patients, and of one nurse to over 13 
females. On each side, two of the staff are daily absent on pass, and 
at present four nurses are on sick leave, which reduces the staff 
materially. 

During the night a chief and seven subordinate attendants, of each Night 
sex, are in charge of the male and female departments, respectively. nursmg *

troublesome patients are under continuous night supervision. 

Three hundred and fifty-six men and two hundred women were Religious 
present at Mass last Sunday, whilst 62 men and 46 women attended ministration, 
the Protestant service, in the very handsome chapels built for each 
denomination. 

The Chaplains are constant in their attendance, and their hooks are interments 
carefully written up. A separate book is now kept showing that 

funerals of patients were carried out in accordance with the regulations.

The prescribed books would require to be more carefully kept. No Records, 
notes as regards some of the old male cases have been made for a 
considerable time in the Case-book. The Medical Journal should be 
written up once a week. No separate Admission, Discharge, or Daily 
Statement Book is kept in this institution, as only one set of books is 
kept at the Richmond for both asylums. . 

As regards the protection of the buildings against fire, additional 
hose, together with a car on which to carry it from place to place, 
has been obtained. The substitution of electric light for gas has 
added to the safety of the wooden building at present occupied.

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SLIGO DISTRICT ASYLUM. 

The last inspection of this institution was made on the 13th 
April, 1904. 

Since that date the Roman Catholic Chapel has been completed, 
and the building is now utilised fo-r Divine Service. This handsome 
edifice is fully fitted up, and will prove a boon to the Catholic 
patients. 

The Protestant Chapel is almost completed, but has not yet been 
made use of. There does not appear to be any valid reason, how- 
ever, why it should not be opened for Sunday services. 

The female wards can, therefore, now be entirely given up for 
the use of the patients, and there can be no excuse for allowing the 
new rooms in the basement to remain any longer idle. 

So far as the female side is concerned, the accommodation is 
sufficient, if these new apartments in the basement were furnished 
and occupied. 

Under the present conditions, we found some of the old day- 
rooms on the female side disgracefully overcrowded. In the ward 
set apart for the more troublesome women, the number occupying 
the dayroom was prejudicial both to the patients’ comfort and their 
mental improvement. 

Unfortunately, with the exception of the opening of the Catholic 
Chapel, the building remains in the same condition as at the last 
inspection. No steps appear to have been taken to remedy the 
various defects then pointed out. 

The roof of one of the male dining-rooms, to which attention has 
been called in previous reports, is still in the hands of the contractor. 
The scaffolding is there; the wood-block flooring, which burst from 
its bed owing to the rain having been allowed to get in, lies piled 
in one corner of the room ; but there are no signs of any efforts to 
complete the work of repair. 

In the wards, both on the male and female side, the plaster is 
off the walls ; the windows of the single rooms are still hoarded 
up, as there are no shutters to protect them ; and everywhere the 
walls and internal wood-work are stained and dirty — painting and 
whitewashing being badly wanted. 

The floors of the sanitary annexes remain in the same defective 
and insanitary condition. 

The number of rats which infest the ground floor would point to 
some defect in the drain pipes. 

The contracts for the structural alterations and additions to the 
asylum are at present the subject of arbitration, and, until t e 
matters in dispute are decided, it is presumed that no improvement 
in the condition of the institution can be expected. 

In the sleeping rooms the bedding was, in many cases, m a 
neglected state, the sheets torn, and the blankets dirty. 
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Except in the infirmary, no bolster covers or pillows are provided. Sligo 

Asvi/um. 

No improvement has taken place in the service of the meals. The R r ~ f 
food is still served in tin porringers, and there are neither knives, ‘ m e e r a]g ce ° 
forks, plates, nor table-cloths. An excellent dinner of bacon and 
cabbage was provided on one of the days of our visit, but the 
manner in -which it was served rendered it repulsive, and seemed 
to degrade rather than improve the habits of the patients. 

When the last annual report on this asylum was written, on the Statistics 
9th September, 1903, there were 682 patients — 403 males and 279 
females — resident. Since then 128 — 71 males and 57 females — have 
been admitted ; 49 — 27 men and 22 women — have been discharged ; 
and 81 — 43 males and 38 females — have died — leaving on the 
register the names of 680 patients — 404 men and 276 women — 
which shows an increase of one man, and a decrease of three women 
during the period under review. 

As heretofore, the death-rate has been high — amounting to 11*7 Deathfi - 
per cent, on the daily average number resident — that for all Ireland 
being 7‘8 for last year. 

Amongst the deaths was one which resulted from suicide, into Suicide * 
the circumstances connected with which we have just held an in- 
quiry on oath, and our report on the evidence is now forwarded for 
the information of the Committee. 

Tne patient referred to (J.C.) was a notoriously suicidal case. 

He was confined to bed in a single room in the hospital, where, on 
the night of the 10th August, he strangled himself by means of 
a sheet put round the sash cord of the window of his room. 

In our report on this occurrence, we again call attention to the 
want of an observation dormitory at this asylum, where suicidal 
patients could be protected from their dangerous propensities, and 
we suggest that in future all the attendants in charge should sign 
the book in which the notice of the suicidal propensities of the 
patients is recorded. 

We further point out that no tell-tale clock, or other means of 
ascertaining the watchfulness of the night staff, is in use. 

Two deaths from enteric fever are recorded. During the past Zymotic 
year, 3 male, 7 female patients, and 1 male attendant were at- disease, 
tacked by this disease. There has been one death from dysentery, 
and 30 from tubercular disease.

The registers of restraint and seclusion show that 5 men and 
2 women have been secluded, the men on 69 occasions for 780 hours, 
and the women on 7 occasions for 76 hours; whilst restraint was 
resorted to in 4 cases for 1,153 hours in all, since last inspection. 


In one of the female wards we found an old woman tied in her 
chair, of which treatment there was no record. In an institution 
such as this, restraint should never be resorted to without an order

Empfoyment. women, are occupied at some kind of work. These are fair 
averages, as compared with other asylums. The number of women 
employed in the laundry, however, has not increased. Having 
regard to the fact that an excellent laundry lias been provided it 
is to be regretted that more energy is not shown in the washing of 
the linen. 

Escapes. Only four escapes, in each of which cases the patients were absent 

for one night, are reported. It is satisfactory to find that such 
occurrences, which formerly were so frequent, have decreased. 

Insufficient The staff in charge of the patients consists, on the male side, of 
staff. 7 charge and 12 deputy attendants, and on the female side, of 6 

charge and 9 deputy nurses — giving a proportion of one male 
attendant to 21 patients, and of one nurse to 18 patients. This 
proportion of attendants to patients is quite insufficient to provide 
for the proper care of the insane, nor can any improvement in their 
condition be expected until a staff strong enough to ensure proper 
supervision, and sufficiently trained to bring about a higher standard 
of care and cleanliness, is obtained. The night staff consists of 
three attendants on each side. 

Two additional nurses — one for day and one for night duty- 
have been appointed, but, in order to provide a staff in any way 
adequate to meet the requirements of the number of female 
patients, at least five additional nurses are wanted. As there is 
now sufficient accommodation for these, the Committee, with the 
view of freeing themselves from responsibility, ought to consider the 
advisability of raising the proportion of nurses to female patients. 

Religious Almost 40 per cent, of the patients are able to attend to their 
ministration, religious duties. 

The chaplains pay frequent visits, and adhere to the regulations 
laid clown for the performance of the duties of their office.

In six cases the cause of death was verified by jwst-mortem exami- Autopsies, 
nation. In four cases bed sores were found at death. 

Five serious casualties were reported, viz.: — Casualties. 

(1.) Fracture of the right thigh from a fall in a corridor. 

(2.) Wound of scalp caused by the patient striking his head 
against the wall with suicidal intent. 

(3.) Fracture of the bone of right thumb, caused in a struggle 
with the attendants. The Committee investigated this 
case, and came to the conclusion that there was no 
evidence as to the particular person by whom the injury 
. ; _ was inflicted.

(5.) Rupture of the urethra. A sworn inquiry has just been 
held in this case, and the report and evidence are before 
the Committee. No evidence has, however, been 
brought forward to show how the injury was inflicted. 

Eleven men and ten women were found in bed. 

During the year, the only cases of zymotic disease which occurred 
in the asylum were two of enteric fever, and one of erysipelas. 

The returns of restraint and seclusion show that 15 men and 24 
women were secluded, the men on 103 occasions for 600 hours, and 
the women on 427 occasions for 2,549 hours. Restraint was resorted 
to in the treatment of 11 patients — 6 with the strait vest and 5 
with gloves — to prevent self injury and the removal of surgical 
dressings. 

The behaviour of the patients, both males and females, has 
improved. Tne inmates of the female acute ward were somewhat 
quieter ancl less noisy. There is no doubt that in this asylum there 
is more than the due proportion of turbulent, and destructive 
patients. For this it is difficult to ascribe a reason, but it necessi- 
tates the employment of a strong and well-trained staff, who, by 
constant care and supervision, will in time inculcate habits of self- 
control and propriety. I have no doubt that when the new blocks 
are opened, when there arc fewer patients in each ward, and when 
there is more elbow room, a marked improvement will be seen. 

The dress and personal appearance of both sexes are satisfactory. 
It is difficult to keep the clothing of the troublesome and dirty 
. patients tidy, but they appeared to receive a good deal of attention. 

The behaviour of the patients in the dining-hall was particularly 
good ; the meal was served with order and regularity ; the food was 
good, and appeared to be enjoyed. 

The stores were tidy and well kept, and the goods supplied under 
contract are said to be of proper quality. 

As regards the present staff in charge of the patients, the returns 
show that it comprises, for day duty, 22 men and 20 women — giving 
a proportion of one male attendant to 13 men, and one nurse to 
over 12 women. For night duty there are 2 men and 3 women. 
When the new wards are opened, a redistribution of the attendants 
and nurses will be found necessary, and some additions will be 
called for. 

The returns of employment show that, exclusive of ward cleaners, 
31 per cent, of the men and 49 per cent, of the women find some 
work to do. It is to be hoped that, in a short time, a larger number 
of the male patients will engage in some occupation, as the Com- 
mittee have done so much to encourage industry by appointing 
artizans of various trades to the staff. An upholsterer has now 
been added, who ought to be able to employ many of the more 
helpless patients at picking hair. Weaving is still carried on with 
great success, and provides a great deal of tweed for the male 
patients’ wear. 
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About three-fourths of the patients are able to attend Mass, and Waxrrford 
for their benefit two Masses are celebrated every Sunday. Sixteen Asylum. 
patients attend the Protestant Service. The Chaplains are constant Religious 
in their attendance, and the Rules with regard to burials are suit- ministration, 
ably carried out. Burials. 

The Case-books and other medical records continue to be care- R ec0 rtls. 
fully kept, and reflect credit on Dr. FitzGerald, the Assistant

On my visit to this licensed house I found 11 gentlemen and 23 inspected on 
ladies resident under certificates, while 2 gentlemen and 1 lady 21st April, 
reside in the institution as voluntary boarders. 

During the interval which has elapsed since the last visit, 2 males Numbers, 
and 7 females have been admitted ; 3 of each sex have been dis- 
charged ; and one lady has died of general debility. 

Amongst the voluntary boarders the following changes have y olimtar 
taken place: — At the time of the last visit 1 gentleman and 3 boarders." 
ladies were resident in that capacity. Since then 1 gentleman has 
been received and 2 ladies, to whose mental unfitness to reside as 
voluntary boarders attention was called by my colleague, have 
left. 

The certified patient, to whom my colleague also called atten- Unsuitable 
tion, is still in the saute excited condition. I found her in her case, 
bedroom, but she had been out in the open air. In my opinion 
she would be better managed in an institution with a stronger 
staff. 

A serious casualty occurred on the morning of my visit, just Death of 
before my arrival. A lady, not long in the house, who, though 
rather depressed and restless, was not returned as suicidal, inflicted i, urn8 . 
on herself serious and extensive injuries by burning. The nurse 
states that after getting the patient up she left the 
room for a few minutes. On returning she found the 
patient enveloped in flames, having set her night dress 
on fire. The nurse immediately quenched the fire by 
rolling the patient in blankets, and called the doctor, who 
happened to be close at hand, but extensive burns to the face, arms, 
and legs had been sustained. The patient has since died, She is 
supposed to have ignited her clothes with a match which she ha 
picked up when out walking, and had secreted in her bed. As the 
patient was not stated to be suicidal, and as no explicit instructions 
had been given as to constant supervision, the nurse earn only -e 
held responsible for an error of judgment in leaving her charge 
alone ; but it is unfortunate that she did not realise the clangei o 
doing so, just after the patient had got out of bed, when sue 
cage? are usually more depressed. 
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The maimer in which the injuries were inflicted points also 
to the importance of constantly examining the clothing of such 
patients, so as to guard against the secreting of matches and other 
dangerous articles. 

Both ladies and gentlemen, with the exception of the excited case 
already referred to, were quiet and well behaved. They were fairly 
neat and tidy in their persons. . 

One gentleman, with whom I had a long interview, made com- 
plaints about various matters appertaining to the administration 
of the asylum. Although some of these statements were apparently 
coherent they were so mixed up with others, which were the out- 
come of his delusions, that they also- must be considered as the re- 
sult of the morbid view which lie takes of his surroundings. 

Restraint does not appear to have been resorted to during the 
period under- review, but one lady lias been secluded on four oc- 

ca 0iitdoor exercise is enjoyed in walking, driving, and playing golf. 
Some of the ladies do a little gardening. 

Clergymen of different religious denominations visit, and hold 
services in the institution. 

The new buildings are now almost completed. They will provide 
apartments for Dr. Allen's family, whilst his present- rooms will he 
given up for the patients’ use. A now approach has also been made. 

The- rooms are clean and in good order. 

When the new rooms are being fitted up for the patients use, it 
is to be hoped that additional sanitary accommodation, including a 
bathroom, will also 1 be provided. 

The dinner, at which I was present, was served with due regard 
to the, usages of civilisation, and the food was of good quality and 
well cooked. 

The staff consists of five male attendants — one night man, and 
seven nurses. 

The books and registers, including the case-book, are properly 
kept.

There are resident in this licensed house on this date 11 gentlemen 
and 21 ladies, in addition to 2 gentlemen who’ reside as voluntary 
boarders. Both of the latter seem suitable cases for remaining m 
that capacity. They are gentlemen of intelligence and education, 
and expressed themselves as being quite contented and satisfied wi 
their surroundings and treatment. 

At the last inspection, on the 21st April this year, there weie 
11 gentlemen and 23 ladies in residence under certificates. . in ® 
changes which have taken place since then have been the admissio 
of one gentleman and two ladies ; the discharge of one gent ema 
and thr^e ladies; and the death of one lady, 
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In the same period one gentleman has been admitted as a Abmaoh 
voluntary boarder, and a gentleman and a lady who were residin'* Hktheat, 
in this capacity have left. ; ° — 

The lady referred to in my colleague’s report of the 26th Death from 
April, as having received severe burns through setting her clothes self-inflicted 
on fire, died four days after she receved the injuries. This sad bu ™ s - 
occurrence was the subject of a Coroner’s inquest, and the Jury 
returned a verdict of accidental death — adding a rider that no 
blame was attached to anyone in connection with the matter. 

The lady referred to in our last two reports as being very 
excited, lias now been removed. 

Of the two ladies admitted since last inspection, one is tin- Removal of 
doubtedly insane. I had a prolonged interview with the other unsuitable 
lady, who suffers from, a. discharge from the ear, and is very deaf. case * 

I was, however, unable during my interview to detect any evidence decent 
of insanity in her case, and, although this is her second admission, a,l,nissions - 
neither does the case-book indicate, nor could Dr. Allen furnish Case in "which 
any definite proof of her mental derangement. Prior to admission she ZtSlSto ° f 
resided with an older sister and an aunt, and any excitement which observed, 
she may have exhibited possibly resulted from family disagreements 
and incompatibility of temper, rather than from actual insanity. 

Further inquiries will, therefore, be made into her case, and mean- 
time she will be kept under close observation. 

Another lady wlio'has been for some time resident in the asylum Case for 
has now recovered, and would seem to me fit for’ discharge. discharge. 

I also had an interview with a patient who has made frequent Case for 
complaints to us with regard to 1 his detention and treatment.

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There is no record of either restraint or seclusion having been 
resorted to, but one of the newly-admitted patients was found in 
his bedroom, in which he was sitting reading, with a. box of piatches 
at his hand. The door was not locked, but no patient should be al- 
lowed to have matches in his bedroom, nor should a newly-admitted 
patient be thus left out of the reach of supervision. 

The gentlemen were as a rule tidy, but in many cases their 
clothing was much worn and shabby. It is stated that it is found 
impossible to obtain a renewal of clothing when worn out, from 
the relatives. Arrangements should, therefore, he made by which 
a , supply of clothing should be provided by the managers of the 
institution in the first place, and then charged for, with the cost of 
maintenance. This would insure that the patients would be 
respectably and suitably clothed. 

The books and registers are now written up to date. The Case- 
book was produced with the old cases brought forward in it. The 
entries are, however, merely brief epitomes of the histories of the 
patients; there are no notes of the progress of each case, or of 
the changes which occur from week to week in the mental condition 
of the patients under care. Notes should be entered by the 
Medical Officer once a. week in the recently admitted cases, fer- 
tile first month, and in chronic cases at least once in every six 
months — such entries to describe, as far as possible, the mental con- 
dition of the patient. This we must insist on having carried out. 

The alterations made since last visit include the provision of a 
useful dining-room, next their day-room, for the more troublesome 
patients. 

Following th® Continental custom, stoves have been substituted 
for open fires in some of the day-rooms. These may give more heat, but 
they certainly are not in accordance with our ideas of comfort, and 
the wire gratings used to protect them are repulsive and prison- 
like. 

It is proposed to remove the partitions of the end rooms of the top 
corridor, and tln-ow all the space into a dormitory. This will be an 
improvement, as patients of the class under detention here are better ill 
association. The existing rooms on this story are very shabby, and the 
floors are decaying 

Seventeen patients are said to occupy their time at light garden 
and house work; 25 go out walking in the country ; and 4 are sent 
out driving. 

Magic lantern entertainments are said to have boon given for the 
patients’ amusement. 

The ministration of religion continues as heretofore. 

The staff now consists of twelve of the Brethren and seven at- 
tendants, of whom one acts as night attendant.

The 
plea of ignorance of the statutory requirements cannot in future be 
received as an excuse for the infringement of the law, and, if at 
future visits similar irregularities a-re found, it will be our duty 
to' bring the matter under the consideration of the Lord Chancellor. 

When the institution was last- visited there were 41 patients in Numbers, 
residence. Since then 3 certified patients and 1 voluntary hoarder 
have been admitted; no one has been discharged; nor has any 
death been recorded, so that there are now 44 certified patients, 
and 1 voluntary boarder under care. 

The three gentlemen admitted appear to be suitable cases for Recent 
asylum treatment. admissions. 

One patient shows evidence of improvement, and it is hoped will 
soon be discharged. 

The voluntary boarder suffers from chronic alcoholism. He voluntary 
only remains here until a suitable home is found for him elsewhere, boarder.

The gentlemen were fairly tidy. The greater number were in Condition, 
the large pleasure grounds.

BLOOMFIELD INSTITUTION FOR THE INSANE. 

There are at present in residence 30 patients — II gentlemen and 
19 ladies— and one old gentleman who lias resided in tile institution 
for some years as a voluntary boarder. Since the last visit, 2 ladies 
have been admitted; 3 have been discharged; and 2 have died. 
There has been no change amongst the gentlemen. The deaths 
were due to cerebral haemorrhage, and to heart disease, respectively. 

At present three ladies are at the seaside with the Matron, 
residing in a house taken for their benefit.. All the others appear 
in good bodily health, with the exception of the old gentleman, 
who resides as a voluntary hoarder. He has become very feeble, 
and is almost, constantly confined to bed. 

According to the records there has been no occasion to use 
mechanical restraint, but. one patient, who has lately been dis- 
charged, was secluded on five occasions for twenty hours. 

Both ladies and gentlemen were fairly neat and tidy, tho-ngli 
some — especially of the gentlemen— -require much attention. 

Four gentlemen and ifi ladies go out driving, and 2 gentlemen 
are able to take country walks.

A garden party has been given, for which a band was provided.

This cottage is still in process of being remodelled. The improve- 
ments at the other cottage, including the erection of a new bath- 
room, and a hot water installation, are now completed. Painting 
and papering continue to be carried out in both houses, and some 
new furniture has been obtained. 

As regards the means of escape in case of five, alternate exits Precautions 
exist from all the sleeping rooms, except from the small cottage ; against fire, 
but, when the alterations in this building' are completed, additional 
means of escajoe will be provided. 

As to the means of dealing with an outbreak of fire, there are 
pumps, buckets, and a supply of chemical extincteurs. But the 
water supply is not sufficient to cope with a fire of any extent, nor 
are there any hydrants, so that the provision of safe and numerous 
exits must be entirely depended on as a means of saving the patients 
in the event of fire. 

The Case-books continue to afford full and carefully-detailed Medical 
scientific information with regard to the progress of the various liccori3s * 
cases, and give satisfactory evidence of the care and intelligence 
shown in the treatment of the patients. 

As regards the medical staff, Dr. Beatty now acts as Assistant Medical 
Medical Officer, and Mr. Thompson as Resident Pupil. Staff.

During the interval which had elapsed since the last visit was Restraint, 
paid, the records of restraint and seclusion show that there has 
been a recourse to restraint in the treatment of one gentleman for 
considerable periods both by strait vest and wet pack, and one 
lady was wet packed on five occasions for a. total period of 17 hours.

One of the ladies’ cottages has been remodelled, and the sitting- 
room of the other has been painted, whilst a new fire-place 
has been put in one of the day-rooms in the main house. A water 
closet with the necessary drainage has been put up in the gentle- 
men’s house. 

Dr. Beatty has left, and Messrs. Woods and Kelly arc at present 
acting as Clinical Assistants. 

The manner in which the various books are kept continues to 
reflect great credit on the Medical Staff.

During the interval which has elapsed since this licensed house 
was last reported on, 3 gentlemen have been admitted ; 2 have been 
discharged; and 2 have died — leaving 19 resident under certificates. 

The deaths occurred : One, at the age of 97, from embolism and 
senility — the other, at the age of 80, from mitral regurgitation. 

The two cases lately admitted (the third had recovered and been 
discharged) require asylum treatment. 

At present there is no one fit for discharge. 

The records of restraint and seclusion have no entries of seclusion. 
Restraint was resorted to with one patient for a few minutes. This 
patient was acutely maniacal, and, as lie refused food, it was found 
necessary to feed him with the oesophageal tube, which he violently 
resisted. For this reason restraint was resorted to. The padded 
belt used, however, is not in accordance with the Circular of the 
26th May, 1897, and should not be employed in future. 

The patient® were all quiet and well behaved. 

Their condition as regards personal neatness and individual care 
is satisfactory.

re-admitted. Subsequently, in Dr. Osbura-e s opinion, he had im- 
proved so much that the precautions for his protection were re- 
laxed. On the evening of the 7th instant the patient was left in 
the day-room, from which he wandered into another patient’s bed- 
room, and, having secured a piece of web-strap., he hanged himself 
with it from the bars of the window. 

In our opinion the withdrawal of supervision in this case— so 
lately brought hack to- the asylum — and still evincing occasional 
symptoms of depression, was an error of judgment-.

The records of restraint and seclusion show that since last visit 
one gentleman has been restrained for one hour on three occasions, 
and 2 ladies have worn a. strait waistcoat, one on one occasion for 
12 hours, and the other onco for 6 hours. 

Both ladies and gentlemen were neat and tidy in their dress and

The wards are bright, decently furnished, and well supplied with 
flowers and objects of interest.

I understand that in the latter case the gentleman received a 
cut on the head from a fall, bub this is said to have in no way 

accelerated his end. . . 

I saw the certificates of the now admissions. They appear to 
be properly filled up, with tlie exception of one, where the second 
medical certificate has not yet been completed, but this will be 
done within the statutory time. 

The patients admitted under certificates would appear to be 
suitable cases for asylum care. 

I have entered in the “ Patients’ Book ” the names of any in 
whom I saw any signs of improvement. 

There has been no resort to mechanical restraint or seclusion 

since the last visit. , , , 

The patients were in good bodily health : only two were con- 
fined to bed from bodily illness. 

All the gentlemen were neat and fairly tidy, but greater atten- 
tion should be given to the brushing of their clothing. 

Country walks are still enjoyed twice a week by about 25 gentle- 
men, and parties are sent down for sea bathing, whilst 12 are on 
parole. Excursions to various places of interest have been made 
during the summer, and entertainments, generally theatrical, are 
given once a fortnight in the new theatre.^ 

The supply of newspapers appears sufficient, and the library has 
lately been fitted up. It now affords a comfortable and secluded 
room for those who are studiously inclined. _ . 

The greater number of the patients attend their religious duties 
at the Chapel in the institution. , 

The beds and bedding are properly attended to, but under- 
blankets should be supplied wherever a waterproof sheet is in use. 

Many of the dormitories and single bedrooms have been painted 
and papered, and it is understood that all will be done before the 
end of the year. . , , 

It is proposed to erect an iron fire-escape stairs at the end o 
the wing. _ , 

The staff consists of 22 Brothers and 10 attendants, one oi 
whom, with one of the Brothers, act as a night staff. 

The books and registers are carefully kept.

Since the last visit was paid to this institution on the 18th Inspected on 
December, 1903, various structural improvements have been carried 29th June, 

out, in addition to the papering, painting, and re-decoration of 1904 ' 

many rooms and dormitories. Improvements. 

Of the most important structural works, I may mention (1) the 
lowering of five windows on the female side ; (2) the fitting up of 
new emergency exits, with canvas chutes and iron external ladders, 
on both the male and female sides of the hospital ; (3) the laying 
down of a special fire main, with a separate connection to the 
street main; (4) the erection of a new pharmacy; (5) extensive 
improvements for the accommodation of the female staff, em- 
bracing the fitting up of a new nurses’ mess-room and sleeping 
rooms, giving each nurse a separate bedroom; and (6) the re- 
modelling of the ball-alley, the cementing of its internal walls, and 
the laying of a new concrete floor. 

There are at present in the institution 97 patients — 39 males Numbers, 
and 58 females. 

Since the last visit, the following changes have taken place : — 

The names of 34 gentlemen and 70 ladies were then on the register; 
since then 9 gentlemen and 7 ladies have been admitted ; 2 gentlemen 
and 11 ladies have been discharged; 4 ladies have been transferred 
to St. Edmundsbury ; and 2 gentlemen and 4 ladies have died. 

It will be seen from these figures that the reduction in the 
total number resident has been caused by the numbers of dis- 
charges and deaths — not by any falling-off in the admissions. 

The deaths were due to exhaustion after melancholia, malignant Deaths, 
disease of pancreas and colon; influenza (in two cases); senile 
decay ; cardiac failure and senile dementia, respectively. In the 
greater number of these cases the patients were very old, and had » 
been many years in the institution. 

The register of restraint and seclusion contains no entry since No res t r aint 
last visit. or seclusion. 

In the matter of dress and personal neatness the condition of Condition and 
the patients was satisfactory, and the health of the institution is health, 
excellent. 

The staff in immediate charge of the patients consists, on the Staff 
male side, of a head attendant, 2 charge, and 11 ordinary atten- 
dants — of whom two are on duty during the night. On the 
female side, there is a matron and 19 nurses — two of whom do 
duty during the night. 

Forty patients attend Divine Service held in the Hospital, and Religious 
three Catholics go out to Mass in the neighbouring Church. ministration.

There are at present on the books of this institution the names 
of 116 ladies. The following changes hcivc taken place since the 
institution was last visited oil the 29th December, 1903: — During 
that interval of time there have been 10 admissions, 8 discharges 
(6 recovered and 2 not improved), and 3 deaths. The deaths were 
certified as due to exhaustion after mania., weak heart, and gan- 
grene of the lungs, respectively. 

One serious accident occurred in the case of a lady who used a 
crutch in walking. When getting up* from her chair the crutch 
slipped, and she was thrown on the ground, breaking her right 
thigh hone. 

The records of restraint and seclusion show that restraint was 
resorted to in the case of one patient — who since admission has 
been violent and dangerous to others — on three occasions for a 
total period of hours. ... 

The greater number of the patients were, during my visit, in 
the open air: all were neat and tidy in their persons. 

During the summer months, various excursions and picnics are 
planned for the patients’ amusement. 

Many of the ladies take much interest in fancy needlework. 

An extensive open-air pavilion lias been erected, reaching from 
the main house to one of the cottages, where the ladies can take 
exercise in all weathers. 

At the present time, the outside walls of the old building are 
being plastered — a necessary work, hut one which must cause some 
trouble and anxiety in the care of the patients. 
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Attention continues to be given to the means of exit in case of St. Vincent’s. 
fire. It is now stated that an alternative exit is provided from p reca ^tio ns 
every dormitory in the main building, and it is proposed to pro- in case of fire, 
vide means of escape from the cottages by making one of the 
windows to open with a key.

STEWART INSTITUTION FOR THE INSANE. 


On this date the names of twenty-tliree gentlemen and forty- 
seven ladies are on the register of private patients. Of these one 
lady is at present absent on trial. 

Since the last visit, the following changes have taken place: — 
Three gentlemen and eight ladies have been admitted, four of each 
sex have been discharged, and one gentleman and four ladies have 
died. The certified causes of death were diabetes, old age, heart 
failure (two cases), and enteritis, respectively. 

The new admissions appear* suitable cases for asylum care. I 
saw one lady who had greatly improved, and will soon be fit for 
discharge. 

There is no* entry of the use of restraint, but, during the period 
under review, seclusion has been resorted to in the case of one 
lady and one gentleman ; on two occasions for eight hours in the 
oase of the gentleman, and on ono occasion for four hours in that 
of the lady. 

One gentleman escaped, but was only absent for a few hours. 
No report of this occurrence was made to our Office. 

The behaviour of the patents was orderly, and no complaints 
were made. 


Driving parties go out on three days of the week, but, as yet, 
no walking excursions beyond the grounds havo been organised. 
Weekly dances and associated entertainments are provided, and 
one or two patients are able to go to the threatre and other places 
of amusement in the city. 


Nineteen gentlemen and twenty-five ladies attend Divine Service 
in the institution; ono gentleman and three ladies go out to the 
Protestant Church in the village ; and two of each sex attend the 
neighbouring Catholic Church. 

The staff in immediate charge of these patients is unchanged, 
and consists of a matron and twelve nurses, ono of whom acts as 
night nurse on the female side, and on the male side, of a head atten- 
dant, who also acts as storekeeper, and throe attendants. 

Having regard to the number of male patients under care, the 
staff on this side must he considered numerically weak. Some 
provision ought also to be made for the care of the male patients 
during the night, and for the protection of the building against 
fire, by the appointment of a night attendant. 

The appliances for dealing with fire on its first outbreak appear 
sufficient, and two fire-escape stairs are now being erected. 

As Dr. Rainsford is at present absent on his holidays, Dr. 
Holmes, who is doing duty for him, gave me all the information I 
wanted. 


There are some minor alterations in the lunatic wards, which 
would, in my opinion, tend to the Better care of the patients. 
These I will discuss with Dr. Rainsford on his return, and. he can 
then bring them under the consideration of the Committee. 
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In the Imbecile Wards there are at present fifty-six boys and Stewart 
forty-seven girls. Of these, eight of each sex are epileptic, and Institution. 
some are very helpless — requiring constant supervision. They imbecile 
appear to receive careful attention, and efforts are made to im- department, 
prove their condition. Any who are capable of benefit by instruc- 
tion are taught, and some have become dexterous at various forms 
of industry.

Since the last report on this institution was written, the fol- i nS p e 7t7d on 
lowing changes have taken place : — Eleven patients (two gentle- 23rd Dec., 
men and nine ladies) have been admitted ; ten ladies, of whom 1904.^ 
four had recovered, were discharged; and one gentleman and four 2 $- ura ]je rs> 
ladies have died — leaving twenty-four gentlemen and forty-two 
ladies on the register. 

The deaths were due to (1) cardiac failure, in one case aged Deaths 
eighty years; (2) old age, in another case aged eighty-four years; 

(3) tuberculosis; (4) chronic Bright’s disease; and (5) suicide by Suicide, 
drowning. 

This latter death was the subject of an inquiry on oath held by 
us, and our report thereon and the evidence were laid before the 
Committee. We were able to state that in this unfortunate case 
blame could not be attributed to anyone, as the patient, neither 
before nor during her stay in the institution, had displayed the 
slightest tendency towards suicide. 

All the recent admissions remaining in the asylum appeared to Recent 
be suitable cases for detention : one or two are already improved, admissions, 
and will, it is to he hoped, soon be restored to their homes. 

The behaviour of the patients on both sides was excellent. • Conduct 

Both ladies and gentlemen were properly dressed, and neat and Condition and 
tidy in their appearance, and seemed to be carefully looked after, clothing.

The staff has been increased by the addition of a male attendant, staff, 
and now consists of five men and twelve women.^ On each side 
there is now an attendant in charge during the night.

In the Imbecile Department there are 102 children' -fifty-seven

The means of affording facilities for the escape of the patients 
in the event of an outbreak of lire still engage the attention of 
the Committee.

WORKHOUSES. 

BALLYMONEY WORKHOUSE. 

I visited Bally money Union Workhouse on the 6 th instant, and 
had the advantage of meeting the Medical Officer during his morn- 
ing rounds. 

I saw all the inmates, four in number, who are classified as of 
unsound mind. They are all females, and two of them (M. A. W. 
and A. D.) associate and work with the general body of inmates. 
Their condition calls for no special remarks. The third case 
(S. A.) is an imbecile, who suffers from epileptic- seizures. She is 
kept constantly in bed, as the authorities are afraid of the danger 
of her being injured by fire during a seizure. 

Cases of this kind are better treated in a special institution, and 
it is recognised that confinement to bed tends to the frequency of 
epileptic seizures, and to the further physical and mental deteriora- 
tion of such cases. 

The fourth case (M. L.) is the girl whom the Guardians some 
time ago were anxious to transfer to the County Asylum at Antrim. 
She is described as a congenital imbecile, but it would seem rather 
that her imbecility was consequent on disease of her nervous system 
in early life, as her mother states that she was a bright child and 
able to attend school up to seven years of age, when her legs became 
weak. She is now quite imbecile, her lower limbs are completely 
paralysed, and the muscles wasted and in a state of spastic rigidity. 
Her hands, which are also wasted, were enclosed in sewn-up sleeves, 
as the Medical Officer states that, if her hands were left free, she 
would pick the quilt and put the frayed portions into her mouth. 
She is described as sleeping badly, and as having frequent scream- 
ing fits during the night, thus disturbing the other inmates of the 
Infirmary Ward. 

There were nits in her hair, and, although, in the opinion of the 
Medical Officer, she is carefully nursed, I found a small bedsore 
over her sacrum (the lower part of hack). No doubt the tendency 
to pressure sores over all the prominent parts of the body will he 
difficult to deal with, and I think, therefore, that a suggestion 
made by the Medical Officer that she should be placed on a water 
bed should be adopted. 

She is now so weak that the Medical Officer states he would not 
undertake the responsibility of sanctioning her removal to the 
District Asylum, even if the Committee were willing to admit her 
to that institution. 
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It is to be regretted that a difference of opinion arose regarding Bally money 
her admission to the County Asylum. That institution is now Workhouse. 
overcrowded, and the Committee have instructed the Medical 
Superintendent to admit none but urgent cases. Acting on that 
instruction, he declined to admit this patient when she was taken 
to the Asylum in September last without previous notification to 
the Asylum authorities. 

The best place for the treatment of such cases is a special insti- 
tution for imbeciles, such as exists in England and Scotland, but — 
having regard to her degraded habits, her inability to feed herself, 
and the necessity for affording her the most careful nursing — 
there can be no doubt that there are greater facilities for treating 
such cases in an Asylum than in a Workhouse. 

If any such case should arise in future, I would suggest that, 
previous to sending the patient to the Asylum, the Guardians should 
lay all the facts before the Asylum Committee, which body, in- 
fluenced by humanitarian feelings, would, I feel assured, if at all 
possible, consent to receive a patient who could be so much better 
treated in their institution than in a Workhouse.

CASHEL WORKHOUSE. 

The lunatics and imbeciles in this workhouse axe not kept to- 
gether in any special wards, hut are scattered through various parts 
of the institution. Six men and eleven women are so classified. 
Of these, two men and three women are epileptic. In addition, 
two men and one woman suffer from epilepsy, but are not returned 
as of unsound mind. None of these inmates are of unclean habits. 
One woman, suffering from an acute attack of insanity, is about 
to be removed to the Asylum. All the lunatics and imbeciles are 
olean and tidy. They are bathed once a week, and appear to he 
well looked after. The greater number of the men and seven of 
the women are usefully employed. Their beds and bedding are 
olean and of good quality. In most cases they are supplied with 
iron bedsteads and wire mattresses.

CLOGHEEN WORKHOUSE. 

In this workhouse there are only two men and two women classified 
as of unsound mind. One man suffers from paralysis, with severe 
choreic movements. He is a most pitiable object; unable to 1 move, 
or even to wear male clothing. The other man is a cripple, hut is 
able to propel himself on hi9 hands and knees from place to place, 
and to take care of himself, and is, therefore, not so helpless. 

Of the two women who are returned as insane, one is an imbecile 
and the other is demented. 

In addition there are two epileptics, hut they are not classified 
amongst the inmates of unsound mind. 

All appeared to be clean.

CORK WORKHOUSE. 

When this Workhouse was last visited — on the 31st March, 1903 
— the inmates classified as insane numbered 103 men and 191 
women. One hundred and three inmates — sixty-eight men and 
thirty-five women — have lately been transferred to the Youghal 
Auxiliary Asylum: nevertheless there are still 149 inmates — thirty 
men and 119 women — in the lunatic wards. 

Of the inmates of these wards, sixteen men and twenty-eight 
women suffer from epilepsy, but of these six men and five women 
are stated to he sane. 

Five men and four women are returned as inattentive to the 
calls of nature. 
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Owing to the removals to Youghal, a good deal of vacant apace Cork 
has been left on the male side. It is, therefore, proposed to re- Wokkkovsi 
move the lunatics to the dormitory beyond the shed, and to give Accommo- 
up the two large sleeping rooms formerly occupied by them. This dation. 
dormitory will afford sufficient space for the existing numbers, but 
not for any future increase. If this change is made, it is to be 
hoped that the closet attached to this room will be supplied with 
water, and that a bath, with hot and cold water, will be provided 
for the use of the insane, as the existing bath is attached to the 
rooms about to he vacated. 

On the female side, many of the women are old and feeble, and Condition of 
would require better supervision. I found a number of old women female8 ‘ 
in a room by themselves — one of them tied in her chair to prevent 
her from falling — whilst outside in the yard several were sitting 
or lying on the ground. All these should be brought together 
under the charge of a responsible official, who should see that they 
are provided with seats. Restraint should, under no circumstances, 
be permitted. 

I understand that, owing to the decrease in the numbers, the Staff, 
staff has been reduced. It now consists of two nurses by day and 
one by night. It must be manifest to the Guardians that two 
nurses — one of whom must he constantly absent on various duties 
cannot be considered sufficient to care for such a number of help- 
less creatures.

These figures are of interest, showing, as they do, the great 
numbers coming under treatment in these wards. It is satisfactory 
I to find that a> considerable reduction has taken place amongst the 
female inmates. Having regard, however, to the limited space 
afforded in these wards and in the grounds set apart for the insane 
inmates, the numbers are still too many. Both on the male and 
female side the accommodation for the lunatic poor still remains Unsatisfactory- 
insufficient for the wants of those requiring care. As has been 
repeatedly pointed out in the past, suitable provision for the insane a ' 
poor cannot be made in this overgrown and congested workhouse. 

; The only prospect of improvement in their condition would loe 
, their removal to- some other establishment possessing those essential 
j attributes for the proper care of the insane, viz. — fresh air, suffi- 
! cient space indoors, and ample room outside for exercise and em- 
j ployment.

Unfortunately, from year to year, the insane remain in these 
wards, and no' radical steps arc taken to obtain better quarters for 
them, in the expectation of some new scheme for the care of work- 
house lunatics. 

At present fifteen men and thirty women are confined to "bed, six 
men and twenty-six women are of unclean habits, and four men and 
twelve women are epileptic. 

During the year, the Guardians have taken steps to improve the 
female infirmary ward by erecting a second staircase and a sanitary 
annexe containing waiter closets, lavatory, scullery, and bathroom. 
This infirm ward is, unfortunately, on the first floor, which must 
greatly increase the difficulty of moving these helpless cases, as 
they have to. be carried up and down stairs, and prevents any 
attempt to move them into the open air during the day. 

In the female epileptic ward the old wooden “ harrow ” pattern 
bedsteads are still in use. Perhaps the Guardians will consider the 
advisability of substituting modem bedsteads with wire bottoms. 

The bathroom in the male lunatic ward stands sadly in need of 
repair and re-fitting. 

The mortuary in the female ward, just behind the washing-room, 
should be removed to some more secluded spot. 

The staff is unchanged, and consists of one male attendant. The 
male attendant, when absent, is replaced by another official, who 
knows nothing of the lunatics, and can. take little interest, in them. 
The most suitable staff for the care of this helpless class would be 
a man and his wife, one of whom would be always on duty. 

The women are in charge of two nurses, who seem to give at 
tention to. the patients, as the latter are clean and tidy, and their 
clothing was in good repair. 

The care of the patients during the night devolves on a paid 
attendant on the male side who visits the wards every hour, hut, 
as he has fifteen other wards to supervise, he is able to give little 
personal attention to these helpless patients, who are really left 
in charge of three pauper assistants. 

On the female side the night nurse has to look after four other 
wards, in addition to the four lunatic wards, so 1 tha.t, as on the 
male side, the nursing of the large number of bedridden cases is, 
to a great extent, left during the long horn's of the night to six 
pauper assistants. 

Thirty men and fifty-seven women are returned as employed. 
Fourteen men and thirty women attend to their religious duties. 
I am glad to say that the books, recording the daily events of 
importance which take place in these wards, arc carefully kept.

These statistics show the great number of cases passing through the 
wards during the year. 

Of the numbers at present under care, eight men and twelve Health 
women suffer from epilepsy, fifteen men and twenty women are of statistics, 
unclean habits, and nineteen men and sixty-eight women are con- 
stantly confined to bed. 

There are in the infirm ward nineteen utterly helpless cases — 
including one case of delirium tremens, under restraint in a strait 
waistcoat. — and in charge of a pauper inmate.. The Guardians 
will, I think, agree with me that such a case under such conditions 
should be in charge of a responsible' paid official. The day atten- 
dant cannot remain in charge of these bed-ridden cases, as he has 
to look after his other patients who do not go out to walk. Surely 
such a number of helpless and bed-ridden cases would require the 
exclusive care of a trained nurse ! 

The staff in the male lunatic wards consists of two male atten- Male staff, 
dants — one of whom takes charge of the patients working on the 
farm — and at night, of one paid attendant assisted by six paupers. 

The male lunatics, and imbeciles, in their yards and day-rooms, Condition and 
were clean and fairly tidy, but lighter clothing at this season of the clothing of 
year would be a boon to them. 

One little imbecile boy was wearing leather gloves, to prevent Treatment of 
him from picking up and eating dirt. Perhaps ordinary coarse Imbecile boy 
cloth gloves would have the desired effect., and would not. entirely 
prevent motion in his fingers. 

On the female side there are two trained nurses and two paid Female staff, 
attendants, assisted by fourteen paupers. At night two. nurses, 
assisted by sixteen paupers, have charge of the female wards. 

The large number of sick and bed-ridden cases must fully occupy Condition and 
the. time of the trained nurses. Their patients appeared to be ° f 

clean and well attended to. 

The healthy women were well-behaved and tidy. 

The returns show that twenty-five men and thirty-one women are Employment, 
employed — thirteen men at work in the house, eleven on the farm, 
and one at tailoring ; fifteen women sew and knit, thirteen work 
in the laundry, and three help in the wards. 

On both sides the beds and bedding were found m good order Beds. 

In the healthy wards they are of modern type, but in the sick 
wards old wooden bedsteads and loose straw are still in use. The 
Guardians will, X am sure, consider the advisability of advancing 
with the general progress which has taken place in the treatment 
of such cases in Workhouses, as well as elsewhere, and provide more

We have from time to time visited and reported on t-lie care and 
treatment of the lunatic and imbecile inmates of this Workhouse, but 
I regret lo say, no effort has yet been made to improve the condition 
of the males, to which attention was drawn. 

Fortunately, at the time of my visit, there were only five males 
resident. Two of these are extremely degraded and dirty in their 
habits, while one is crippled and deformed, hobbling about without 
shoes or stockings. The yard used by the males is common to the 
patients suffering from itch, and the same attendant has to look 
after both classes. The two degraded cases referred to constantly 
soil their clothes both by day and night, and necessarily require a 
trained and skilled attendant to improve their habits as far as 
possible, or at all events to keep them as clean as their condition 
permits. The attendant in charge, however, seemed to me scarcely 
to possess the intelligence or training necessary for this, nor is the 
salary (£12 per annum) paid for the position likely to attract 
candidates possessing the requisite qualifications. 

There is a bath, but I was informed that the hot water has to 
he carried to it in buckets from a boiler nearly 100 yards away. 

Two of the patients complained of being deprived of tobacco, 
I think that a small quantity might be allowed them. 

I am glad to say that I can report much more favourably of the 
female side., where — although so overcrowded that three beds have 
to be placed on the floor at night — an effort is made by the nurse 
in charge to keep the patients clean and usefully employed. The 
rooms are well kept, and the bedclothes' are clean and tidy. There 
are thirty-nine females now resident. Many of them are old and 
decrepit; ten are constantly confined to bed; yet the one nurse, 
with the help of two pauper assistants, is able to keep these inmates 
fairly clean. Nine are epileptic, and about nineteen are wet at 
night. Nine are employed working, either scrubbing or washing, 
and a few are employed at needlework. 
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The surface of the female yard is rough, and should be concreted. Dundalk 
I think that the Guardians should make a serious effort to im- Wol lKHOT J3E ' 
prove the condition of the male inmates, or if this cannot be done, improvement 
that they should seek to relieve themselves of a responsibility which called for.

In the lunatic wards of this Workhouse there are forty-six men 
and fifty-five women. In a separate ward are twenty-one epileptics 
— seven of wham are classified as insane. Of the men, two are 
epileptics and seven of unclean habits ; and of the women, three are 
epileptic and two of unclean habits. Amongst the men are five 
imbecile boys — three of whom, are brothers. These lads would be 
much improved by training, and might be taught to work for 
their own support, and so become useful members of society, but 
there is no public institution in Ireland to which they could be 
sent. 

The men were properly dressed, but their linen should be changed 
more’ frequently. Their bedding was very clean and well looked 
after. They are provided with wire stretchers and hair mat- 
tresses, except in the cases of patients of unclean habits, who sleep 
on straw. On the female side the bedsteads are of iron. Some 


of the men still use the old wooden cots. I would suggest the 
advisability, on sanitary grounds, of getting rid of these old bed- 
steads, as they harbour vermin and absorb wet. 

Bathing On both sides a bath is provided with a hot and cold water 

arrangements, supply, hut the baths require painting, and the bathroom is a 
miserable shed with an uneven and broken floor. « 

Heating. The Master tells me that these lunatic wards are about to be 

heated with hot water. This will be a great improvement, as the 
stoves are inadequate to heat such large rooms, and must be ex- 
tremely dangerous. 

Attendants. staff on 1 the: male side consists of one male attendant, 

assisted by four paupers. At night these inmates are in charge 
of a single pauper. 

On the female side the lunatics are in charge of a trained nurse 
and one paid assistant, but the assistant has also to take charge 
of the epileptic ward. In addition, five paupers help the staff 
during the day. At night both the lunatics and the epileptics are 
left in charge of pauper inmates. 
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A serious responsibility is incurred in leaving these helpless Limerick 
human beingsi, especially epileptics, who are so liable to be Workhouse. 
smothered in their fits, in charge of irresponsible paupers, and I 
am sure the Guardians will agree with me in hoping that at no 
distant date some better provision will be made for the care of 
these lunatics and imbeciles.

The clothing is very good, and both sexes were fairly neat and Clothing, 
tidy, but a little more attention might be paid to the tidiness of 
the men’s shirts and the women’s hair. 

The wards are in excellent order. On the male side they have Condition of 
been lately painted, and on both sides they are clean and carefully ward, 
looked after.

One man — a degraded imbecile — was dressed in petticoats and 
kad his hands tied owing to his mischievous habits. Such a case 
should be removed to the Asylum, where he would receive proper 
care. He certainly cannot bo properly treated here. 

Some of the men should receive greater supervision as regards 
the tidiness of their clothing, but they were fairly clean, and their 
bedding was also clean. Their bedsteads are of the old, antiquated 
wooden type, with straw ticks to lie on ; whilst any of the inmates 
of unclean habits are only provided with loose straw. 

The building which the men occupy is one-storied for the greater 
part of its length. At ono end there is a basement room occupied 
by the infirm class, but. the lunatics inhabit the whole of the upper 
portion. The rooms would require painting and whitewashing, 
and in some places the floors are bad. A lavatory with a fixed 
bath has been provided at one end, but no hot water has been 
brought to it. The whole of the rooms are filled with beds, and 
there is no separate day-room, or room in which the meals can be 
served. 

The building occupied by the women is of better construction : 
the rooms are larger and better ventilated, but they are entirely 
filled with beds, so that the women, like the men, have to pass 
their days, eat, and sleep in the same room. On this side there is 
only a moveable bath, which is brought, into the ward when re- 
quired, and the water carried to it. 

The women were fairly clean and tidy : their bedsteads are, as on 
the male side, of the old wooden type, with straw ticks. Their 
bedclothes were clean. 

On both sides there are two paid attendants — one on day and 
one on night duty. The men are mid £12 and £8, a.nd the women 
£15 and £12 per annum, respectively. 

Three of the male lunatics woi'k on the farm, and one is em- 
ployed about the wards.

The women were clean and fairly tidy. One of the female 
lunatics was very excited and restless,, and should, for her own 
protection and proper treatment, if possible, be sent to> the asylum. 
Two women as^ed to be discharged. One is a sane epileptic, and 
the other is said to be much improved. If the Medical Officer 
agrees in this, her Mends should he written to, and at any rate 
she should be removed from this part , of the house. The Guar- 
dians, I am sure, are aware that there is no legal power to detain 
anyone here against their will. 

The old “ harrow ” beds and straw ticks are still in use. I would 
suggest to the Guardians, for sanitary reasons, the advisability of 
obtaining iron beds with wire bottoms, as these old beds are liable 
to harbour vermin and absorb web. 

The sanitary accommodation is good. Baths are provided on 
each side, but no hot water. The Guardians might consider the 
importance of having a plentiful supply of hob water for the 
insane, as this is the only means of keeping them clean. 

The staff consists of one paid attendant on each side. The male 
attendant has been lately appointed, and has had no experience 
in the care of the insane, but he seems anxious to learn, and to do 
what he can. The female attendant has been here many years. 
On neither side has any provision been made for the care of the 
insane during the night. 

It is to be hoped that when the additional buildings about to be 
erected at the Asylum are completed, steps will be taken to re- 
move there all who require Asylum care, and that some better pro- 
vision will be made for the treatment of those who remain.

Amongst the insane inmates, nine men and five women are 
epileptic, five men and three women are of unclean habits, and 
seven men and nine women are bedridden. One of the women 
suffers from a bed-sore, and is on a water bed. 

Few of the men are able to do any work, but nine of the women 
make themselves useful in various ways. 

The Guardians, who ha-ve always taken a great interest in these 
inmates, are now providing additional day-room accommodation for 
the women. This addition will prove a great boon, as, in bad 
weather, the existing room is quite insufficient for the numbers 
occupying it. 

I would suggest that, at the same time, additional sanitary accom- 
modation, including a bathroom, lavatory, and water closets, should 
also be provided, as there are no closets of easy access from the 
dormitories on the female side. 

The floors of some of the existing closets require to be concreted, 
and the windows painted. 

Both the male and female lunatics were clean and well dressed, 
and appeared to be properly nursed. 

The staff consists of a male and female attendant, and a trained 
nurse, who has charge of both wards.

Officers have now advised that the Declarations at the beginning of 
Forms of Application for Admission into a District Asylum do not 
require any Stamp, as they come within the terms of the exemption 
clause in the Schedule' to the Stamp Act of 1891, as being Statutory 
Declarations required by law, and made before a J ustice of the Feace. 

In future, therefore, the only Stamp Duty payable either on the 
ordinary Admission Form (D), or the Paying Patient Form (E) is a 
Sixpenny Agreement Stamp on the ‘‘Undertaking to Remove,’ or 
“ Agreement for Payment and Removal,” as the case may be.
